VITIATE LAW BY FIRE 


FIVE THOUSAND NEW YORK INDIOT- 
MENTS BURNED IN A GRATE. 


Former Assistant District-Attorney of the 
County Reveals for the First Time the 
Act of Lottery Men Committed During 
the Administration of Anthony Phelps 
=-J. B. Haggin on the Stand in the 
Northern Pacific Investigation—General 
News from New York. 


New York. May 19.—[Special.]—Ambrose 
H. Purdy, at one time aa Assistant District 
Attorney in this city, stated today that 5,000 
indictments returned by the grand jury of 
this county were at one time destroyed by fire 
in the home of Moses Clark in Matawan, N, 
J. The disaster occurred several years ago, 
but hae just been made public. While those 
interested in getting the indictments out 
of the way were feeding them into a 
grate Clark lay dead in an adjoining 
room. It occurred during the administration 
of District-Attorney Phelps, and indictments 
had been returned by the hundreds against 
the lottery people, who were then running 
things witha high hand. Such men as Eph 
Simmons, George Upington, and others were 
the ones against whom the shafts of justice 
had been leveled. Moses Clark was the 
chief clerk of the District-Attorney’s office 
and he was liberally paid to keep the indict- 
ments back. He took them to his house and 
put them ina safe, He finally fell ill, and 
when he died Eph Simmons and two others 
were with him, 

Scarcely had Moses Clark breathed his last 
when the watchers, according to Mr, Purdy, 
began to discuss how they could get the in. 
dictments from( the safe. They tried to 
operate the combination lock, but were com- 
pelled to give it up. Then one suggested hav- 
ing it broken open. They sent for a noto- 
rious safe breaker, a burgiar, one whose name 
was then as now well known to the police, 
and he did as_ directed. The safe 
was opened,.and, although it was mid- 
summer, a large fire was built and the 
indictments thrown into ft. It was the 
intention only to destroy the lottery indict- 
ments, but there were so many others, and all 
in such confusion, that it would have taken 
too much time to sort them out. Soall that 
were found were thrown into the blaze with 
the evidence in each case, and the three men 
stood there for hours poking the embers and 
not leaving until nothing but a heap of ashes 
remained. Eventhe ashes were raked, 80 
that not as much asa signcould be left to 
wi a story. Then they returned to New 

ork, 

Later on’ when Gov, Cornell issued his 
proclamation cailing upon the prosecuting 
officers throughout the State to enforce the 
law against the lottery men search was made 
for the indictments found in this county, but 
of coursé without result. Anthony Comstock, 
who was cognizant of the circumstances, say? 
that hundreds of indictments were stolen from 
the District-Attorney’s office. ®

J. B. HAGGIN PLACED ON THE STAND. 


He Throws Little Light on the Northern 
Pacific Inquiry in New York, 

New York, May 19.—[Sovecial.}—A two 
hours session of the inquiry into the affairs of 
the Northern Pacific raiiroad was held before 
Master in Chancery Cary this morning. The 
proceedings were begun by the introduction 
of four contracts under which the Northern 
Pacitic company lent certain sums of money 
to the Wisconsin Central railway company, 
which in turn advanced it to the Oregon ana 
Transcontinentalcompany. The first witness 
examined was J.B. Haggin, director of the 
Northern Pacific company for three or four 
years, he could notremember which. Witness 
said he had no recoliection of attending any 
meeting of the directors at which the matters 
inquired into were consummated. He was in- 
terested in the Rocky Fork coal mines and 
Cooke City railway, but he did not vote for 
the purchase of the property or attend the 
meeting at which it was voted to do so, He 
had a sixth interest individually in those prop- 
erties, which cost him, outside of what he had 
previously spent thereon. a little more than 
$200.000. The money for that sixth inter- 
est, the witness said, he paid to Henry Villard. 
He had heard of Mr. Piatt in connection with 
the property. 

James B, Williams, ex-Vice-President and 
an ex-director of the Northern Pacific com- 
pany, was next examined. He thought the 
acquirements of the Chicago terminals, that 
is, the Wisconsin lease, was first brought to 
the attention of the board in 1889. The 
records would show. He did not know at the 
time of the negotiations who were the owners 
of the terminais; he supposed they were 
owned by various corporations. He thought the 
matter was discussed in the Northern Pacific 
office before the election of the Board of Di- 
rectors in Uctober, 1889. Mr. Oakes was no 
present at the meeting Jan. 16, 1890. or at 
any of the meetings at which the Chicago and 
Northern Pacific terminals were acquired. 

Mr. Pettit endeavored to ascertain from 
the witness why the Wisconsin-Central and 
the Oregon and Transcontinental companies 
were used as intermediaries for the acquire- 
ment of the various properties if the North- 
ern Pacific was ready to take those proper- 
ties. Mr. Wiliiams said his memory did not 
eerve him on that point. He believed the 
Wisconsin Central was supposed to own cer- 
tain of the properties or some of them, and 
was engaged in getting them together. He 
believed it was necessary to employ the Ore- 
gon and Transcontinental company as bank- 
ers to consummate the transactions. One of 
the reasons for acquiring one of the so-called 
termina! properties was to enable the Balti- 
more and Qhio raiiroad to run into the North- 
ern Pacific section at Chicago. 

Mr. Pettit next examined Mr. Williams at 
length as to his knowledge ‘of the Rocky bork 
coai contracts, etc., and other matters con- 
nected therewith. Mr. Williams said that 
Mr. Villard stated at the meeting of the di- 
rectors, at which the matter was discussed 
and the price agreed upon to be paid for the 
road, that the road bad ccst more than 
$1,000,000 and was then earning more than 
5 percenton the amount for which it was 
proposed to issue bonds for the acquirement 
of the property. Even in the recent de- 
pressed time, said’ Mr. Williams, the road 
had earned over 4 per cent on the bonds 
issued for the purchase of the property.

LIFE SAVERS ASK FOR CREDIT, 


They Deny That They Were Intoxicated 
Friday=Marine Men Aroused. 

Tue Trrpuns has received a letter from 
Frank Fountain, surfman at the Chicago 
Life Saving Station, and his volunteer crew, 
in which they say: 

‘TI don’t think it is right to say we were in- 
toxicated. After we were capsized we were 
stiff and pretty near gone. I myself was 


senseless. I was in the water over an hour | 


before I was picked up. When I got ashore 
some one puta whisky bottle tojmy mouth 
and I might have drank a little more 
than I should, but I was so far gone 
that I did not know what I was “* ‘ 
made 


worse. Half an hour later, however, I was all 


right and tried to getacrew to go out, but 


could not get it, Astofalling down on the 
dock, I fell from exhaustion and not because 
I was intoxicated. At least give us credit for 
what we did under the circumstances, for we 
are only two men here, the rest of us being 
volunteers and green men, Twenty lives were 
saved. by us.”

STEAMER GERMANIC LOSES ITS TOW, 


Hutchinson. Breaks Away and Is Thought 
to Be Aground at New Buffalo. 

The steamer Germanic, which left Chicago 
Wednesday with the barge E. C. Hutchinson 
in tow, both grain laden for Buffalo, ran 
back to Chicago last evening. Capt. John

that all assistance be rendered it. He was 
also in negotiation with Chicago tugmen for 
a boat to go.from here.

Hutchinson is commanded by Capt. L. G. 
Vosburg, one of the oldest navigators on the 
lakes, has two mates and eight seamen, 
the crew being shipped at Buffalo. 
The vessel. is owned by Hutchinson of 
Buffalo and is uninsured, Its cargo is 51,484 
bushels of corn, shipped by W. P. Harvey al 
Chicago to the Anchor line at Buffalo, and is 
insured for $22,000 in various compamies ih 
Chicago. The Germanic has a cargo of 60.- 
000 bushels of corn, but is all rignt. Every 
effort will be made to save the Hutchinson's 
crew, cargo, and hull, but there are grave 
fears in Chicago when the continued violence 
of the wind and sea is considered. 

New Burrato, Mich., May 19.—A large

Crew Criticised by Marine Men for 
Failure to Make an Earlier Attempt to 
Reach the Cummings’ Men. 

Port Huron, Micn., May 19.—[Special,]— 
In an effort to save the crew of the schooner 
William Shupe, whiclt was waterlogged four- 
teen miles out last night and drifted to shore 
five miles north this morning, four voluntee 
life-safers were drowned. The dead are: 
KING, ANGUS.

The crew of six men and a woman cook of 
the ship took to the rigging last night. The tug 
Thompson attempted to go to the rescue then, 
but the wind was blowing such a gale that it 
could not get out of the St. Clair River. This 
morning the tug succeeded in reaching the dis- 
abled schooner, but could not get near enough 
to be of any assistance, It returned to Port 
Huron and secured a large yawl and an extra 
force of men. The yawl was launched, 
and Capt. Henry Little, Capt. Daniel 
Lynn, William Lewis, Barney Mills, and 


| and Angus King, all well known Port Huron 


sailors, started for the schooner. They 
reached the boat and made fast, but before 
they could communicate with those on board 
the yawl capsized and all except 
Daniei Lynn were drowned. 

The Sand Beach life saving crew sixty miles 
away were then telegraphed for and came 
do vn on a special train, the Shupe’s crew be- 
ing cheered by a message that help was com- 
ing painted on a large sign board, — 

The Thompson left here at 2 o’clock with the 
life-saving crew in tow and she dropped the 
boat about a mile above the Shupe. The life- 
savers finally reached the wrecked schooner 
and took off the crew after hard work and 


landed them on shore about 5 o’clock. They | 
were all alive, but in a greatly exhausted con- | 


dition, having been drifting for forty-eight 
hours. The bodies of the.men who attempted 
the rescue this morning have not yet been 
found, The rescued are: Capt. William Lit- 
tle, Mate William Brown, James Blair, Reddy 
Curry, Mrs. Johnson (cook), James Ander. 
son. 

Capt. Lynn’s feat in swimming ashore 
through the biggest sea seen on Lake Huron 
for many years seems almost incredible, and 
was due on'y to an iron constitution and won- 
derful endurance. He says the boat was 
caught in or under a timber which projected 
from the side of the schooner, and when the 
wave came it forced the boat over in- 
stantly. All of the men _ started to 
swim to shore, but they disappeared 
oue by one. while a large crowd on shore who 
were watching them was unable to render any 
assistance. The Thompson has made four 
trips out into the lake in the attempt to rescue 
the crew of the Shupe. The waves were run- 
ning mountain high, driven by a gale of forty 
miles an hour. and no large steamer dared 
venture out. The Thompson. which is a power- 
ful , could make only five miles an hour 
into the gale. 

The Shupe is in bad shape and will prob- 
ably go to pieces before morning, as the gale 
continues at forty miles per hour. The b 
steel steamer Maruba of the Minnesota line, 
which poe down at 7:40, was the only boat 
which has come off Lake Huron this after- 
noon. 

Henry Little, one of the men who was 
drowned, was a nephew of Capt. Little of 
the Shupe. The river is full of boats waiting 
for the wind to go down, 


LIFE-SAVERS ARE CRITICISED, 


Milwaukee Sallors Say the Cummings Men 
Might Have Been Saved. 

Miuwavuker, Wis., May 19.—[Special.]— 
The inert and misnamed crew of “live-sav- 
ers”’ lolled along the beach today sadly 
gazing at the ship Cummings and the two 
ghastiy forms which are still lashed to the 
rigging. The **life-savers” felt the criti- 
cisms on their inactivity. They made one 
attempt to bring in the bodies of Mrs, Mokus, 
the cook, and ‘*Jim,”’ the sailor, which 
are still lashed to the mizzen mast of the 


sunken ship. There is no doubtin the minds 


of most. marine men that the rescue which 
was effected at 5 o'clock yesterday could have 
been effected in the same way five hours 
previously, and that all of the unfortunates on 
the Cummings could have been saved,

About dusk tonight Capt. Pratton and crew 
of the life-saving station made an attempt to 
reach the Cummings and bringin the bodies 
which were on the wreck. They struggled 
through the waves until thesurf boat in which 
they were was within 100 yards of 
the sunken schooner. Then they turned back 
without making any attempt to get nearer. 
When they came in Capt. Pratton said there 
was. too much driftwood around | the 
wreck. The men iin the  surf-boat 
could not discern the body of the man 
Jim which was on the cross trees, and it is 
believed that it, too, dropped into the waves 
and will be picked up along the beach. The 
body of Mrs. Mokus seemed to be securely 
lashed to the rigging. The wind is now, blow- 
ing at the rate of eightéen miles an hour and 
no attempt will be made to go to the wreck 
again until the lake is calm. 

Lieut. W. F. Baldwin of Chicago, the In- 
spector of life saving stations of this district, 
arrived tonight and said that he had made 
some inquiries into the action of the life sav- 
ing crew yesterday and from what he can 


learn believes that the crew did all that could |

The Captain of the *life-savers” is much | 


wrought upover thecriticisme which have 
been passed on his crew. He said today: 
* Allof this talk about the crew and our ac- 
tions is unjust. We went out with the life- 
boat as soon as the mortar failed tocarry a line. 
All that time there were three tugs standing 
in the river and they refused to give us a line, 
the Captain of the Simpson saying he could 
not live in the sea. We pulled out and reached 
the boat all right, but the sea smashed the 
rail and the oars and then a wave — and 
spilled us. The boat is twenty-seven feet long 
and its bow was under the crest when itsstern 
was in thetrough. Wedidn’t roll over; we 
ended over. One man was washed away and 
the rest of us were under. We got out an 
righted, but the boat filled twenty times be- 
fore we got ashore. We couldn’t get it out 
again.” 

Robert Pattérson. the rescued man, sat on 
the beach for hours today and watched the 
wreck of the Cummings, with the forms of 
his late companions in the rigging. He is 
stiff andsore, but otherwise none the worse 
for his terrible experience. In teliing the 
story of the wreck today he said the Cum- 
mings did not leak, but got into the trough 
of the sea ana dragged heranchor. He said: 
‘* We dragged pretty fast until we got by the 
piers, then it brought up and we were giving 
it more chain. All at once she 
struck and drove the rudder post through 
the cabin, We were ail forward. 
We saw that the boat was a goner, 80 Wwe 
stopped giving it chain and went to scuttiing 
it.”

MOVEMENTS OF THE STORM, 


Weather Bureau Tells How the Winds 
Gathered and Journeyed, 
Wasnineton, D.C., May 19.—The Weather 
Bureau has issued Lake Storm Builetin No.1 
of 1894 concerning the storm of May 17 
and 18: 


The storm first assumed form in the Northwest 
the morning of the 15th, when it was central 
over Southeastern Montana. Its average velocity 
was fifteen miles per hour. The storm 
was attended by exceptionally heavy 
rains in the Northwestern States, 
destructive gales over the lake regions, and a re- 
markabie fall in temperature over the upper 
lakes 4nd Western and Northwestern States. 

By the 16th the storm center advanced to 
South Dakota with a marked increase of en- 
ergy. By the night of the 17th the center 
reached Southern Lake Michigan. At the 
evening report of the 17th e wind was 
blowing thirty to forty miles an hour from the 
north over Lake Michigan. The morning of the 
19th the storm center reached Virginia. The in- 
dications are that the storm will pass eastward 
off the middle Atlantic coast by Sunday morning, 
its passage over the coast line being followed by 
clearing and decid cooler weather. 


Two Men Lost in the Storm. 

Diexrwson, N. D., May 19.--The people of this 
place are much alarmed over the finding of two 
saddle horses whose riders, Edward Ran and Ed 
Crawford, are known to have started south on 
their way to the Black Hills a few days before 
the severe storm. The saddle girths have worn 
deep places in the flesh of the horses, showing 
that the riders have been missing for a long 
time.

It wouid be almost as difficult to invade Rus 
sia and support the invading army today as it 
was in 1812, when Napoleon foreed his way to 
Moscow and to ruin. The interesting fact comes 
out in discussions of the possible journey of 
Queen Victoria to St. Petersburg to witness the 
marriage of her granddaughter to the Cearo- 
witz, that she wiil be obliged to change cars on 
the Russian frontier because of a change in 
the gauge. A difference in gauge would pre- 
vent the Germans from running their cars over 
the frontier upon Russiag lines, unless a con- 
struction party put down an extrarail, Neither 
could a Russian army move into Germany with 
the expectation of receiving supplies by rail. 
The variation of gauge may have been intentional 
on the part of ei'hner power, and, while it is a de- 
fense in war, commerce is injured in time of 
peace. Neither country can lose any roiling 
stock by allowing it to pass the frontier.

' of burning oil, When Foute was picked 
up he appeared to be little better than 
- geinder. He wassightless, his clothing was 
1] burned off, 


his hair was — — 
nothing remained of ‘his cap but peak, 
Even his pouch was burned, but by some 


-ehance the mail it contained was uninjured. 


Foute was carried to the Bennett ‘Hospital, as 
it was thought, to die. Flesh dropped from 
bis hands and face when the doctors dressed 
him. The tops of his ears dropped off and it 
was thought his sight was lost. Somewhat to 
the surgeons’ surprise Foute rallied from the 
‘ghock and by hard work his eyes were saved, 
Little by little the flesh grew, but the surface 
of skin destroyed was so great that nature 
unaided could not cover it.

CHIPS FOR SOUVENIRS 


SPLINTERS OF THE EIGHTEENTH 
STREET TREE EAGERLY SOUGHT. 


Scores of People Try to Secure Pieces of 
the Historic Landmark Lajd Low by 
the HurricaneeThe Pulimans Secure 
Two Sections of the Venerated Trunk= 
Fernando Jones Talks of Traditions 
That Clustered Round the Tragic Spot 
on Which It Stood. 

Early yesterday morning a crowd of people 
collected on Eighteenth street, near the resi- 
dence of George M. Pullman, and began dig- 
ging through the asphalt pavemént of the 
roadway. They were as excited and industri- 
ous as if they were a rescuing party, digging 
after entombed miners. The occupants of the

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DESTRUCTION OF THE CHICAGO MASSACRE TREE NEAR THE PULLMAN RESIDENCE. 


Pullman mansion ran out to see what was the 
matter, and found the crowd was digging for 
the roots of the historic cottonwood tree, 
which after standing there for a century or 
more, and witnessing at short range the Fort 
Dearborn massacre Aug. 12, 1812, went 
down before Friday’s storm at 5:15 o’clock 
in the afternoon, 

This celebrated tree might have lived an- 
other century if it had been let alone, but 
civilization killed it. Long after it had at- 
tained a great size the grade of Eighteenth 
street, where it stood, was raised six feet and 
the earth piled deep over its roots and around 
its trunk, Then the inevitable gaspipe, 
which is always death to trees, was laid near 
it, and finally the whole street was covered 
with asphalt close to the very bark of the 
tree. There was nothing left for it but to die, 
which it did several years ago, and the north. 
west wind did the rest. The howling of the 
blast prevented its fall being heard, so that it 
sank to rest apparently as noiselessly as a 
rose leaf falls to the ground. 


A Rush for Souvenirs, 


The significance of this event was fully ap- 
preciated in Mr. Pullran’s neighborhood, 
The venerab!e trunk had no sooner struck the 
ground than everyone within a quarter of a 
mile who had a saw or a hatchet came to hack 
a piece off it as a souveuir until the Pullmangs 
got scared, It is probable the tree’ belonged 
legally to the city, but Mr. Pullman has been 
its protector so long that he seemed to own it, 
and as he was absent at the East his represent- 
atives begged the crowd not tocarry the whole 
trunk away. Assoonas they had scattered 
the trunk was sawed intc two parts, and de- 
posited in Mr. Pullman’s two gurdens, one 
on each side of Eighteenth street, where they 
stilllie. If any one thinks they are not 
watched let himtry to whittiea piece off 
them with a jack-knife. 

The greatest friend this tree ever had is 
Fernando Jones, who came te@ Chicago in 
1835, and played basebal! under its branches 
when he was a great deal younger than he is 
now, But for his veneration for this ancient 
relic and his constant watch-care over 
it the street officers of Chicago wou'd long 
since have removed itasa nuisance, It was 
with a beautiful poetic justice therefore that 
he was in at its death. It had hardly touched 
the ground before he was by its side, declaim- 
ing its history, and offering to take the corpse 
home and embalm it. But that matter has 
been adjourned until Mr. Pullman’s return. 


Traditions Cluster Round the Spot. 


Mr. Jones is also the repository of the tradi- 
tions concerning this tree. He says a similar 
tree used to stand 200 feet south of this one, 
and-an Indian named Capt. Isaac, who par- 
ticipated in the massacre. often told him it 
was between the.*> two trees the wagon 
was stopped by the Indians and Biack 
Partridge rescued Mrs. Helm, as represented 
in the bronze monument erected near the 
vs by Mr. Pullman. Isaac mitnicked the 
shooting and scalping in such a realistic man- 
ner that it left no doubtin Mr. Jones’ mind 
thathe was a:tharoughiy reliable Indian on 
this point. 

Mr. Jones delights in relating how he once 
did the same for the tree as Biack Partridge 
did for Mrs. Helm. Many years ago the 
Street Commissioner, seized with a pas- 
sion for improvement, made ready to lay this 
tree low, though covered with leafy boughs. 
Mr. Jones resented this as he would the 
sacrifice of a human being, and never 
ceased his protestation until the relic was de- 
livered and appropriately prutected.. Mr. 
Puliman furnished the iron railing which was 
placed around its base, and which still adheres 
to the prostrate trunk, and Mr. Jones, witha 
passion for scriptural quotations, hung on it 
a board, which was found dangling to one of 
its limbs when it fell, and on which was this 
inscription : 

Cursed be he that removeth the 
ancient landmarks, and all the people 
shall say amen.

'T0 OFFER OLD WAGES. 


STRIKERS AT PULLMAN SAY THE 
OOMPANY HAS A PLAN, 


They Say They Firmly Believe Notices 
Will Be Postéd Telling the Men They 
Can Ga Back<(fficials Deny There Is 
Any Such idea Contemp!ated—Strikers 
Claim They Wili Seon Be Able to Close 
the Shops in Other Places=Destitution 
Is Being Relieved Somewhat, 


It is the firm belief of the strikers at Pull- 
man that the Pullman Palace Car company 
will make an attempt to reopen the works 
before unother week passes. They think the 
company has had enough and is gettmg un- 
easy over the outlook. They claim they will 
soon be abie to shut up the other three Pull- 
man shops at Ludlow, Wilmington, and St. 
Louis, and when the company tries to get re- 
pair work done at railroad shops the men will 
refuse to touch the cars. 

‘*{ should not be surprised to see placards 
on the gatesinext Monday,” said Chaizman T. 
W. Heathcote, ‘announcing that all who 
want to return to work at the old wages can 
doso. When the company finds no one will 
come back then it will be realy to negotiate. 
The officials are talking nonsense when they 
say they can get repair work done at railroad 
shops, for they know any attempt at this 
would cause a strike in the shop where it was 
attempted and the railroads will not try it.” 

It is said the notices to the men will inform 
them unless they go to work at once they will 
never be given employment in the Pullman 
sho} s. 

Manager Middleton declares there is no 
likelihood of any attempt to start up next 
week or next month, General Manager Brown 
accompanied Vice-President Wickes on his 
daily morning visit to Pullman yesteglay, but 
neither had anything to say about starting up. 
The officials say they know nothing about the 
strike except what they read in the papers. 
J. H. Barnes, who finishes freight cars 
by contract for the Pullman company and 
who was obliged to stop by the strike, paid 
off his seventy men yesterday and advised 
them to seek work wherever they could find 
it. since it was impossible to say when the 
strike wouid end. 

The relief ¢com mittee has helped 151 fami- 
lies who had reached the extremity of want. 
‘* Many of these families have. been living on 
dry bread anfi water for months,’’ said Miss 
Wood, Secretary of the Relief committee. 
‘* They think themse! ves fortunate if they can 
get a little black coffee once in a while. And 
these people have ail worked whenever they 
could get anything todo. Contributions keep 
coming in. Siegel, Cooper & Co. gave 200 
barrels of flour, Smith & Reilly forty-eight 
sacks of flour and eighteen bushels of pota- 
toes, J. H. Galvin gave eighteen barrels of 
flour, Mr. Schoonmacher forty sacks of flour, 
the Leader gave $100. Momence, LiL, sent 
ten cheeses, the Columbus gave $10, and we 
have received $10 in small amounts today.” 


Cases of Destitution. 


A case of destitution isto be found at No. 
606 North Fulton street which is an exam- 
ple of many others. The head of the family 
is too proud to accept the help offered by the 
Relief committee or to give his name, though 
he taiked of his circumstances. He occupies 
two small rogms in one of a row of houses 
built in the cheapest possible manner. For 
these two small rooms the company charges 
and has collected $9.50 a month. The man 
isa blacksmith helper and when he works 
earns $1.35 a day. For the last year he has 
only been able to get work half the time. 
After paying the rent he has had to supporta 
wife and five children, two of them being 
sick for weeks in the winter. Many a day 
he has gone to work with nothing to eat but 
dry bread. When he would go to the bank to 
draw the pitiful sums due him and wouid try 
to keep back part of the rent to buy medicine 
for his sick children he would be buildozed 
by the cashier until he paid the rent, he says. 

ig children are barefooted and their dresses 
are in tatters. Heand his wife are no bet- 
ter clothed and he looks famished. His pan- 
try and pockets are empty. 

One of the aaddest cases in Pullman is that 
of Michael Johnson, an inside finisher. His 
wife and three children live in three rooms on 
Fulton street, for which they pay $12.60 a 
month rent. Two years ago Johnson’s eye 
was injured by a flying piece of brass in the 
shop. The actident affected his brain so that 
he was a little flighty at times, but notilenough 
te affect his capacity for work. He returned 
to wyrk and men who worked beside him say 
he did as good a job as any of them, but he 
was@oon disecharged, He went agnin and 
agama to the foremen and to Manager Middle- 
ten, and his wife went three times to Middie- 
ton and beggeti himn with tears in her eyes to 
put her husband to work, but was refused, and 
finally’ was unable to gain access 
to Middietan’s  offiee. Finally she 
went to General Manager Brown, but he 
would not see her. The company surgeon 
interceded, but it did no good, At last they 
were forced to give up in despair, and John- 
son brooded over the matter until his mind 
gave way entirely, and three weeks ago he 
was sent to Jefferson Insane Asylum. The 
oldest boy, 17 years old, earned 75 cents a 
day in the shops. and this was the sole income 
of the family. They were obliged to keep up 
the rent, for the company threatened to put 
them out if théy did not pay the $12.60 regu- 
larly. One pay-day the boy had $3.20 left 
for his two weeks’ work after paying the cur- 
rentrent. Thecashier haggied a long time 
trying to get nm to pay $2 back rent, but 
Mrs. Johnson refused to allow it, sayinga 
family of four could not live two weeks on 

20. 

Mrs. Walters is a widow with two children 
living on the top floor at No. 508 North Ful- 
ton street. She took in . washing for a living 
until the people got too poor to hire a washer- 
woman. Now her only income is the rental 
of two of her littie rooms for $1 a week each, 
the rent for the flat being $9.50 a month. As 
her roomers have had but little work for 
months they ane unable to pay her anything. 


Evictions on Record, 


To fully appreciate the often repeated offi- 
cial declaration that there has been but one 
eviction in the history of Pullman it is only 
necessary to go to the office of a Justice of the 
Peace near Pullman and get down the docket. 
On Justice Foiey’s docket alone are recorded 
no fewer than éight evictions—cases ia which 
tenants were farcibly ejected by constables— 
since July 12, 1893. During thesame period 
there were also issued twenty-six judgments 
for posseesion, the only difference from an 
ejectinent being that the tenants moved before 
the. constable could getachanve to throw 
them into the street. ‘Lhe naines of the ten- 
ants evicted and the dates are as follows:

Metropolitan “L” People Discuss the Car- 
negie Work on the Road, 

The Metropolitan ** L ”’ road is supposed to 
be the Chicago elevated railway concerning 
the structure of which Pittsburg dispatches, 
published yesterday, stated allegations had 
been made. These allegations were that de- 
fective steel parts had been supplied from the 
Carnegie works. Attorney Harkness of the 
Metropolitan company said he didn’t believe 
the statements, ‘“ All our material is care- 
fully inspected before it leaves the Carnegie 
shops by our own inspectors, who report to 
this office. Our specifications are rigidly 
adhered to. The Alley ‘L’ also. bought 
structural steel from the Carnegie company. 
I never heard that it had developed faults of 
the kind alleged.” 


Mummy of an Ancient King. 

M. de Morgan, the French director of the Ghizeh 
Museum in Egypt, has just. reported the discov- 
ery of the muminy of King Horus of the twelfth 
dynasty and several rolls of papyrus.

SMOKING NOT ALWAYS HARMFUL. 


What a Philadelphia Physician Has to Say 
About the Use of Tobacco, 

Philadelphia Ledger: A Philadelphia phy- 
sician, who is studying abroad under various 
specialists, writes to a friend in this city, who 
is troubled with insomnia, as follows: 

‘*T have an idea that at your age (40 years) 
and with your disposition nothing would be 
of more real benefit and prove more quieting 
than smoking. Tobaccg, you know, is a 
powerful and harmlese sedative, unquestion- 
ably good for nervousness engendered by 
fatigue, and not unlikely for the form due to 
overwork and anxiety. Thenit is certainly 
bad for a non-sinoker to be much in a tobac- 
co atmosphere, and I know that there is much 
smnoking in your office. 

‘‘Purther, some experiments of which Dr. 
von Monakow spoke to me recently, and 
which have heen performed in the Patholog- 
ical Laboratory in Zurich, seem to indicate 
that tobacco has germicidal power in relation 
to the bacilius tuberculosis, so that smokers 
may be to some extent protected against 
phthisis. { should think that a mild cigar 
after dinner would, not perhaps the first time, 
but later, give you a great deal of satisfaction. 
Don’t at any rate buy cigarettes, and a pipe, 
which I preier toa cigar, would probably be 
too strong.”

PIONEER BOARD OF TRADE MAN 
PASSES AWAY SUDDENLY. 


He Acquired a Fottune in California in 
the Early Days and Then Became a 
Board of Trade Man in Chicago, Hold- 
ing Many Responsible Offices on the 
Board, and Also by Appointment of the 
Governor of the State~=Was President 
of the Open Board. . 

Capt. William N. Brainard, an old and re- 
spected citizen of Evanston, died suddenly 
yesterday morning at 8 o’clock at his resi- 
dence, No. 1733 Hinman avenue. Capt. 
Brainard had been ill for several months with 
Bright’s disease and it was known he could 
not recover, but he had 4 vigorous constitu- 
tion and his physicians had hoped that he 
would survive for . several months yet. 
Only the nurse and his wife were at his bed- 
side when the end came. The funeral serv- 
ices will be held at the house Tuesday at 2 p. 


}™m. Dr. Frank M. Bristol, pastor of the First 


Methodist Church, of which Capt. Brainard 
was a communicant, will officiate, assisted by 
Dr, Charles F. Bradley of Garrett Biblical 
Institute. The interment will be at Rosehill 
and will be private. 


(Capt, Brainard was born in De Ruyter, N. Y. 
an. 7, 1823. He lived in his native State till 
849, when he was seized with the California 

gold fever, and made his way across the conti- 
nent into the promised land. For eight years he 
roughed it among the miners of the West, and 
after getting a fair portion ot this world’s goods 
he came east and located in Chicago, He went 
into thé grain business, and became identified 
with the Boardof Trade. He held at various 
times every office in thie board up to Vice-Presi- 
dent, and in the latter part of the ‘70s filled 
that important office for three years. Shortly 
after, with Capt. Brainard as one of the prime 
movers, the * Open Board” was organized, and 
he was President of this for several successive 
years. 

In 1873 he was appointed Canal Commissioner 
by Gov. Beveridge, an office he held two terms. 
In 1883 he was appointed Railroad Commission- 
er by Gov. Hamilton, and a couple of years later 
was made a member of the m1 a ype Commission 
for the inspection of grain, which position he re- 
tained up to less than a year ago.

He is a man of iinmense wealth and at the 
same time has a big following amoung the 
laboring classes. By ea display of frankness 
at least he has rade for himself a substantial 
following. Tom Johnson occupies a 
unique position in Ohio polities, The bold- 
ness of his views has fascinated men who hold 
opinions entirely at variance with his own, 


An outspoken warrior in the arena 
of politics is a novelty, It is 
especially difficult for Ohio Democrats 


to tind a leader just now whose views are 
known. In Johnson a leader has been found 
whose political creed is as clearly outlined 
and as feariessly proc’aimed as is the creed 
of Gov. McKinley, whom Ohioans, regardiess 
of party, have come to cali the logical candi- 
date of the Repubiicans tor the great contest 
of 1896. The only question which Demo- 
crats here are considering is as to whether the

Ohio Democrats have gone into many con- 
veutions heretofore with a delegation divided 
among itself. There have been McLeans and 
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Thurmans, Paynes and Pendietons, and today 
there are Brices and Campbells. Factions, 
fatal factions, have marked the conventions 
of Demucrats of Obio for twenty years. The 
man who belongs to no faction and who has 
not grown too great by feeding upon the meat 
ot ambition wili be a star actor in the Demo- 
cratic farce comedy of the summer of '96. 
The name of Tom 
a spirit of enthusiasm among the factions of 
kids”? and ** mossbacks”’ alike, and it 
would not take much to start his political 
stock moving skyward. 

The rise of Congressman Johnson has been 
remarkable. Ten years ago he was in ob- 
scurity. He made a few fortunate invest- 
ments in street cat enterprises {/with his lim- 
ited means. He has quadrupled his fortune 
about every two years. Six yéars ago he en- 
tered pulitics with a weil fillad barrel and a 
first-class following. He mae@t with defeat. 

He was 
reéiected over the Hon. O. J] Hodge, and he 
will be nominated once more without opposi- 
tion this fall. He will have to work against 
disrupting factions, and itis this single fact 
that causes apprehension among his friends, 
If he can overcome party opposition he 
may get his seat in Congress once more. 
A prominent Cleveland Democrat)ust returned 
from the State Capital tonight stated the 
political battlefield of the Nation was going to 
center in Ohio forthe nexttwo years. He 
drew a little diagram of the political 
battlefield about like. this: “John R. 
McLean, editor of the Cincinnati Hnquirer, 
will be a candidate for the Senate to 
succeed Calvin S, Brice. I am absolutely 
certain of this fact: Senator Brice will be 
a Presidential candidate and so will Tom 
L. Johnson. Ex-Gov. Campbell can ex- 
pect nothing, for he is faithiess to his fnends 
and does net remember them. Johnson is a 
stronger mauin Ohio than Brice. ‘Both are 
rich and both are fighters, Neither will yie.d 
until beaten. Johnson will win.” 

It is generally conceded that the prelimi- 
nary skirmish for Johnsen is to be made this 
fall.

FAILS IN THE TEST. 


ONE OF THE BETHLEHEM OOMPANY’'S 
ARMOR PLATES SHATTERED, 


Two Shots from a Twelve-Inch Rifle Barst 
the Great Mass of Harveyized Steel, 
Causing Surprise Among the Spectators 
- Examinations Develop That There 
Were Defects in the ArmoreHeavy Loss 
Will Fall on the Company Should Other 
Plates Be Likewise Broken, 


Wasninaton, D. C,, May 19.—With a roar 
and a shock that made the earth tremble, the 
navy pet, the 12-inch rifle, hurled its -850- 
pound projectile against an 18-inch nickel 
steel harveyized plate, the most powerful ever 
tried, at the proving ground today, and tore 
the thirty-three tons of steel into fragments. 
The resuit wasa complete surprise for all of 
the experts, and a sad blow to the Bethlehem 
Steel company, for unless they can do better 
with the next plate they will lose $300,000 
represented by the group of atmor plate, of 
which the sample tried today was a test-piece. 

The trial was of great interest to armor ex- 
perts. The plates submitted to test were No. 
5,107 B, representing 613 tons of side armor 
intended for the battieship Indiana and 
made by the Bethlehem Steel company. It 
weighed 33; tons and cost about $15,000. 
In shape it was an irregular obiong, 16 feet 
long by 7}¢ feet high, 18 inches thick above, 
with the lower edge 42 inches beveled off toa 
minimum thickness of 8 inches. It was nickel 
steel, forged by hydraulic press and harvey- 
ized. A 13-inch rifle, the largest in naval 
use, was to be fired against this, but the plate 
was found to be too narrow to warrant this 
severe test, so the 12-inch gun, which will 
hereafter be the maximum in ordnance con- 
struction, was leveled at the plate, distant 
about 400 feet. The projectile, a Carpenter 
armor-piercer weighing 850 pounds, and 
driven by 26944 pounds of Dupont’s drown 
prismatic powder flew across the space with a 
velocity of 1,465 feet per second and struck 
ree plate about a foot to the right of the cen- 

er, 
Piate Hadly Crackeds 


When the smoke cleared away there was an 
exclamation of surprise from the spectators, 
About thirty feet in front of the target lay the 
shot, apparently little changed, whilein the 
plate was a gaping hole and, worse than that, 
three great cracks yawning open eight inches 
and running across from bottom to top and 
from the shot-hole to the left edge. 

An examination showed that the shot had 
forced its point through the piate to the back- 
ing ang had then rebounded after cracking 
the plute. Had the plate been fastened on the 
Indiaina’s side instead of against thirty-six 
inches of oak backed againsta hillside the 
chanees are that the battleship would have 
had a frightful wound. 

Further experiment seemed needless; but, 
the contract conditions requiring it, an- 
other shot'was fired at the fragment of plate 
on the right, about seven feet broad, that re- 
mained uninjured. This time the gunner put 
419 3-10 pounds of powderin the gun and 
the projectile, and the 12-inch carpenter was 
given additional force and sent at the maxi- 
mum velocity—1,026 feet per second. Again 
the plate was rentin twain, splitting widely 
across, but the shot did not escape, for while 
it forced its point through the plate and about 
eight inches into the oak backing it was 
twisted in several pieces, the point remaining 
in the hole, and the remainder lying in frag- 
ments outside the plate. 

Defects in the Plate. 


This was the end of the test,and the plate 
failed signally—just why the experts do not 
agree, it was recognized after the first shot 


| that there had’ been an extensive but con- 


ceuled crack in the plate, running from the 
center to the left-hand edge, that had existed 
before the trial. Certain ominous spappings 
aud crackings had been noticed while the 
avy was at the mills, but a steam hammer 

ad been brought to bear upon it without dis. 
closing the hidden flaw, and it was supposed 
to be all right.

plates for the Indiana is finally judged, and 
as they will doubtless take this chance to save 
the $300,000 which the plates cost the next 
trial may finally set at rest the doubt that 
now exists as to the cause of failure today.

George Déeker Acoused of Their Murder

Yrexa, Cal., May 19.—The cloud which has 
hung over George Decker, the Yreka rancher, 
for two weeks, was cleared up today by the 
arrival of his wife and daughter. Twenty- 
seven years ago Decker’s wife and young 
daughter left Yreka and shortly afterwards 
he obtained a divorce. About two weeks 
ago sone boys found a heap of bonesina 
cave near Decker’s place and the citizens of 
the comtmunity jumped to the conclusion that 
they were the remains of Decker’s wife and 
baby. Decker could not prove that they were 
not, as all the people who had seen his wife 
depart from Yreka were.dead, He was ar- 
rested and accuséd of murdering nearly every 
persor in the vicinity of Yreka who had died 
suddenly or had disappeared for a number of 
years. Decker’s attorney found the wife and 
daughter living in Colussa, no: 200 miles 
away, totally ignorant of Decker’s peril.

apology that would have satisfied rational 
But the Radicals thereupon chal- 
lenged a vote of confidence because M. Casi- 
mir-Perier had said he thought it his duty to 
consult the people about the appointment of 
the Bishops, who are dignitaries both of the 
Church and State. They made violent speeches 
and were beaten by 334 to 142. - 

Such conflicts and such triumphs strengthen 
the ministry. M. Casimir-Perier appears to 
have learned the fundamental lesson of French 
politics—namely: that it is useless to at- 
tempt to conciliate the extremists. They do 
not understand compromise or the doctrine 
of give and take. They are always ready 
to take, never to give. The government has 
cast its fortunes with the moderates, and to 
their support it must henceforth look. Cler- 
icalism is really the most dangerous of all 
Of clericalism M. 
Casimir-Perier cannot be suspected. But on 
that as on other questions he is moderate, and 
it 1s not moderation in dealing with the 
church which the Radicals will ever forgive. 

A fresh attack on the House of Lords is 
now announced. It is the fourth or fifth, or 
perhaps the sixth, since that wicked body last 
year threw out Mr. Gladstone’s last revised, 
reconstructed, disemboweled, and reémbow- 


-eled home rule bill by a majority of 10 tol. 


That audacious act of independent judgment 


‘remains thus far unavenged. There was, it is 
-true, an instant cry of vengeance and an ap- 


peal to the country to (rise against 
the Lords. But the country would 
not rise. Then a society for the abo- 
lition of the Lords was organized, but 
I believe the society has since abolished itself, 
while the hereditary chamber still lives.

Would Overthrow the Ministry. 

The Welsh irreconcilables and the Irish ir- 
reconcila»bles have both again been proclaim- 
ing their readiness to seé this ministry de- 
feated unless it will do the bidding of each. 
As each bid the ministry to do things which 
are inconsistent with the doing of: things de- 
sired by the other the dilemma is awkward. 
All this, however, is allowed for in counting 
votes and calculating majorities in the House 
of Commons. Mr. Redmond, having had his 
attention drawn to the olive branch held 
out by the Prime Minister, declined 
to take it. He still disbelieves in the 
probability of getting home rule from 
Lord Rosebery during the present Parliament 
and wants an appeal to the country. He 
knows of course that the Liberal leaders are 
doing their best toavoid an appeal to the 
country now or hereafter on the specific issue 
of homerule. They mean to confuse it with 
the other issues. Mr. Redmond wants home 
rule taken off the shelf and put first in the 
parliamentary program. 

The Welshmen—there are four of them— 
Lloyd George, Herbert Lewis, Frank Ed- 
wards, and Mr. Thomas, tell their constitu- 
ents they will have Welsh disestablishment or 
know the reason why, and that they have car- 
ried the North Wales federation with them, 
but, except to the Parnellites and the Welsh 
recalcitrants, it is pretty clear that home rule 
and Welsh disestablishment cannot both be 
first. In point of fact neither will be, The 
budget is first, and next after the budget prob- 
ably registration—the bill which has most 
votes in it. The Welshmen have chosen to 
make disestablishment a_ political question, 
and by this they must stand or fail.. A long 
protest against Mr. Asquith’s bill signed by 
the Archbishop and Bishops of the Church of 
England will perhaps have no great effect 
either way. It will not convince a single dis- 
senter, and it is not particularly inspiring to 
churchmen. 

Patching Up Irish Differences. 

An attempt has been made to compose 
some of the differences which divide the Mc- 
Carthy wing of the Irish Nationalists. The 
Irish National League of Great Britain, over 
which T..P, O’Conner .. presides, has. held. -its 
annual convention. Mr. ©’Connor, as every- 
body knows, is always for peace as between 
the Irish Nationalists. Mr. Healy, who is 
more commonly for war. has se far subdued 
his beligerent impulse as to advocate another 
convention at Dublin to discuss existing 
difficulties. Mr. Dillion, in a spirit of per- 
haps unexpected humility, has offered to 
apologize to Mr. Healy, an offer which Mr. 
Healy did not expressely reciprocate nor even 
frankly accept. Finally, the proposal for a 
Dublin convention was carried, with a resolu- 
tion deprecating ‘* the petty feuds constantly 
springing up in the party,” and then they all 
dined happily together. Mr. Healy, in the 
meantime, having declared to the world that 
he should as 30on think of joining the Orange- 
men as the Parnellites.

Strike of the “ Cabbies.” 

Since Wednesday London has been theoreti- 
cally without cabs. Practically there have 
been cabs enough. There is, however, a strike 
which affects. hansoms, not four-wheelers. 
The drivers have a quarrel with the cab own- 


ers touching the amount properly payable for | 


hire of cabs. The difference between them 
is about 75 cents for a day. To 
adjust this the rivers struck. Both 
owners and drivers seem willing that the con- 
test should be carried on at the expense of 
the public. The drivers, nevertheless, appeal 
to the public for sympathy and funds. They 
get no great amount of either, It is seen 
there were too many cabs. It is seen that 
the usual strike tactics are adopted by the 
drivers. Their union issued a manifesto an- 
nouncing that after Wednesday morning fio 
cabs were to. be allowed on |the streets of 
London except by their permission and 
license.

Tertor answers the pur- 
pose. l’ew owners who resist succeed in send- 
ing out cabs. Fewdrivers will take a cab 
unlicensed by the strike authorities; 7,000 or 
8,000 are idle; men who are anxious to work 
and are prevented by their ‘ comrades” 
from working. The drivers have a weak 
union and little money. The associated cab- 
owners are thoroughly organized. Their funds 
are ample, and with equal courage on both 
sides they ought therefore to win. 


Fair Women and Silk on Show. 


Two remarkable exhibitions have been open 
this week ; one of fair women at the Grafton 
Gallery, one of fair British silks at Stafford 
House, by the permission and with the warm 
encouragement of the young Duchess of Suth- 
erland. The fair women at the Grafton Gal- 
lery are oncanvas. They are portraits of all 
schools and all periods, from early Italian to 
late English of the present day—altogether 
such a collection as has never before been 
seen in one gallery or group of galleries. The 
Stafford House exhibition is an effort toward 
enlarging the market for British silks, and 
the British public is appealed to on the 
ground that the silks are British and they 
are asked to buy British rather than 
French silks. That is quite right. If 
it occurred in America, we should be told it 
was aform of American protection. Here, 
of course, it is only a development of the free 
trade princ'ples of Adam Smith and of Cob- 
den. The exhibition is in any case of great 
interest and beauty. There are, moreover, 
Englishmen, and more especially English- 
women, who are disposed to appeal to Ameri- 
cans io encourage this British industry, not 
as against American, but against French 
silks. It is, I believe, agreed that for certain 
classes of silks the British are now competing 
even in designs on fair terms with the French, 
and in some such, as hangings and brocades 
for furniture, they claim a superiority. The 
experts must decide, but the exhibition has 
attracted more visitors and more comment 
than anything of the kind ever held before.

Letting a Seandal Die. 

No definite action has been taken as yet in

In this connection a smart 
radical journal recently printed an amusing 
caricature of the now celebrated press 
trial, holding the Judge up to ridicule 
under the caption of “Judge Brause- 
pulver, on Seidlitz Powder.” A meeting of 
men of letters, and journalists took place 
Thursday with the object of taking the con- 
duct of Judge Brausewetter under considera- 
tion and deciding on the best means to secure, 
if posssble, his removal. After the matter 
had been discused the men who attended the 
meeting drew up and forwarded to the Min- 
ister of Justice and to the Diet a strong 
protest against the Judge’s conduct. It 
begins to appear, however, that no notice 
will be taken of the affair in official 
quarters, and it would almost seem 
if the Emperor, who §is_ the 
real ccntrolier of tha police, approves of their 


conduct, for Canty t, who had chasse of 
the police force whidh was engaged in’ quell- 
ing the alleged disturbance which gave rise to 
the trial, together with some of his officers, 
has already been promoted. 

Burial of Consul-General Edwards. 

The remains of the United States Conaul- 
General, William Hayden Edwards, were 
buried this afternoon in the Old Cemetery at 
Potsdam in the presence of a number of 
friends and relatives, Among_=._ those 
present was Dr. Rosing, formerly 
German Consul at New York, who 
represented the German Government. 
Also present at the funeral were the 
Secretary of the United States Embassy, 
Chapman Coleman, J. B. Jackson, the 
Assistant Secretary of. the 
Embassy, the entire staff of the Embassy, and 
many of the United States Consuls from the 
North German districts. The mourners in- 
cluded the widow and the relatives of the dead 
man. The Rev, Dr. Ranke, son of the re- 
nowned historian, performed the funeral 
rites, The widow will not go to the United 
States, but will remain here for the present, 
at the residence which her husband rented at 
Potsdam for the summer. George H. 
Murphy, the United States Vice-Consul at 
Luxemburg, Mr, Edwards’ brother-in-law, is 
doing the work of the United States Consulate, 
while the place of Mr. Edwards is nominally 
taken by Dr. Abbott, with the honorary title 
of Vice-Consul. 

Sensation Caused by a King. 

The King of Wurtemberg, William II., has 
caused a sensation in many circles by coming 
out with an open declaration against the 
policy of readmitting the members of the So- 
ciety of Jesus into Germany. In receiving 
deputations from the various synods the King 
expressed the opinion that the Bundesrath 
would not confirm the repeal of the anti- 
Jesuit law. “That.” he suid, “is not only 
my personal attitude but it is that of my gov- 
ernment towards this question.” The u!tra- 
montane journal, Germania, characterizes 
this statement as being “‘ incredible and mon- 
strous.”’ The Hamburger Nachrichten, noting 
the rarity of a sovereign expressing himself 
so decidedly, says it takes it for granted that 
the King was accurately informed before 
committing himself. 

It may be added that it is well known that 
the inhabitants of She Duchy of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha are opposed to the repeal of the anti- 
Jesuit law, and it is believed Prussia’s opinion 
remains the same .as when Chancellor yon 
Caprivi, as the Premier of Prussia, declared 
the return of the Jesuite was an impossibil- 
ity. Bavariais understood to be of the same 
mind as Prussia, and several of the smalier 
States of the German Empire are known to 
be preparing bills forbidding the return of the 
Jesuits to their respective territories, | 


Warning to German Travelers. 


A sensational.article published by the Paris 
Figaro is attracting much attention here. The 
Figaro stated that Emperor William and his 
chief of staff had agreed upon the selection of 
officers to be sent to France in allotted 
spheres as spies. This statement is much 
commented upon in the newspapers here and 
elsewhere, not as to the allegation against the 
Emperor, which is treated as beneath cdp- 
tempt, but as a warning to German 
travelers visiting or intending to 
visit France and as indicating what may |be 
expected from the alleged “crazy credulity 
of Frenchmen on the spy question,” to usd a 
phrase adopted by a certain paper in discuss.

MAYOR MAY REGULATE FUNERALS, 


Decision Mede Against the Priests of St. 
Denis by Council of State, 


Panis, May 19.—For some time a dispute 
has existed and caused much bad feeling be- 
tween the priests of St. Denis and the Mayor 
of that town. St. Denis is five miles from 
Paris and is chiefly celebrated because it was 
the principal burial place of the Kings of 
France. The Church of St. Denis is an at- 
tractive structure and its priests have for 
ages been held in high esteem and have been 
the object of much veneration upon the part 
ot the populace. The Mayor recently took 
objection to the elaborate display made 
by the priests of St. Denis in 
the funeral processions which accompanied 
the remains of distinguished persons to the 
tomb. The Mayor was particularly opposed 
to the great display of religious emblems, 
such as statues of the saints, banners, and 
relic-holders, which were features of the larg- 
est processions, The Mayor warned the 
priests that this display must cease. The 
priests in reply claimed that they were not 
violating any law or municipal regulation and 
the display of emblems was continued. The 
Mayor appealed tu the government, and the 
Council of State was cailed upon to decide the 
dispute; Decision was reudered today, the 
Council of State holding that funeral proces- 
sions in which religious emblems are dis- 
played may be prohibited by the Mayor if the 
latter is of the opinion that sucha display i 
likely to cause public disturbances.

‘Report to This Effect Expected‘from the 
Jadictary Committee — Enthusiastic 
Adoption of a Resolution Looking to 
Organic Union of the Church North and

Sararooa, N. Y., May 19.—[Special. }|—The 
Generai Assembly of the Presbyterian church 
confined ite labors to one session today and 
then took a recess till Monday.

The assembly was considerably disap- 
pointed, for at the expiration of the 
hour Stated Clerk Roberts officially an- 
nounced that the committee was not 
yet ready, and the report would be submitted 
at some other time, which will probably be 
Monday next. It is understood the Judiciary 
committee will recommend that the Smith 
appeal be entertained by the General Assem- 
bly. The appellant, Dr. Smith, freely states 
that he is anxious to be heard. He is fre- 
quent\y'seen in and about the First Presby- 
terian Church, where the assembly is holding 
ite sessions, and he attracts no small amount 
of attention. 

Report on Reuniting the Church. 

The assembly today took further action 
relative to the reuniting of the Presbyterian 
Church, North and South. Ex-Moderator 
Willis Green Craig of Chicago, on behalf of 
the Committee on Bills and Overtures, sub- 
mitted the following: ‘Un overtures nuin- 
ber 1 tg 10 inclusive, being from the Pres- 
byteries of Alleghany, Benecia, Chester, 
Dubuque, Holstein, Huntington, Kingston, 
Osborn, Ozark, and Utica, asking this assem-

Dr. Craig. on behalf.of the committee, 
recommended that. the following action be 
taken by the assefiibly.:

Debate on Theological Seminaries. 


The Rev. Dr. W. C; Young of Danville, Ky., 
Chairman of committee submitting the 
mejority teport of the Committee on Theo- 
logical Seminaries, opened the discussion oa 
the report. At great length he reviewed the 
history,of the committee and showed what 
had been accompuiished in this direction. The 
committee had, he argued, given the most lib- 
eral interpretation to the work before it. 
The charch should govern and control the 
education of its ministers and at the same 
time give the largest possibie liberty to she 
theological seminaries. *~He believed that 
most would be only. too glad to give over the 
minimum of Control to the assem bly. 

Elder Thomas MeDougal! of .Cincinnati in 
‘support of the majority presented the legal 
aspects of the case, He stated that the semi- 
naries were civil corporations, seeking the in- 
‘dorsement, support, and. business of the 
church.> if such institutions are not 
conducted in a manner satisfactory 
to the General Assembly they cannot 
expect to retain the confidence and 
enjoy the berefits of the church. Any three 
or more persons may create a corporation and 
establish a seminary, but it can not recognize 
nor receive the support of the General Assem- 
bly unless the church standards are strictly 
adhered to. Some institutions have exempli- 
tied their spirit of independcnce, but at a de- 
cided loss to them. 


Dr. Moore Favors the Minority Report. 


The Rev. Dr, W. E. Moore of Columbus, O., 
spoke in favor of the minority report. He 
said the church should have control over the 
seegnon ig 6 but it was a question whether the 
General Assembly or the judiciary branches 
constitute the power of supervision. 
This, he added, is the point of divergence be- 
‘tween the majority and minority reports, and 
aside from this they were substantiaily agreed. 
Dr. Moore held that ‘the control of the Gen- 
eral Assetnbiy over the seminaries is perfectly 
proper, but, Does it possess that right? is a ques- 
tion that permits of wide diversity of opinion. 
There should be more direct control and su- 
pervision of the seminaries. Dr. Moore dwelt 
at some length on the powers of visitation and 
of review andcontrol, If anything of a heret- 
ical nature enter into any of the institutions 
of learning there is sufficient power to 
eradicate the disturbing element. 

Fucther discussion ot this matter was made 
a special order for Monday morning next. 


Report on Ministerial Relief. 


The Rev. Dr. John Fox of Brooklyn pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on Minis- 
terial Relief, He stated that last year 3,798 
churches contributed nothing toward this be- 
neficent object. 

Rev. Dr. W. C. Cattell, Secretary of the 
‘Board of Ministerial Relief, was next intro. 
duced by the Moderator, but said he yielded 
the floor to a gentieman who held the distinc- 
tion of having been a Commissioner to the 
General Assembiy of 1849, and now repre. 
mate the Presbytery of Philadelphia North 
on this floor, the Rev. Dr. J. H. Mason Knox, 
ex-President of Lafayette College, now a resi- 
dent of New Haven, Conn. 

Dr. Knox spoke earnestiy in behalf of the 
claims ef the board having relief of indigent 
ministers and their families in its charge.

PEOPLE DO NOT OPPOSE VACCINATION, 


Dr. Reynolds Says the Smallpox Pest Is 
Rapidly Being Suppressed. 

‘*We have yet to meet with a person whom 
we have failed to convince by argument of the 
necessity of vaccination,” said Health Com- 
missioner Reynolds after reading a dispatch 
from New York aetailing part of an opinion 
given by a Judge in releasing two men under 
habeas corpus who had been quarantined by 
the health officers because they would not 
submit to vaccination, Since the Mayor is- 
sued his vacvination order we have not found 
it necessary to threaten any one with the pen- 
alties of the law. People are anxious and 
willing to be treated. Wehave in three weeks 
built hospital accommodations for 700 per- 
sons, have put a force of 400 men at system- 
atic work, and have, I think, the pest under 
Yesterday there were but eight 
cases, and from now on there will bea daily 
decrease. We will have cases all summer, 
but not in an epidemic form.” 

Surgeon R. W. Woodward, who has charge 
of the inspection of outgoing vesse!s, sub- 
mitted a report yesterday showing that there 
have been 272 vessels boarded and examined 
and 2,531 persons vaccinated. Five vessels 
escaped the inspection by refusing to atop. 
One of these was quarantined at Marinette, 
Wis., and the Captain fined $1 for each of 
his crew,

Still a considerable amount of merchandise 
is conveyed by ¢amels between the two piaces, 
on account of both the Jaffa and: Jerusalem 
railway stations being situated at some dis- 
tance from the town. The railway company, 
in order to give further facilities to merchants, 
employ came.s for the transport of goods 
from the warehouses to the statiuns. It is 
rumored that the line will be prolonged to 
Nablous and Gaza. - 

Buildings of various kinds continue to be 
erected in. the vicinity of Jerusalem, and the 
city is fast outgrowing its former limits. On 
the western side houses have increased so 
rapidly within the last few years that quite a 
large suburb has arisen where formerly fields 
and vineyards existed.

ad Sea. If this were done the produce of 
Moab, which is a country rich in cereals, 
fruit, and cattle. could then be ferried across 
in a few hours in the lighters in tow of the steam 
launch instead of having to be conveyed by 
caravans round the north or south end of the 
Dead Sea, entailing a journey of from four to 
five days. 


HERE’S AN ALLIGATOR STORY. 


Lost Messenger Boy in India Discovered 
in an Alligator’s Throat. , 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat: “Ofall the in- 
habitants of the great rivers of India the alli- 
gator is the most formidable,” said Capt. L. 
E. Ballou of London, England, at the Laclede 
last evening. ** While I was stationed there 
several years ago saw a sight the thought 
of which always causes a shudder to creep 
over me. A lady near where I lived had sent 
a little native boy with a letter toa friend at 
some littie diatance, with the request to send 
back areply. Beinga trustworthy little fel- 
low some surprise was felt when hedid not 
return after a reasonable absence. After 
waiting several hours with no sign of the mes- 
senger, a searching party, of which I was a 
member, was made up to try to discover his 
whereabouts. After scouring the country for 
some time we came to the river bank and a 
short distance away saw a dead alligator ly- 
ing on the shore with its great jaws extended 
to their utmost. On examining it to discover 
the cause of so strange an appearance we 
found to our horror that it had devoured the 
missing boy, and had attempted to swallow 
his head whole. This, however, it was unable 
to do, and had been suffocated in the attempt. 
The boy’s head was still covered by his tur- 
ban, which, when removed, disclosed the an- 
swer to his mistress’ ietter, which he was 
faithfully bringmg back. It was supposed 
that while attempting to swim the river he 
had been seized by the alligator, as these huge 
reptiles are very clever in concealing them- 
selves till their victim is well within reach, 
and then pouncing on their prey.”’ 


Illinois’ Swamp Land Indemnity. 


Wasuineton, D. C., May 12.—[{Editor of The 
Tribune.]|—My attention was called last week to 
a report sént you from Washington to the effect 
that the Secretary of the Interior had affirmed 
the decision of the General Land Office in reject- 
ing certain claims for swamp land cash indemni- 
ty in favor of the Counties of Alexander, Ford, 
Franklin, Kankakee, and Vermilion, in the State 
of Lilinois. Having had charge of the claims of 
these counties above referred to, I desire to say, 
by way of explanation, the report refer to 
was substantially correct. That these. adjust- 
ments had been pending for many years and the 
cause of the rejection was that the counties were 
not entitied to indemnity on the land in ques- 
tion, even if they were swamp and overiiowed in 
character, or that the counties had failed to 
make proof, or satisfactory proof, as to a portion 
of the lands. 

In the County of Alexander thirteen tracts of 
land were involved. In the County of Ford 206 
The county had claimed 
indemnity on 506 tracts; 300 tracts were found 
swamp and indemnity paid onthe same years 
ago; 206 tracts were found not swamp, and the 
claim to indemnity on these, the General Land 
Office claims, should have been rejected years 
ago. In the Cyenty of Franklin thirty-six tracts 
were involved in the decision. They were the 
remnant of 7,155 acres, on which the county had 
been.paid indemnity on 5,735 acres years ago. 

In the County of Kankakee the causes of the 
rejection were as follows: Eighty tracts fell in- 
side the six-mile or railroad limits, ten tracts 
had been certified to the State under the internal 
revenue act, eight tracts were, entered before 
Sept. 28, 1850, seven tracts were entered after 
March 3, 1857, two tracts were patented to the 
State as swamp, eighty-four tracts were found 
over one-half each dry land on the investigation, 
and so no proof was offered. 

In the County of Vermilion the General Land 
Office gave Special Agent Walker in the year 
1881 for examination 1,202 tracts of land. Five 
hundred and sixty tracts were fourd to be swamp 
or overflow land and indemnity paid on the 
same in 1882 and 1883 on those tracts entered 
with cash. On those located with land warrants 
no adjustment has been made, and these are not 
affected by the decision of the Secretary of the 
Interior.. Eighty-five tracts entered with cash 
were held for rejection on the ground that over 
one-half of each tract was found to be dry land. 

The rule is to reject the claim of the State or 
county where less than helf of the tract was 
found to be swamp or overflow. The interest 
of no county in the State is effected unfavorably 
by this decision, far as the swamp 
lands located with land owarrants are 
concerned, the claims are mostly filed, but held 
in abeyance, waiting the action of Congress to 
provide a remedy. 

The House Committee on Public Lands has re- 
ported favorably a bill to this end at this pres- 
ent session, and the Senate bas pending a similar 
bill, No. 1\777, which is the better bill of the 
two, as its passage would provide for a settle. 
ment of all the claims of all the fifteen swamp 
land States. 

For two years past the swamp land division 
of the General Land Office has had but two per- 
sons engaged in the adjustment of these claims 
for swamp land indemnity, and this is the excuse 
of the Honorable Commissioner of the General 
Land Office in delaying these adjustments. 

Over forty counties in Llinois and at least 
half that number in lowa have been waiting for 
two years for the adjustment of their indemnity 
accounts, Congress bas been asked for more 
clerical help in this department. It remains to 
be seen if it is granted. Isaac R. Hrrv.

Postal Carriers’ Claims Favored.

Because the fashionable pill is as like as 
two peas tosome sortsof sugar plums the 
habit of a certain member of the Chicago 
Woman’s club of keeping a few pretty pills of 
different kinds intermixed with seeds of 
various sorts and little bright colored, highly 
flavured sweets in her bonbonniere, has its 
drawbacks. Ata recent meeting of the club. 
while the essayist of the day was discoursing 
on ‘Realism in Art and, Literature,” this 
woman, finding the quantities of concen- 
trated information which she was endeavor- 
ing to grasp a trifle trying, bad recourse to 
her bonbonniere, from which she took a 
pungent, stimulating little; bonbon, An ac- 
quaintance, sitting near, was also moved 
with a desire for some smail toothsome bit 
and reaching out took the little silver box.

tablets the pretty tints which are now the 
height of the mode the coloring matter is 
adued the last time they are sprayed with the 
sugar which forms the outer coating. 

Covering pills with gelatine is quite a dif- 
ferent matter from coating them with sugar. 
To accomplish this each pill or tablet must 
be placed‘on a shafp little spindle which is 
very like a needle. A series of these spindles 
is fixed in a strip of wood and after a pili or 
disk has been placed on each one they 
are dipbed in a_ solution of = gela- 
tine. Of course this is wholly a 
hand process, which makes pills finished in 
this wy more expensive than others, and as it 
is generally conceded that they are no better, 
if, indeed, they are as good as those: coated 
with sugar, they are the least popular of pills. 
Of course, as gelatine is semi-transparent, a 
coating of this kind does not conceal the vari- 
ous tints of the materials of which the pilis 
are made. This accounts for the infinite 
variety of shades of color which prevail in 
the pill-room. 


All Tints of thee Rainbow. 


There are pills in the most brilliant of 
fashionable yellow, in appie-green, in all 
shades of pink and red, in delicate blues, in 
many tones of brown, from cream to seal 
brown, and those that are quite black. In 
fact, all the tints which one would be likely to 
find on an impression.st painter’s pallette one 
may find among the pills in this: big manv- 
factory. 

It isan interesting fact that many of the 
pilis made here are designed for the English 
market. There isa goud deal said about dys- 
peptic Americans, but it would. seem that the 
beef-eating Englishman finds his stomach is 
not quite equal to what he requires of it, as 
pepsin tablets are madein immense quanti- 
ties for his use. These same pepsin tablets 
are a part of the Stock-Yard industries, as it 
is in this way that the valuable secretion of 
the stomachs of animals slaughtered there is 
utilized. These particular tabiets are of the 
com pressed sort and are made at the Stock- 
Yards and brought to the factory to be coated. 
It would appear thatthe English consumers 
of pepsin tablets have an eye to appearances, 
for, as with two-grain quinvine tabiets, those 
of per are tinted when the last coating is 
added, 


Not only are pills of different quantities of 
standard remedies, such as physicians pre- 
scribe, made here and ship to all parts of 
the world, but also those that are of the patent 
medicine sort. Theagent of a patent med- 
icine company brings the formula here and 


as the case may be, labeled, wrapped, and 
shipped. In this way the manufacturing firm be- 
comes possessed of the formulasof many great 
firins whic): make a great deal of money out 
of their medicines. This is not, however, as 
is generally supposed, of any. great value di- 
vorced from the trademark, which is always 
fully protected. It takes many thousands of 
dollars to put a patent pill or any 
other patent medicine on the mar- 
ket. It is advertising a thing of value under 
a trade name, not the thing itself, that is ex- 
pensive, so there is really no tempting reason 
tor filching formulas, ,

Few probably would have felt 
they possessed the privilege of doing such a 
thing, and fewer still would have had 
the courage to profit by it. But Crispi has a 
good deal of courage of the kind 
which has grown somewhat obsolete in his 
country, the kind which permits of his running 
an appreciable risk in the attainment of his 
object, which makes his stratagems of alto- 
gether a superior quality, and which would 
enable him to obtain his object where strata- 
gems failed. Among a people whose main 
trouble seems to be their inertia he stands vut 
as the man embodying all the force they lack. 
If the best measure of a man’s power is when 
he is out of it Crispi has nothing to desire. 
For in accounts of Roman fétes and festivals, 
merely ue Crispi, no one except, perhaps, the 
King and Queen is mentioned more frequently, 
and at Stute entertainments in close proxiin- 
ity to the Queen sits Mme. Crispi among the 
few ladies rejoicimg in the Order of the An- 
nunziata. The power of the quondam repub- 
lican is hardly of the kind to make him .popu- 
lar with the people. 

Characteristically, Crispi’s house has two 
entrances—one on the Via Gregoriana, near 
the Trinita Steps, with a great deal of glass 
about the vestibule opened at once on the 
street, and the other off the Piazza Mignan- 
elli, more modest, with * Studio”’ marked in 
large letters on the brass doorplate. I had 
written to ask if I might see him and Crispi’s 
answer came on a hastily torn scrap that he 
would te at his studio in the afternoon; 
‘‘ studio,” being interpreted, meant lawyer’s 
office. . 

Through a rather ambiguous entrance hall 
I was shown into a room with a very long 
table and very high, closely packed book- 
shelves, over which presided. at a ¢ertain 
distance from each other, framed photo- 
graphs of Garibaldi and the German Emperor. 
fhe room was not calculated, perhaps inten- 
tionally, to put one at one’s ease. Tho valet 
held the door open for a gentleman to pass 
in. He walked more slowly than I expected, 
with a sort of dignity, and his look ‘was dis- 
concertingly severe and interrogative, and 
very direct. 

The next time I called I was allowed to 
step beyond the austere room. with its furni- 
ture of book-shelves, into the study, where he 
came to meet me from behind his high- backed 
desk, Crispi had changed. He was cordial. 
He smiled. His face had become sympa- 
thetic in the French sense. The beauty of his 
eyes does not seem usually to strike the inter- 
viewer unless he be an-Italian, | suppose be- 
cause the interviewer is not usually a woman, 
and in an unbusinesslike conversation there is 
something in his habituai expression which at 
once appeals for sympathy.and rejects it, that 
a man might also ignore. 

There is a touch of melancholy in his at. 
titude. Privately, he seems as sensitive as he 
is publicly unrelenting.

Great Care in Preparation. 


It is a mistake to suppose that pills and, in- 
deed, ‘** proprietary remedies,’’ as they are 
called, of all sortsare not carefully c@nsidered 
in every way. The work of making them is 
tor the most part done by girls, and 
the best materials are used and_ the 
most perfect cleanliness preserved through- 
out the process. Take for example the 
triturated tablet, which is the! fashionable 
name for one of the most fashionable hand: 
made pills. The mass is mixed, with sugar of 
milk as a base, by the chemist whose business 
it is to blend the ingredients for ail the differ- 
ent medicines. From a dainty little porce- 
lain mortar the girls who make these tablets 
take out a small amount and spread it deftly 
withathin, flexible knife on a perforated 
silver plate. The perforations, which are 
usually rather small, are the size of the tab. 
lets. The plate is quickly freed from every 
particle of the mass with a few skillful strokes 
of the knife, while each perforation 
left _ filled. It takes only 
moments for the ., tablets, 
occupy each of the round openings 
in the plate, to harden sufficiently to be re- 
moved to a sheet of white paper prepared ex- 
pressly for the purpose. Here they are left to 
dry. A girl whois atall expert makes 50,-. 
000 of these triturated tablets inaday. The 
girls who do this work are fond of it, and it is 
really pleasant. They havea light, airy, 
clean room to work in, an opportunity to sit 
a partat the time, and sufficient change to 
preclude a tiresome monotony. Then, too. 
the fact that they must keep count of what- 
ever they are making adds an element of in- 
terest. Wuthal the pay is fairiy good. 

Unlike some other) members of the “ well]- 
known, popular, and fashionable” pill 
family triturated tablets are not  swal- 
lowed with a gag and a_ gulp, but 
more often than otherwise are dissolved in 
water, They are easily distinguished from 
compressed tablets, which are made by ma- 
‘chinery, as they are smaller, softer, the edges, 
instead of being somewhat rounded, are per- 
fectly square. 


Making Pellets by Hand, 


The other sorts of hand-made pills are made 
of a mass which is the vousistency of rather 
stiff dough for cooking. This mass is laid on 
a firm, steel plate, which angwers to molding 
board, and is rolled with a steel roiler until it 
is just even with a little gauge, so that the 
thickness is | uniform. sheet thus 
formed is passed through a grooved 
roller, which marks S|. in narrow 
strips. These strips are then slightly 
twisted so they will not slide about and are 
then putinto a machine which cuts them in 


} uniform sizes and leaves them aimost round, 


They are then put on a board and lightly and 
dextrously roiled with asmail wooden disk 
with an upricht handle until they are perfect- 
ly round. The eyes of the girls who make 
these pills become so well trained that they 
detect the slightest inaccuracy ata glance 
and everything which is not absolutely per- 
fect is put back in the mortar and worked 
over.

AMERICAN AND ENGLISH INVENTIONS. 


How English Manufacturers Imitate Our 
Advanced Ideas of Machinery. 

New York Commercial-Advertiser: It has 
long been our boast that America was able to 
produce better results in the technical field 
than those due to any other nation; even 
where hand work is concerned this is believed 
to hold true in many respects, If it is simply 
a question of adhering to tradition and of re- 
producing the products originated by past 
generations the foreign workman -may equal 
or surpass the American. But it has long 
been remarked that where originality and an 
ability of thinking and working on independ- 
ent lines are involved the foreign highly- 
specialized workman. yields to the more inde- 
pendent American mechanic, as to ore less 
hampered by tradition. -Thus we find our 
country abounding in self-made men who 
began at the lathe and bench, and now own 
and conduct great factories. Their independ. 
ent habits of thought have opened for them 
their careers, 

Inventiveness, the great American charac- 
teristic, has had much to do with this state of 
affairs. The constant striving after invention, 
the introduction of ingenious machines and 
labor-saving processes, has relegated the old 
country machine-like workman to the past. 
His work is done here by machinery, and 
those who attend the machinery may be dés- 
tined to be inventors of others designed to 
surpass them. While hand-made goods, from 
their very imperfections, have a charm for 
the artist, the every-day user appreciates 
rather the constant good quality of machine. 
made articles; Our superior methods have 
given us the power of competing under pri- 
marily unfavorable conditions with the cheap- 
est lavor of foreign countries. 

It is a question how long the supremacy of 
our methods will last. Foreign competitors 
in the industrial world have, for some time 
past, realized the fact that certain American- 
made articles sell better than their own; in- 
deed, they find a similar state of things obtain- 
ing in many lines of manufactures. One way 
of meeting the case is resorted to in the pro- 
duction ot counterfeit American goods. Dis- 
creditable as it ‘is, there is no question that 
extensive operations of this character have 
been carried on. 

But a more honorable way of meeting what 
seems to be a true emergency has been 
adopted. English manufacturers now send 
over students of our manufacturing 
processes, in the persons of intelligent 
young men who enter our shops as workmen 
and jiabor there, studying meanwhile, and 
learning all the details of our shop and man- 
ufacturing processes. The United States is, 
in fact, treated as a technical school. The 
nen sent pass from one factory to auother so 
as to get a good view of different processes. 
Then they return and use their knowledge to 
advance their own home industries. 

In almost every field of technical work 
America has won renown. It is now evident 
that our neighbors are determined to find out 
why this is, and the placing of students in our 
shops is a tribute of the highest value to our 
methods of work. 


Instructive Chinese Games. 

Curator Stuart Culin of the University of Penn- 
sylvania Museum, who has gathered together the 
finest collection of games ever made in the world, 
has made an interesting discovery in his study of 
the Corean sports. The Chinese games are all 
marked by a literary character, the game of logo- 
machy, or word-building, which bas gained such 

puiarity in this country, having been played 
ines ago by Corean school-children. “A number 
of their games,” be declares, “had their origin 
from mystic concepts: Many of the childish 
sports had originally aserious divinistic or ex- 
piatory significance. The tug of war, for in- 
stance, was played by the ple of villages and 
districts to ascertain whicl would be the luckier. 
Kites were used as scapegoats, being reieased 
with inscriptions to the effect that they were car- 
rying away misfortune. Mere toys were not 
numerous. Some of the games possess a decided- 
ly ethnic character, and their study promise; to 
furnish conclusions of ‘some importance.”’—PaAil- 
adeiphia Record.

There was a statement in Dean Stanley’s 
inscription which was certainly erroneous, 
and may, perhaps, have given offense, He 
declares that André died “ regretted by both 
armies,’ which was very far from being the 
fact. In 1780 thestruggle against the bless. 
ings of despotism, which the colonies had 
begun at Lexington in 1775, had lasted more 
than five years, amd had been carried on 
with the venom that marks a domestic quar. 
rel. Financialiy the colonies were ruined. 
Philadelphia had been captured, New York 
burnt, the Atlantic seaboard seamed with the 
march of hostile tnoops, ‘commerce and trade 
had ceased to exist, the colonists had suffered 
the sternest hardships in silence and now 
their hearts began to sink within them. These 
were the days ‘‘that tried men’s souls.”’ 
After five years’ fighting was independence 
any nearer? The British and their Hessian 
auxiliaries had sustained several defeats, but 
they were still numerous and well appointed 
and confident. The fortitude of the Conti- 
nental patriots remained outwardly unshaken, 
but contemporary writings show that to the 
wisest and most devoted, with the exception 
of Washington and Franklin and a few others, 
the American cause seemed aimost desperate, 

It was at this critical juncture that Benedict 
Arnold,u General in the American army, 
commanding at West Point, the strategic key 
to the Hudson River, was led by personal 
grievances to enter into a correspondence 
with André, then Adjutant-General of the 
forces under Sir Henry Clinton, for the be- 
trayal of his post. A large sum was to be 
paid for this baseness, which was to include 
the American garrison of 3,000 men, and was 
to be timed to secure the presence of Wash- 
ington and his consequent capture, Thus 
the animating spirit of the American army 
one-sixth of its forde and its strongest citadel 
were to pass together into the hands of the 
enemy. No one can doubt that such an over. 
whelming stroke would instantly have made 
an end of the revolation; and yet Dean Stan- 
ley would have us believe that the capture 
and death of André, which involved the failure 
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expect a genuine republic to exist at once ina 
country where the government has been for 
centuries monarchical?”’

Crispi’s present opinions to suit the altered 
conditions of the world may perhaps be gath- 
ered from his finding that the German Em- 
peror meddles too much in other people’s 
affairs and hisown. He should leave more to 
his Ministers, and should have left most to 
Bismarck, whom Crispi considers still the 
greatest living statesman. 

IT had forgotten the time, and Crispi was 


good enough not to remind me of it.

WILL TEST STORAGE BATTERY SYSTEMS. 


Street Railway Men Are Interested in the 
Work of Some Motors. 

The storage battery electric car which has 
been used on the Chicago general street rail- 
way lines, Treasurer L. C. Bonney said yes- 
terday, is shortly to be subjected to new tests. 
A considerable interest has been excited in 
the performances of this storage battery car 
among street railway men, who are not 
united as to the merits of the system. Mr. 
Bonney said: 

‘The car has been in use four months. It 
weighs seven tons while our motors weigh 
five tons. lam not sufficient of an electri- 
cian to speak authoritatively as to the results 
achieved, but, although the complete tests 
have not been made, I may say we are satisfied 
with what the car has accomplished.” 

A. W. Wright of the Siemens & Halske 
company does not think the accumulator 
system has been developed toa point that is 
satisfactory. ‘‘The system was

In Paris an accumulator installation has 
been in operation since June 1, 1892. In 
this plant there are two lines, each six miles 
in length, A third line three miles long will 
soon bein operation. The daily service on 
one route consists of fifty-two round trips. 
Seven carsare operated on this line, each 
making from 92 to 103 miles. Each car is 
operuted with twu batteries, each battery, it 
is said, propelling the car from forty-six to 
sixty-nine miles on one charge, according to 
the style of rail. The running time between 
termini is fifty-five minutes, including stops. 
The cars with seats on the roof have a ca- 
pacity of fifty-two passengers and two com- 
pany employés. The cars, it is said, run at 
the rate of seven and one-half miles an hour 
aud three and three-fourths miles on the heavi- 
est grades, The grades are as one in twenty- 
five for considerab e distances, while one in 
forty and one in fifty are of frequent occur- 
rence, There are a many curves 
grades. Outside of Paris a speed of «ten 
miles an hour is attained. Each battery con- 
sists of 108 celis of chloride accumulators 
contained in hard rubber jars.

Purty managers are saying bharsb 
things about the way his Excellency over- 
throws their plans and creates bad feeling 
among working Democraw. ; 

Mr. Townsend says his appointment was 
made by unanimous request of the West 
Division committeemen, and he went into the 
board determined to control its patronage 
in the interest of the party. This did not, 
however, exactly suit the desires of Mr. Alt- 
geld. Asaresult Mr. Townsend now admits 
that his career was nipped in the bud and his 
friends are disgruntled. It is alleged that the 
supporters of Mr. Garvy and Mr, Brodowski 
are likewise stirred up almost to the point 


of desperation. ‘But they recognize,” 
said a strong partisan yesterday, 
“that it is quite useless for them 


to undertake the task of making a fight 
against the Governor. He is determined to 
remove these Commissioners and nothing will 
sen done to induce him to change his 
mind,’ 


Brodowski Determined to Fight, 


Mr. Brodowski is still determined to defy 
the Governor and refuse to send in his resig- 
nation, but those who know probably as much 
about the true situation of affairs as Mr. Bro- 
dowski does declare that his efforts wiil not 
be successful. He my show fight and ex- 
pose some tricks, but will be forced to retire 
just the same. 

Mr. Garvy is also holding back his resigna- 
tion in hopes that the effort being made by 
Senator Mahoney and others to save him may 
prevail, The outlook, however, so far as 
could be ascertained yesterday, is not at all 
encouraging. Mr. Garvy, therefore, will 
probably send his resignation to Springfield 
early this week. Every West Side citizen 
urges the pressing necessity of bringing about 
a settlement of the ‘muddled affairs of the 
Park Board as quickly as possible, so that 
improvements on the boulevards and in the 
parks which the people are demanding may 
be pushed forward. 


Desire te Change the Slate.

OFFERS STREETS FOR BOULEVARDS. 


South Park Board Asked to Take Charge 
of Fifty-ninth and Sixtieth Streets, 

South Park Commissioners Donnersberger, 
Sherman, and Best held an informal meeting 
at Washington Park yesterday afternoon to 
meet a committee of property-owners along 
Fifty-ninth and Sixtieth streets. D. L. Shorey 
represented the property-owners and asked 
the board if they would take charge of and 
improve these streets between Cottage Grove 
avenue and Stoney Island avenue. He said 
that the streets between the points mentioned 
could be turned into a boulevard 
and to . accomplish this he said 
property-owners were willing to 
pay one-half of the cost. President 
Donnersberger did not give the committee 
much encouragement.

INDIAN RAILROAD PASSENGER RATES. 


They Are Much Cheaper than Those 
Which Prevail in This Country. 

Engineering and Mining Journal: In the 
United States we ure apt to consider the rail- 
road rates as lower than those of other coun- 
tries, and this is probably true of freight, but 
in passenger rates the Indian railroads go far 
below ours. Thegovernment report on In- 
dian railroads for the year ending March 31, 
1893, which has lately been issued, gives the 
average rate on all freights at 1.023 cents 
per ton mile: cur rate for 1892-'93, aceording 
to the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
reports, was 0.88 cent. Our average on 
passenger business, however, was 2.126 cents 
per passenger mile, while the Indian railroads 
charged only 0.645 cent. “This rate was in 
silver, but it must be remembered that wages 
and other charges are paid in: silver aiso, 
though imported machinery must be paid for 
in goldata premium. The lowest. average 
rate was found on the Masiras railway; it was 
0.414 cent per passenger mile. This rate 
would give fares in this country of about 37 
cents from New York to Philadelphia, 99 
cents from New. York to Boston, about $3.75 
from New York to Chicago, and about $14 
from New York to San Francisco, 

These low rates are made both possible and 
profitable by the dense native population 
which furnishes the railroads with an enor- 
mous number of passengers who are satisfied 
with the cheapest kinds of accommodation, 
provided the charge is low. Over 95 per cent 
of the passengers are carried in the fourth- 
class cars, which are used only by the natives, 
and hardly 1 per cent use the first-class, 
While in this country the average train load 
is forty-two persons, on all the Indian roads it 


was last year 231, or over five times as

Cathedral of the Holy Name and the Church 


of Notre Dame. There exist no finer windows 
than some of those in the Holy Name. The 
work of three schools is represented 
here, the  Purgatorial and Holy Fam- 
ily windows being from Birmingham, 
England; those of the Sacred Heart, Holy 
Innocents, and thé’sanctuary from Munich; 
while the clerestory and wheei or rose win- 
dows are the production of a Chicago firm. 

In spite of the great merit of the American 
work, a comparison between it and that of the 
foreign competitors, based upon the display 
in this church, would searcely be justice to 
the home art from the fact that the widest

In. the vestibule are two beauti- 
ful heads from the same artist. that of the 
Virgin Mary and the one of the Savior 
crowned with thorns, 

Mr. George H. Lascelles, whose designs oc- 
cupy so prominent a place in this church, has 
been especially fortunate in his opportunities 
for study. He was several yearsa student in 
the science and art department of South 
Kensington and also a pupil of Westlake, 
the great authority on the history of 
stained giass. He was afterward for a 
number of years in the employ of a 
famous Munich firm represented at the Holy 
Name. 

The development of this art in ecclesiastical 
lines is handicapped in one direction; the or- 
dersare almost invariably for conventional 
subjects, to be treated in, conventional styles. 
Disciples of realism r e little encourage- 
ment in competition with the traditional ideas 
of gacred subjects. But in the opalescent 
glass unknown weaith and beauty of color 
await the artist, even though he is prescribed 
in the matter of design. There is nothing 
“dim’”’ inthe * religious light’ that per- 
vades Chicago’s Notre Dame; it is more like 
a revelation of the glories t await the re- 
deemed in Paradise. 

The art of the giass stainer is admirably ex- 
emplified in the picture of St. Elizabeth in 
the church by that name. I+ is adaptea from 
Overbeszk and is a piece of the Munich work, 
The name of the Third Presbyterian Church 
is familiar to beauty lovers through its beau- 
tiful rose- window illustrating the parable of 
the sower.

At 
St. James’ Episcopal the windows excite es- 
pecia! interest. Several of the most elaborate 
were presented by John De Koven as a me- 
morial to his wife. A striking and very pe- 
culiar production is a design intended to rep- 
resent the Valley of the Shadow of Death. 
A pretty piece of culor and a good sample of 
antique work is the window illustrating the 
Acts of Mercy. 

A number of the most fashionable Chicago 
dwellings testify to ihe artistic effects of 
stained glass in domestic decoration. Potter 
Palmer’s home is embellishea by some ele- 
gant specimens of the work of La Farge. The 
most brilliant of these windows is set in the 
top floor and is entitled ‘The Knight in 
Armor.”’. The value of the painting is esti- 
mated at $3,000, 

Washington Porter has a charming design 
in a hall window extending the. height of two 
stories. The center shows a graceful female 
figure with harp, representing an ideal of 
music. I$is from an original design by Mr. 
Boreham.’ 

The residence of J. G. McWilliams shows 
the artisti¢ effects that can be produced from 
the use bevel plate exclusively.

The art glass in the house of Moses Ben- 
singer on Calumet avenue possesses some 
especially’noticeable features. One light, be- 
tween the dinimg-room and parlor, is com- 
posed entirely of cut jewels and prisms, ar- 
ranged in festoons and pendants. This, itis 
said, is the only window’ of the kind ever pro- 
duced in this country. 

The homes of J. V. Farwell and Dudley 
Winston in Pearson street and Lake Shore 
drive are beautified by some fine examples of 
Tiffany’s work. These are principaliy hall 
lights, although Mr. Winston’s library con- 
tains two windows representing murine sub- 
jects. 

The library and private sitting-room of 
Gen. Torrence are brightened . by two win- 
dows furnished by.

CHICAGO INSPIRES IT. 


MANY THINGS AT ANTWERP RE- 
SEMBLE THE OOLUMBIAN FAIR. 


America Seems to Have Exerted a Pre- 
dominating Influence in the Important 
Enterprises of the International Expo- 
sition=There Is a Midway and a Piais- 
ance, Too—Big Building of the Private 
Corporation Exhibiting United States 
Goods=Novelties in the Airships, 


ANTWERP, Belgium, May 1.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. |—America is first at the Ant- 
werp International Exposition. American 
enterprise predominates the whole undertak- 
ing, which is not by any means a stall one, 
and whether as exhibiter or as concession- 
naire America leads. 

When Leopold II., King of the Belgians, 
enters the Exposition grounds, the first thing 
to attract his attention is the American Ex- 
hibit Building, the only foreign exhibit build- 
ing at the Fair. He cannot help noticing it, 
becage it is u’big building made of steel and 
staff and glass, whose white fagade, like a 


> 


piece of the Columbian Exposition 
transplanted, stands directly facing the 
royal entrance on the left. Thence 
away to the northward, over one- 


fourth of the 225 acres of the exposition 
grounds, from every pinnacle, staff, and pavil- 
ion dome floats the Stars and Stripes, deriot- 
ing the concessions of the American amuse- 
ment purveyor. The north end of the 
grounds, and which is the most convenient of 
access, is filled with only American attrac- 
tions and is called the “ American Plaisance.” 
Carrying this idea in nomenciature further, a 
broad street, the Rue du Peuple, whicn 
divides the tract, has been named the “ Mid- 


way.’ The American Plaisance  con- 
tains about forty concessions, for every- 
thing from a gigantic Wild 
West show to a peanut stand. 


This js the first time Americans have taken a 
prominent place in foreign expositions, and 
their advent here is directly attributable to 
the Worid’s Fair, which has contributed 
largely to this expositior in many ways. 
American manufacturers, stimulated by the 
Chicago Exposition, have brought such of 
their goods here as may compete in the Euro- 
pean markets, and for the first time Ameri- 
cans will make a foreign exhibit in a building 
of their own. American showmen and fakers 
are here in great numbers, because the profits 
they cleared at Chicago last year made them 
ainbitious. The people of Belgium are taking

An exhibit of American newspapers will 
have a large space in the American Building.

There are rooms in the building for 
use of press representatives and also for visit- 
ors, such as smoking and reading rooms, toi- 
let, bath, barbershop, exchange office, and in- 
formation bureau. 

The Ameri¢an section in thé main buildi 
will contain such exhibits as could not find 
space in the American Buildihg. This sec. 
tion was the cause of a quarrel between the 
Executive committee of the Exposition and 
the honorary American commission. The Ex- 
ecutive committee took the control of the sec- 
tion away from the commission, saying that it 
would look after that portion of the American 
exhibit itself. There are three members of 
the commission in Antwerp, Secretary Hol- 
land, A. Beebe, and J. W. Ryckman. Mr.

distan¢es and overpowering dignity. The 
narrow streets and eccentric gables of old 
Antwerp, the high colors and soft blending

_The | most pretentious structure on_ the 


grounds, excepting the main buildings, is the 
Ameriean Exhibit Building. The site it oc- 
cupies is almost as prominent as that of the 
main Building, as itis right beside the royal 
entrance in front of the general exhibit 
buildings. It is modern renaissance in style, 
with staff covering and tasteful ornamenta- 
tion. It has a broad flight of marble stairs 
approaching the front entrance, which is 
through three broad arched doorways. It 
contains 30,000 square feet of floor space 
and this is divided into a main exhibit hall 
with rooms ranged around it to serve club- 
house purposes. ‘

The | building -was constructed by the 
American Propaganda, a Chicago corpora- 
tion, and the exhibiters are in charge of the 
honorary American Commission which was 
formed in Chicago during the latter months 
of the World’s Fair. Thomas. B. Bryan is 
President of the commission, and the Secre- 
tary, James P. Holiand, chief clerk of the Bu- 
reau of Publicity and Promotion of the 
World’s ’ Fair, is here in charge of the 
American Building and exhibits. The whole 
thmg ig purely a private enterprise, but it 
makes fB more creditable showing than any of 
the previous attempts at American repre- 
sentation at foreign expositions. The build- 
ing is handsomely filled’with American goods, 
and besides these there is an American section 
covering 2,000 square feet in the main buiid- 
ing. | 

The American exhibits include some things 
which dre novel to Europeans. e most im- 
portant of these is a modern shoe factory, 
which will demonstrate the manufacture of 
fine shoes by machinery in &@ manner un- 
known to Europe, as Americans have a way 
of making shoes‘ by the aid of machines 
which gre superior in finish and equa! in 


| every other way to the hand-made article. The 


factory will make 500 pairs of ladies’ shoes a 
day. | 
There is a large exhibit of American furni- 
ture. It includesall kinds of wood furniture 
for household and office furnishing. This is 
an article that can be imported from the 
United States and sold cheaper than native 
pauper labor can produce it. These are the 
largest exhibits in the American building, but 
when the installation is completed it will be 
filled with a large variety of manufactures. 

The wine exhibit wil! be an important one, 
as the American article is just getting a foot- 
hold in North Europe. Col. Charies J. Mur- 
phy, who represents the agricultural depart- 
ment in Europe, is looking after this exhibit.

He American wines trom California and 
Missousi can be soldin Europe at one-half 
the price of French and German wines of the 
same quality.

rary annex to the great museum of Antwerp, 
which contains the chief works of the Flemish 
masters not hung in the churches of Antwerp. 
The museum is a large, handsome building of 
cut stone. In the rear of the Electricity 
Building one of the basins of the magnificent 
chain of docks that lie along the city front on 
the banks of theScheldt has been fenced in 
for a maritime exposition. In this’ connec- 
tion the battleship Chicago, the flagship of 
the Mediterranean squadron, has been or- 
dered to Antwerp during the period of the 
exposition. ; 

‘ronting the geveral exhibit buildings from 
the American Plaisance southward the 

rounds form a contifiuous garden embel- 
fished with pretty landscape effects, but not 
affording an extended view in any direc. 
tion. At every turn a small café or beer 
pavilion has been placed. These are orna- 
miental constructions in the main, in the 
architectural styte of earlier periods. e 
numberless institutions are accounted for by 
the fact that water is not used for drinking 
purposes by any class of the people of Ant- 
werp. 

Belgian enterprise has contributed to the 
amusement features also. Close to the main 
entrance a portion of old Antwerp, with/its 
quaint architecture of the thirteenth and 
sixteenth centuries, has been reproduced. 
The buildings are covered with staff with 
careful attention to detail and historic accu- 
racy. In this place the Fiemish fétes and 
ommegangs of the sixteenth century will be 
given, It turms one of the most interesting 
sights of the Exposition. 

Other undertakings that will attract much 
attention, if not more than all the rest, are 
two aerial constructions of Belgian. design. 
One isa manageabie balloon connected with a 
trolley wire. The wire or cabie is strung 
above the house tops, from the Exposition 
grounds to the Bourse, a mile distant. The 
balloon is furnished with electric motor, steer- 
ing and propelling apparatus, and when it is 
finished it is ex pected.to traverse this distance 
carrying fifteen persons. 

The other aerial device is a café suspended 
by six balloons at a height varymg from 600 
to 1,000 feet according to the weather con- 
ditions. The balloons will be anchored by 
forty cables and will have elevators running 
up to the café. Both of these undertakings 
are in the course of construction and it is ex- 
pected that they will be finished shortly after 
the opening of the Exposition. , 

The Exposition has been constructed entire- 
ly by capital subscribed by citizens of Ant- 
werp, though it is under the patronage of the 
King. It has been so well managed financial- 
iy that it is practically paid for now, as all of 
the space conceded in the grounds and gener- 
al buildings was charged for at a figure that 
returned a good profit, If the attendance 
reaches 4,000,000 paid. admissions at one 
franc each the Exposition officials say the 
stock will return a premium toall holders, 
However, they express little doubt that it will 
fall much below twice that number, as all the 
railroad and water lines converging to Ant- 
werp have made exceedingly low excursion 
rates.

ne of the most interesting features of the 
exhibition, and one which tends to give a par- 
ticular interest this year, is the exhibition of 
800 or more drawings in guach by James 
Tissot relating the life of Christ from his 
birth to his resurrection. Like the pages ofa 
book, they tell the story with marvelous fidel- 
ity to detail and at the same time are fuil of 
interest and of spirit, evidently the work of a 
man who has faith as well astalent. This re- 
tmarkable series of reconstructions of the 
scenes of the life of Christ has occupied 
M. Tissot for six years. Each = sub- 
ject is treated with a conscientiousness and 
minuteness which shows a sincere research 
and makes it a document of value. Even in 
the minor accessories of costume and furni- 
ture, to sey nothing of the restitutaons of the 
temple and other architecture and the types 
of the personages he has represented, one 
finds the same patient delving for truth. This 
epic,in line and color, is divided into five 
parts — * The Infancy,” ‘* Predication,”’ 
‘* Holy Week,” ‘* The Passion,’’ and ** The 
Resurrection.’’ The rooms in which it is hung 
are decorated in a! representation in sober 
colors of the pilasters and entablement of the 
type ofearchitecture of Herod’s time. 

French critics compare this work with that 
of Holbein, Mantegna, and other masters, and 
seem to be disappointed that they can find no 
parallel to it in the work of some other mas- 
ter. For the same reason they do not seem to 
more than simply recognize the fact that they 
are inthe presence of agreat work. Some 
even complain that there is something Ea- 
glish about it. Itis just the quality which 
they call English which raises toa plane far 
above so much of modern painting in which 
literary and even pictoral interest is lacking. 

Puvis de Chevannes is represented by a 
large decoration which is destined to orna- 
ment a stairway in the Hotel de Ville 
of Paris. It consists of a large 
central panel, which has got for its subject 
* Victor Hugo Offering His Lyre to the City 
of Paris,’’ which is a majestic composition, 
having most of the poetic and decorative 


shown in this exhibition, of which the most 
striking is that of the master sculptor Dampt. 

John Alexander has a number of portraits 
which are exceedingly interesting. ; 

Among other Americans represented are 
George Madura Peixotto, who exhibits a most 
successful portrait of his sister, Clinton Pe- 
ters, Aibert Lucas, Julius Rolshaven, Milton 
Lockwood, George Bradley, and Gari Mel- 
chers, who shows two Dutch subjects, ‘* The 
Skaters’ and ‘* The First Born,’’ both excel. 
lent works. 

Scandinavians are also well represented. 
Zorn has his ** Margot,” ** The Toast,” and 
“The Fair,’ which were exhibited at the 
World’s Fair. Fritz-Thaulow has several 
moonlight and water scenes which attract 
much attention. 

Alfred Stevens, though a Belgian by birth, 
is a thorough Parisian, His figures of society 
women, both' from their costumes and the 
manner in which they are painted, seem to in- 
dicate an earlier period. The style of, the 
dresses is of tne Second Empire, and the 
painting is of the artist’s best period. 

Leon Frederic is another Belgian. His 
‘* Tout est Mort’’ (All Is Dead) is a subject 
which inspires horror. It is a triptych in 
v hich he has represented in the centrul panel 
the eternal mourning over the destruction 
which is taking piace abouthim: Huge rocks 
are tottering and falling upon a veritable 
stream of human bodies. In other places 
masses of flame consume them. In the side 
panels are symbolical figures of faith and of 
justice, whieh have not escaped the terrible 
cataclysm. Directly opposite this picture, 
like Scylla awaiting those who have escaped 
Charybdis, io a picture by the French artist, 
Dinet, representing a riot, evidently inspired 
by the riots which followed the manifesta, 
tions of the students after the famous 
Bal des Quatr’z’Arts last year, The mob 
and policemen are fighting about a burnmg 
omnibus. Itis weli painted, It is not evi- 
dent why an artist should paint such a scene 
of bloodshed and horror unless he intends to 
present it to the Prefecture of Police as a 
warning to the succegsors of M. Lozé, 

Louis Henry Dupray exhibits eight military 
subjects, something after the manner of De- 
taille, less dry and hard, but not quite so well 
drawn. 

José Trappa has painted among other 
works a subject which has also been treated 
by Jean Paul Laurens and will be exhibited 
in the old Salon.

His face 
bespeaks a person of a pefined and artistic 
temperament. In all the portraits by Carolus 
Duran the effect of luminosity is gained by 
strong oppositions of broad masses of color 
and usually at the expense of detail. It would

‘‘The Peddler,”’ and another * Fugitive 
Lover,” representing a sailor and his sweet- 
heart on a high terraco overlooking a harbor 
where there lies an ironclad; the portraits of 
Duez, the brilliant color schemes of Bernard, 
the landscapes of Cazin, and the Christ in 
modern surroundings on the way to the cruci- 
fixion by Jean Beraud. 

In the section of sculpture two young 
Americans have exhibits which attract consid- 
erable attention.

Anong the Nappleonic subjects already 
mentioned and one of the important com posi- 
tions is Jean Paul Laurens’ “The Pope 
and the Emperor?’

The picture is painted 
ina robust and conscientious manner well 
suited to such a subject ana which makes the 
picture one of the strongest, technically, in 
the exhibition. 

Roybet, who won the medal of honor last 
year, shows by his work in the present exhibi- 
tion he has evidently no intention of reposing 
on his laureis.

The surgeon stands behind 
with the air of a man who has accomplished 
a professional duty with success, and a group 
of officers stand unepvered at a respectful 
distance in the background,

member a few days ago, Col. ‘McClure in a 
recent address said that just previous to 
first meeting he had occasion to look for a 


work on. the Scotch-Irish race in America, 
but.couid find it nowhere; not a hne record- 
ing Scotch-Irish achievement could be found, 
although he. searched the Congressional 
Library. And yet, he said, the New England 
libraries contain hundreds of volumes record- 
ing the story of the Puritan, while here 
was a race that was first in all great 
works without a _ written history!—the 


race that gave the Nation its indaepend- 


ence; that tirst conceived and expressed the 
determined purpose to sever the relations be- 
tween the American colonies and the British 
crown, and it did it on three different occa- 
sions in three different States..

HER STUDENTS TAKE HIGH RANK 
IN ANN ARBOR UNIVERSITY. 


Illinois Sends More Scholars to This Col- 
lége Than All the Other Western States 
Combined=Graduates from This City's 
High Schools Are Admitted to Any 
Course on Presentation of Their Diplo- 
mas=List of the Pupils Known Here 
in the Various Departments. 

Axw Axsor, Mich., May 12.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.|—No State, perhaps, is more 
liberal in its expenditure for educating its 
sons and daughters than is Illinois. The lit- 
tle white school-house and nies schools erga 
the youth are prepared for college pros 
over side. The colleges of this favored State 
are liberally patronized by the youth of Ili- 
nois, and the catalogues of all the leading col- 
leges and universities show that Illinois ranks 
second only to the State in which they are sit- 
uated. Especially is this true at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, which is preéminently the 
most popular college in the great Northwest. 

The attendance at this university during the 
present year has been 2,660, of which num- 
ber Michigan furnishes 1,407, and Illinois 
comes second with 304, almost twice as many 
students as any of the remaining States. 

Of the 304 students from Illinois 102, or 
more than a third part, come from Chicago. 
The Chicago students are apportioned in these 


departments: Literary, 78; medical, 5; law, 


7; pharmacy, 1; dental, 1. There are five 
among the professional students who have 


college degrees. 

The candidates for degrees are thus di- 
vided: Bachelor of Letters, 15; Bachelor of 
Science, 35; Bachelor of Philosophy, 9; 
Bachelor of Arts, 10. It would appear from 
this summary that Chicago students take 
more to. the degree of Bachelor of Science, 
making a special study of the engineering 
courses, which include electrical, civil, end 
mechanical. 

It will be seen that the representation from 
Chicago in the professional departments is 
not very large. This isdueto the fact that 
Chicago has so many excellent professional! 
schools of its own. 

Compliments Chicago High School. 


To the student who has received his earlier 
education in the public schools of Chicago a 
sojourn at this great university is refreshing. 
All of the elements of the hustling, busy city 
are wanting, making Ann Arbor an ideal stu- 
dent town. Students from approved high 
schools are admitted on their diploma, 
and thus graduates frum the following 
Chicago high schools are admitted 
to all courses in the university without ex- 
amination: , North Division, Northwest 
Division, South Division, and West Division.

WILL HOLD A DOOR KNOB IN PLACE, 


J. W. Knause of Newark, N. J., Has In- 
vented an Ingenious Device. 

Trenton, N. J., May 19.—[Special Cor. 
respondence.|—There are over 100,000,000 
door knobs in use in the United States, A 
great many of them are manufactured in 
New Jersey. Nearly two-thirds of all the 
knobs are constantly out of order througa the 
loosening of the annoying little side screws 
which are supposed to secure the knobs to the 
spindles which pass through the lock and the 
door, Lots of inventors have puzzled their 
brains for a remedy. A Newarker, J. W. 
Knause, seems to have solved the problem. 
He says he is going to make money and stop 
a vast amount of profanity by his 
device, which is cheap and apparent- 
ly simple, Taking . the. old _ spindle 
after it is drilled and tapped, a groove 
is milled or sawed into the side one-sixteenth 
of an iuch wide and deep enough to intersect 
the holes where the scréws pass through. A 
small spring steel wire is placed in the 
groove and swagged under a press at each 
end andin the center near the holes in the 
spindle, This leaves that part of the wire 
directly over and intersecting the holes free 
toact as a spring. The knob-screws when 
screwed into the holes in the spindle lift the 
wire where it intersects the hole; the spring 
power of the wire pressing on the knob&gcrews 
forms a brake which prevents the knob-screws 
from turning except with the aid of a screw. 
driver. To make the lock positive and put 
alldoubt beyond question one side of the 
knob-screw is flattened so that when the flat 
side of the screw rests on the wire it becomes 
a perfect lock to the screw, as there is not 
power enough in the jar of a door to lift the 
wire from the flat side of the screw, while the 
screw readily yields to the screwdriver,

The Emperor was not tender toward the doc- 
trines of Mesmer, Gall, and Lavater, which 
troubled some brains, but which he called char- 
latanism. ‘**Mesmer and mesmerism,” said he, 
‘have never recovered from Bailly’s investiga- 
tion made in behalf of the Academy of Sciences.

it tell us something new. ‘In 200 years men have 
made much progress, Let it specify one single 
step forward ithas made! Let it tell what I 
will do in eight days! Let it make known the 
numbers which will be drawn at the lottery to- 
morrow !’ 

“ I did the same thing for Gall. I contributed 
much to his undoing. Corvisart was his great 
votary; he and his like. have a great penchant 
for materialism; it wouid extend their science 
and theirdomain. But nature is not so poor. If 
she were so gross as to make herself known by 
exterior forms we would make more rapid 
progress in our task, and we would be better in- 
formed. Her secrets are more subtle and more 
delicate, more fugitive, until now they escape 
every effort to grasp them. A little hunchback 
turns out a great genius; a tail handsome man is 
only a blockhead. A large head with big brain 
sometimes contains not a single idea, while a 
small brain is found to be endowed with a vast 
intellect, 

**And now look at Gall’s imbecility. He at- 
tributed to certain bumps propensities and 
‘crimes which spring only from society and the 
covenants of men, What becomes of the bump 
of robbery, if there is no property ; the ‘bump of 
drunkenness, if there is no fermented liquor in 
existence; that of ambition, without the organi- 


-zation we call society? 


“It is the same with that arrant humbug, La- 
vater, with his relation between the moral and 
the physical, Our credulity lies in the imperfec- 
tion of our nature; it isin us to wish to parade 
positive opinions, when we ought, on the con- 
trary, to carefully guard against this. 

“Hardly do we see a man's features before we 
are ready to lay cluim to a knowledge of his char- 
acter. Wisdom would lie in rejecting the idea of 
such a thing, of neutralizing these delusive cir- 
cumstan¢es. Such a one has robbed me; he had 
gray eyes; henceforward I will never see gray 
eyes without the idea of being robbed; they are 
a weapon which has wounded me and which I 
dread wherever I see it; but indeed is it the gray 
eyes which robbed me? 

“ Reason, experience, and [ have had great op- 
portunity of exercising them, show that all these 
signs are lies, that one cannot guard against 
them top carefully, and that there is really no 
other means of knowing men than that of seeing 
them, trying them, associating with them. 

“And after allone runs across such hideous 
faces, I must confess, that the most acute 
reason is at first put to flight and con- 
demnation is pronounced even against reason. 
Nevertheless we must not judge men by their 
looks; we can only know them well on trial. 
What faces I have had to pass upon in my life! 
What experiments I have been able to make! 
What denunciations, what revorts I have heard! 
So 1 have made it an invariable rule never to 
allow myself to be influenced by a man’s face nor 
by words. All the humbug of Cagliostro. Mes- 
‘mer, Gall, and Lavater is swept away by this one 
argument, simple asitis; all this can be, but it 
is not. 

** Man loves the marvelous; it has an irresisti- 
ble charm for him; he is always ready to quit 
that with which he is compassed about to run 
after what is tramped up forhim, He lends bim- 
self to what deceives him. The truth is that 
everything around us is marvelous. It is not 
phenomena properly speaking; everything in nat- 
ure is phenomenal. My existence isa phenom- 
enon; the wood which we throw on the fire and 
which warms me is a phenomenon; the 
light which is there and which shines upon 
mo is a phenomenon; all the first causes; my in- 
tellect, my faculties, are phenomena, for it all is 
and we know not how to define it. ... I 
leave you here in St. Helena, where we now are; 
in a twinkling | am in Paris entering the opera; 
I galute the spectators. I hear the acclama- 
tions; I see the actors, I listen to the music, 
. « « “Now, if I can traverse the distance 
between this island and Paris why could I 
net traverse the centuries? Why not see the 
future as the past? Would one be more extraor- 
dinary, more marvelous than the other? No; 
only that itis not. Here you find the chain of 
reasoning. which will always destroy unanswer- 
ably all their marvelous fancies.

RO C’S EGG FOUND OFF MADAGASCAR, 


This Curio, Which Measures a Yard in 
Length, Is Owned by J. Proctor. 

A large specimen of the egg of the fabled 
roc of the “ Arabian Nights,’’ or aepyornis, 
as the extinct gigantic bird of Mudagascar 
is called, has been secured by J. Proctor of 
Ta; tave and Prince’s Square, W., who has 
brought the curiosity to London. 

It was discovered by some natives about 
twenty miles to the southward of St. Augus- 
tine’s Bay, on the southwestern coast of 
Madagascar. It was floating on the calm 
sea, Within twenty yards of the beach, and is 
supposed to have been washed away with the 
foreshore, which consist of sandhills, after 
a hurricane in the early part of the year. 

The childlike’ longshoremen of the antip- 
odes, opining that the egg had a value, 
showed the unusual piece of flotsam about 
with a view to sale, and itthus came into the 
hands of Mr. Proctor. The egg, which is 
whitey-brown in color and unbroken, is a fine 
specimen, 33'¢ inches by 28 inches, and an 
even higher valueis placed upon it than 
upon the egg of the great auk, which lived 
within the memory of man. 

The Brobdignagian proportions of the egg 
are better demonstrated by comparisons with 
the eggs of the ostrich and crocodile. An 
ostrieh’s egg is about 17 inches by 15 inches, 
and contents of six such are only equal to one 
egg of the aepyornis. The measurements of 
the egg of the crocodile are normally 9 inches 
by 6% inches. It would require the contents 
of sixteen and one haif emu’s eggs to equal 
the contents of this great egg, or 148 eggs 
of the homely fowl, or 39,000 ofthe hum.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Permit Issued for a $100,000 Apartment 
House Building Improvement. 
The most important building permit of the 


week was issued to Hannah Busby and pro- 


vided for a $100,000 improvement at the 
southwest corner of Indiana avenue and 
Twentieth street. It is to consist of a three- 
story and basement apartment building 
which will front 211 feet on Indiana avenue 


and 160 on Twentieth street. The exterior 


will be constructed of pressed brick with 
stone trimmings, while the interior will be 
finished in hardwood and heated by hot water. 
It wiil be divided into thirty apartments of 
eight and nine rooms, and it is the intention 
to complete it by September. Excavations 
for the foundation have already been begun. 

Francis J. Norton has been awarded the 
first prize for the best plan submitted in open 
competition for the Seufert pavilion and 
dance hall to be erected at the ‘northeast cor- 
nér of Kedzie and North avenues. The build- 
ing will cover 75x100 feet, be three stories 
high, have stone front, with oi! finish, steam 
heat, and all thesanitary, electric, and modern 
improvements. It will be one of the finest 
buildings ever erected in that district and 
represent an outlay of $75,000. 

. U. Berlin has designed for J. T. Quinn a 
handsome two-story, attic, and basement resi- 
dence to be built on Oakdale avenue, neur 
Lake View avenue. It will front twenty-five 
feet with a depth of seventy, and will be con- 
structed of raindrop brown stone with slate 
roof. ‘The interior will be finished in hard- 
wood and will be heated by steam. It will 
cost $11,000. In the rear a two-story barn, 
25x33 feet, will be built.

PLANS FOR A UNIQUE EXCHANGE, 


New York Contractors to Establish a Cen- 
ter for Building Trades. 

* There is now on foot a project to unite the 
building contractors of this city into a union 
or exchange, the organization to be known as 
the Building Trades Exchange,’’ says the New 
York Commercial Bulletin. “ The movement 
is not a new one, there being a similar organ- 
ization in Boston and one in Milwaukee, but 
it is new to this city. ‘There is at present no 
such organization in New York as the one 
contemplated. It will mot be a place 
where merchants will meet to buy 
and sell, but rather an  organ- 
ization of building contractora joined to- 
gether for the purpose of correcting trade 
abuses, resisting the unjust demands ef labor 
agitators, protesting against unjust legisla- 
tion, and in every way aiming tounite the 
reputable contractors in the city into a busi- 
ness organization for seif-advancement. 

‘‘ A committee on the selection of a suitable 
location for this building will meet next week 
and decide upon a site. Theonly instructions 
governing this committee in its action are that 
the site chosen sha!! not be below Fourteenth 
nor. above Forty.second street. A 
number of striking features have been 
planned for the proposed building. The first 
floor will be occupied by exhibits of every 
kind of appliance, mechanical and other- 
wise, used in modern house building. There 
will be all kinds of ranges. for example; all 
kinds of boilers and heating apparatus, varie- 
ties of gas fixtures, water-faucets, and models 
of elevators. There will also be samples of 
the various kinds of woods and trimmings 
used in house building shown. The object of 
this exhibit is so that people contemplating a 
new buildimg shall have every opportunity to 
study by comparison the different appli- 
ances and to decide with the least trouble on 
the kind that seems best suited to their 
needs. 

‘* The second floor will havea wainscoting 
of about 450 feet, composed in sections of 
five or six feet each, of ali the various kinds 
of building material. There will be all the 
different kinds of brick, the different kinds of 
stone, and granite. 

‘Around the ceiling of the proposed. ex- 
change building will be samples of the dif- 
ferent styles ‘of. ornamentation of interiors 
now in vogue. There will also be samples 
of the-various kinds of architecture, ancient 
and modern. | 

‘*It is proposed to make the exchange dis- 
tinctively a building center, and for that 
reason the offices in the structure will be let 
only to parties engaged in building or 
kindred business.”’

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BUILDING AND LOAN. 


STATE AUDITOR GORE HAS HIS IN- 
SPEOTORS HARD AT WORK, 


They Are Thoroughly Examiuing All the 
Associations in Chicago, and According 
to the Secretaries Are Doing Excellent 
Work=Since the Law Went Into Effect 
Several Associations Here Have Been 
Closed=Progress in the Societies=The 
Income Tax and Building and Loan. 


State Auditor Gore has a large force of in- 
spectors examining the building and loan as- 
sociations in Chicago, and according to the 
reports of the Secretary the examiners are 
doing excellent work. The force consists of 
former bank examiners and expert building 
and loan auditors. Apparently they are over- 
looking no features of the several associations. 
Without previous notice they appear at the 
offices, make a request for the books, and go 
through them thoroughly. The time required 
is usually from seven to eleven days, and the 
associations pay the expense at the rate of $10 
aday for each examiner, and the association 
which goes through the ordeal and receives a 
clean bill of health is regarded as being in 
first-class condition. 

The building and loan inspection law was 
enacted last July, and since the system was 
put in operation in Chicago it has resulted in 
causing the closing up of perhapsa dozen as- 
sociations. The most of these have been of 
the “‘national*’ order. The “ locals,’’ with 
a much leas expensive manner of conducting 
their business, have been rnore fortunate. In- 
deed, there is hardly any comparison between 
the expense accounts of the two methods. It 
is for that reason that the “locals” predict 
that when the examinations shall have been 
completed the . “national’’ organizations 
will be much fewer -in number than 
they are now... While the inspection 
law is regarded as an excellent 
thing, it yet has a loophole. By the pro- 
visions of the act an association is given sixty 
days to put its affairs in order after its re- 
sources have been found to be impaired by 
the examiners. Some of the Secretaries of 
the older and more. conservative associations 
declare that if there is any intention to 
practice fraud the managers can rifle the 
treasury within sixty days. The law should 
be amended, they say, so that the examiner, 
the moment he discovered any impairment, 
could immediately assume charge of the 
association. That is the method pursued by 
national bank examiners. As building and 
loan associations are as important in their 
way as banks their stockholders should ‘be 
given equal security against fraudulent man- 
agement. Concerning the work being done 
by Auditor Gore’s examiners Secretary Kelley 
of the People’s said yesterday : 

‘* So far as our experience goes with the ex- 
aminers they are first-class men and are doing 
first-class work. They gave us a thorough 
examination. They went back to the begin- 
niug of the organization, and ran through all 
the accounts up to date. Wherever they dis- 
covered a loan on which there was delinquent 
interest they made a personal inspection of 
the property. Of course, where prompt pay- 
ments for several years had been made it was 
not necessary to examine the security. I 
must say that altogether the inspection was as 
rigid as che most conservative could ask for. 
It has resulted in closing a number of loan 
associations, and there will be more to follow. 
But that is all for the general welfare. A 
badly managed building and loan association 
has no more right to exist than any other 
financial institution.”’ 

The Home is now in the hands of Inspector 
Fries. and Secretary Ogden said yesterday: 
‘*T guess nothing is getting away from the ex- 
aminer. He is going through my records 
from one end to the other.’ It is a kind of in- 
spection that inspects, and when he gets 
through I shall have a bill of health worth 
possessing. The inspection extends to the 
iimit of personally examining our real estate 
security.” 

The Stephen A. Douglas is also being in- 
spected, and Secretary Casey said the opera- 
tion was a thorough one. He had the same 
statement to make with reference to its gen- 
eral sco Tne Pacific Homestead and "ae 
has had an examiner on its books who is 
thorough probing into its affairs. Secretary 
De Witt C. Butts said: ** So far as this associa- 
tion is concerned the inspector is doing his 
work in the most expert manner. I presume 
the other inspectors are acting likewise. The 
examinatious are rigid and will probably lead 
to receiverships, but that will be all the better 
for the associations that stand the test.”’ 

Slow but steady improvement is generally 
noted by the building associations. Every 
week finds their delinquent list growing 
smaller, and additions are not reported by 
any of the prominent organizations. Some 
of them are feeling extremely well pleased 
with the situation. The Pullman strike has 
affected the borrowers in geome of the associa- 
tions. These people announced to the Secre- 
taries that they cannot meet their current pay- 
ments and can promise nothing until the 
strike troubles are over. It happens that in 
most cases the loans have been running for 
some time and the security is so good that the 
borrowers will not be crowded, Withdrawals 
have practically ceased so far as they were 
made necessary by the hard times.

AMONG LOCAL BUILDING SOCIETIES. 


Reports of Progress by a Number of Promi- 
nent Secretaries. 

Various notes of interest were picked up 
yesterday among the secretaries of the asso- 
ciations. The Home has sold 800 shares in 
the thirteenth series, and the association is 
loaning its money as fast as receipts come in, 
Within the present quarter it has loaned $60,- 
000 and, according to Secretary Ogden, on 
exceptionally good security. 

The Permanent,in view of paying off a 
series beginning next month, is making few 
loans. Within this quarter it has only placed 
$10,000. The payments this month have 
been better than last month. Theassociation 
has sold 503 shares in the forty-fifth series, 
which has been runaoing a month anda half. 

The Garden City reports a decided improve- 
ment among delinquents and so far as gen- 
eral businessis concerned. It has sold 350 
shares of forty-eighth series. It has about 
750 stockhoidets. 

Secretary T.S. Casey of the Stephen A. 
Douglas reports that delinquents are few. 
The association is run on such conservative 
lines, however, that its business continues 
about the same each year. Twenty-one 
thousand dollars has been loaned this quarter 
and 296 shares have been sold in the twenty- 
ninth series. The ordinary amount of with- 
drawals are reported, though the association 
has not had a loan repaid within a year. The 
stockholders number 310. 

The Commonwealth has loaned $28,000 
this quarter and has sold 401 shares in the 
thirty-fourth series, The assets have run up 
from $484,000 in thelast quarter to '$512,- 
000 in this. 

The Pacific Loan and Homestead has moved 
to the sixteenth flogr of the Old Colony Build- 
ing. Secretary Butts says the association 
loaned $100,000 in April, and has thus far 
loaned $80,000 in May. He reports no new 
delinquents, and estimates that by the end of 
the quarter there will not be more than 
$2,500 in arrears. One thousand investment 
shares have been solid in the July series, and a 
like number in the series beginning next Oc- 
tober. The investment shares in the series 
beginning next January are now being taken. 

The 500 shares of the People’s eighty-first 
series were all taken the first two weeks in 
April. 


STATUS OF BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS, 


How They Will Be Affected by the Pro- 
posed Income Tax Law.

JOHN BROWN’S SON TENDS ANIMALS. 


An Instance That Jason Is a Chip of the 
Old Block, 

San Dizao, Cal., May 15.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—Coxey’s army and but few other 
events in times of peace so attracted the at- 
tention of the Nation as did John Brown’s at- 
tempt to capture the arsenal at Harper’s 
Ferry thirty-five years ago, May 9 was the 
birthday of the heroic Abolitionist. Cali-

of John Brown reside in this State. Fourteen 
of his children are dead, one haying been 
killed in Kansas and two at Harper’s Ferry. 

Not far from this city lives Jason Brown, 
the second son and the oldest of the children 
now living. He is a rugged veteran of 71 
years, with a white beard and a face strong 
in feature; much resembling of his 
father. He has charge of a zodlogical gar- 
den connected with one of the hotels. A 
rather taciturn disposition covers a warm 
heart. To his friends Jason is delightful, 
With strangets he is rather shy and not in- 
clined to talk freely about the stirrmg days 
when he fought in Kansas and had the cour- 
age of his convictions to a degree possessed 
only by brave men, Among his possessions 
dear to his heart is an old-fashioned silver 
watch with “John Brown’’ engraved inside 
of the case. This was carried by his father 
during the Virginia foray and the capture of 
the arsenal at Harper’s Ferry in the vain ef- 
fort to arm the slaves and lead them to free- 
dom. The watch was the only thing be- 
queathed to Jason by his father. 

In the stormy days of May, 1856, Jason 
left Ossawatomie, Kas., for Lawrence to suf- 
render to the government troops because of 
trouble he had with pro-slavery men. While 
crossing the prairie he was stopped by a party 
of horsemen. The leader, with an oath, said: 
‘** You are one of the men we're hunting for,”’ 
and leveled his mfle at him. Jason stood 
still and the men began to question him. 

‘* What is your name?”’ 

* Jason Brown.’’ 

** The son of old John Brown?” 

* Yes.’ 

* Are you armed?”’ 

‘* Yes, with a revolver.”’ 

‘*‘Give itup. Have you any money?” 

He produced several dollars and gave them 
up. . 

‘** Now step in front of the horses,”’ 

Upon this he knew they meant to shoot 
him; so he stepped backward, facing them, 
bared his bosom, and said: 

** IT am an Abolitionist ; I believe that slavery 
is wrong and that Kansas ought to be a free 
State. I never knowingly harmed any man 
in the world. If you want to take my blood 
for believing in the doctrines of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, do it now.” 

When he said this with emphasis three or 
four Missourians laid their rifles across their 
saddles, but the rest kept aiming at him. The 
leader, Martin White, a pro-slavery preacher 
(who afterward shot Frederick Brown ), said: 

** Well, we won’t shoot you now but make 
a prisoner of you.” 

On reaching Paola Brown’s pistol and 
money were returned and he was given in 
charge of the United States cavalry. 

John Brown’s purtrait, takea a few months 
before his execution, is that of a face severe 
and masculine in all its features, yet witha 
latent tenderness. He had a piercing blue- 
gray eye, dark brown hair sprinkled with 
gray, an aquiline nose, large ears, and an 
angular frame. His voice was deep and 
metallic. He had a tall, slender, command- 
ing figure and the bearing of a military man. 

Shortly before his death John Brown said: 
**T have no fault to find with the manner of 
my death; the disgrace of hanging does not 
trouble me in the least. Indeed, I know that 
the very errors by which my scheme was 
marred were decreed before the world was 
made. I had no more to do with the course 
I pursued than a shot leaving a cannon has to 
do with the spot where it shail falli.”’ 


JAPAN BAMBOO IN CENTRAL LOUISIANA, 


A Southern Cultivator Writes of His Suc- 
cess in Growing It. 

In reply to inquiries from your readers 
about the success of the Japan bamboo here 
in Louisiana on my experimental grounds, I 
will say that I um highiy satisfied with the re. 
sults, says J. B. Northand in the Southern 
Cultivator. 

Three years ago I bought ten plants from a 
San Francisco imperter. They were not re- 
ceived in the best condition. Only one plant 
out of the ten lived and grew. The first year 
the shoots, or canes, came out about the size 
of a pencil; the second year (1892) the canes 
caine out about the size of a man’s thurnb, 
ten feet high. This, the third year, they come 
out as large as big cornstalks, of which I 
mail you a piece of one of the canes. It has 
grown twenty feet high and spread over fifty 
feet of ground. 

I am told in the Orient it takes eight years 

for a bamboo plantation to establish itself. 
Each year the canes come out more than 
double in size and height, and grow with pro- 
portionate vigor. It does not produce canes 
of the largest size until eight years after the 
plants are set, which are about eight or nine 
inches in diameter and seventy-tive or eighty 
feet high, which can be split in four, and 
maker the best fence material. I have al- 
ready sold enough eanes for fishing poles to 
pay for the plant.- 
JA furniture mao from New Orleans was 
here last summer, and says there is a fortune 
to any man who will grow the bamboo to sup- 
ply the furniture manufactories, and he has 
engaged all I could grow at a good price, I 
figured out what an acre would bring me, If 
I was to put it down one wouid hardly believe 
it.

Election of New Board of Directors by the 
West Side Construction Company and a 
New President=Contract to Complete 
the Bridge by Aug. 15—New York 
Banks Accumulate GoldeLocal Stocks 
Are Firmer=Clearings of Chicago Banks 
Show Less Decrease. 


The last call of 20 per cent on Metropolitan 
Elevated bunds was made yesterday. The 
amount is to be paid June 15. This will put 
into the Construction company’s treasury 
$1,800,000, and as it had $1,322,000 on 
hand at the beginning of the month it will be 
seen that it is, to say the least, in easy finan- 
cial conditaon. Contracts have been let for 
the completion of the bridge by Aug. 15, a 
date for the completion of the structure far 
earlier than has been generally thought pos- 
sible, By that date, or a little later, it is ex- 
pected that ten miles of double track will be 
ready for operation. The Pullman company 
has the contract for the construction of the 
cars, and the strike at the Pullman works 
may be the cause of some delay. Work on 
the structure itself and on the bridge is being 
pushed with the greatest vigor. 

The annusl election of directors by the 
West Side Construction company was held 
last Tuesday, The board elected consists of 
R. Sumers Hayes, Fred P. Olcott, Samuel 
Thorne, Henry L. Higginson, Charles F. 
Dieterick, A. F.. Walcott, and George C. Clark. 
Messts. Thorne, Alcott, and Dieterick were elect- 
ed to fill vatancies. Mr. Walcott retires from 
the Presidenty, but remains on the board. Mr. 
Hayes has been elected President and Mr. Clarke 
was Glected Vice-President. 

The bearish outlook for the-elevated roads al- 
ready constructed does not séem to in the least 
worry the people who are building the Metropol- 
itan Elevated. They express as complete confi- 
dence as they always havein the future of that 
property. The adoption of electricity as a mo- 
tive power will bring operating expense down to 
a point which would make the investment profit- 
able, they Bay, even if the traffic proves not 
nearly as large as they feel sure it will be. 
The company will be quite differently situ- 
ated from the present roads and will not 
depend on the traflic of a single trunk 
line through a not too thickly populated district. 
Several branches aré already under way, and 
others are to be builé which will serve as val- 
uable feeders for the four-track trunk line which 
will come down-town from Ashland avenue. The 
projectors of the road believe that such a plan as 
this puts the question of traffic on quite a ditfer- 
ent basis than has been the case with the other 
roads. The ability to run trains down-town at ex- 
press s] without stops and to feed that main 
line with a number of branches through a thick- 
ly populated district they believe is the solution 
of the elevatea road problem, and they think 
that the experience of the roads now in operation 
is no criterion whatever of the possible tratlic 
which a road built on the plans of the Metro- 
politan may obtain. They are far from believing 
that there has been anything like a permanent 
demonstration of the ultimate position that ele- 
vated roads are to occupy in the intermural 
transportation business of the city. 

The New York bank statement yesterday was 
not a satisfactory one. Its particularly unfavor- 
able feature is a contraction of loans amounting 
to $475.000. There was a further decrease in 
legal tender representing the policy of the New 
York banks in compelling the Subtreasury to 
furnish all the gold for export, the banks turn- 
ing over legal tenders in exchange for that gold. 
While the legal tenders decreased specie in-

Sugar Refining Declines Three Points on 
Brisk Selling at the Opening. 

New York, May 19.—There wasa brisk selling 
movement in sugar refining in the early trading 
and a decline of over 3 points was soon recorded.

He ran into 
the harbor of Honolulu, and _ took 
a look at the islands. He liked them. 


Accordingly, with the true British instinct, he 
decided to annex them to the extensive do- 
minions of her Britannic Majesty, He landed 
a company of marines, hoisted the Union 
Jack, fired a cannon, broke a bottle of wine, 
and announced that Hawaii was a British 


colony. 

Tnere were not many whites in Hawaii 
then, and the native government was not 
strong enough to resist Great Britain. The 
few whites there were chiefly American mis- 
sionaries. But they were the genuine New 
England stock. They never lacked for back- 
bone. One of them, Dr. Judd, the father of 
A. F. Judd, the present Chief Justice of 
Hawaii, wasa man of singular courage and 
‘reat mental force. He was the first white 
man to hold office in Hawaii, and was then 
Prime Minister of the King, Kamehameha, 
third of the name. In fact, Dr. Judd was the 
realrulerofthe kingdom. 

Dr. Judd prepared to visit Washington to 
induce the United States to interfere in be- 
half of Hawaii. ._But before he cou!d go Ad- 
miral Thomas, in command of the British 
squadron in the Pacific, arrived at Honolulu. 
He disavowed the act of Lord Paulet and or- 
dered that the British flag be taken down. 
Soon afterwards his government approved 
his action. : ‘i 

Admiral Thomas§became an immense, fa- 
vorite with the Hawaiians. They thought 
there was nobody like him. The King decided 
to give him a splendid banquet at the palace. 
But the King’s knowledge of topics such as 
Admiral Thomas would be likely to discuss at 
the banquet was limited, So Dr. Judd ar- 
ranged that the King and the Admiral 
should sit opposite each other, while 
he would sit beside the King. Admiral 
Thomas, who was known to be fond of talk- 
ing, was to be allowed to monopolize the con- 
versation. The King was to say merely yes 
or‘no. Dr. Judd was to kick him on the 
right shin when he should say yes and on the 
left shin when he should say no. 

The afternoon before the banquet the doc- 
tor coached the King carefully and the King 
said he understoud, 

The banquet was really sumptuous, The 
Admiral‘ was much pleased with the well- 
meant and well-cooked compliment to 
himself. The King also was in his best 
humor. 

By and by, when the edge was taken off 
appetite, the Admiral began to talk about 
public topics, and frequently he would appeal 
to the King to know if he didn’t think just 
that way, too. 

At the first question Dr. Judd kicked the 

King’s right shin under the table and the 
King promptly answered no to the Admiral’s 
question, According to the prearranged code 
he should have said yes. Dr. Judd gave him 
another kick and he hastily said yes. But a 
minute later the King got mixed again and 
tne doctor’s kicks confused him more than 
ever. 
The King made so many mistakes that the 
doctor was, busy throughout the banquet kick- 
ing his shins. And his vexations at the 
King’s mistakes caused him to kick pretty 
hard, too, 

But the Kmg was a King, sure enough 
mindful of his dignity. He never kicked 
back, nor did he cast one cross look at Dr. 
Judd. He merely listened to the Admiral and 
stniled and said *“*vo”’ when he should have 
said *‘yes,”’ and “‘yes”’ when he should have 
said “no.” The signals were inextricably 
mixed in. his mind. 

When the banquet was over it was found 
that the King’s shoes were full of blood, and 
his shins were gashed like a freshly pounded 
tenderloin stexk by the toes of Dr. Judd’s 
stout boots. He had tu be carried to his bed 
and he was so lame he could not walk again 
for two weeks. 

But the King was the right sort. He had 
true grit, He said to Dr. Judd, in Hawaiian: 

‘*You did right. It was my fault. I got 
mixed—but you kicked pretty hard.”’

HIS LARGE SECOND HAND TO FAOIL- 
ITATE RACE GAMBLING. 


Through Agents and by the. Expeditious 
Use of Telegraph Wires He Proposes to 
Place Betting on Every Horse Course 
in the Reach of the Sportively In- 
clined, However Remote They May Be 
from His Base of Operations on La 
Salle Street. 


The Metropolitan Jockey club, licensed to 
incorporate to operate a driving park and 
club house, issued at Springfield Satur. 
day, is apparently not going to leap into the 
field to occupy the vacuum left by the passing 
of Garfield Park—at least not immediately. 
But it is going to operate a betting scheme, 
which like the Heathen Chinee in: more re. 
spects than one is peculiar, That is, Andrew 
J. Teevine, the chief promotor of the club, says 
it is, though he asserts the scheme is not only 
not peculiar, but bound to be a great conven- 
ience to those sportively inclined. 

Up on the fourth floor of a La Salle street 
building Teevine occupies two offices, One is 
titted up as a broker’s office with black boards 
on which are chalked quotations of grain and 
stocks. Through a door leading out of this 
room the caller enters the headquarters of the 
Metropolitan Jockey club—that is, when he 
gets in, which isn’t often. Teevine usually 
comes out whena visitor calls. He told a 
caller yesterday about the Metropolitan 
Jockey club. It did not intend to build a 
track, he said. That intention was expressed 
in the incorporation papers only as a form. 


The Club’s Betting Scheme. 


“The club proposes to- place bets on races 
at all or any of the tracks in the country,” 
said Teevine. ‘‘We will take the post odds, 
notify our customers, and_ telegraph their 
bets. That’sall there is toit. Our custom 
ers are people who can’t get time to attend to 
their betting. Our agents get them. They 
write their bet# on a slip and give theirmoney 
to our agents. The agents notify us and we 
place bets. No, our agents do not give bet- 
tors receipts for their money, nor do we give 
the agents any receipt for the money they 
turnin, As to what charice our bettors have if 
the agents run away with the money? Why, 
you see, our customers know the agents. We 
eharge 5 per cent on winnings. When a cus- 
.tomer loses there is no commission, 

**No, we do not take bets—we place them. 
We wouldn't even accept a bet to place in this 
offive. A man cdme here the other day who 
wanted to bet $500, I told him he Must do 
it through one of our agents.”’ 


Wouldn’t Let Shaw’s Shop Kun, 


Frank Shaw started a poolroom on Clark 
street a year or two ago, the operation of 
which included ostensibly the utilization of 
private telegraph wires in placing bets. The 
police were coldly skeptical and swooped 
down on Shaw several times for running a 
pool-room and carted the occupants of the 
room to the station, 

Teevine says he does not think the police 
will interfere with him and that they would 
find nothing wrong if they did. As mych of 
Teevine’s room as could be seen through a 
crack in the door did not appear to be 
equipped with the paraphernalia of the ordi- 
nary pool-rogm. There were no telegraph in- 
struments in sight, although Teevine says he 
telegraphs bets instantly they are ordered. 
There was, however, a big pile of postage 
stamps on the desk and a woman seated there- 
at addressing envelopes. Teevine says he 
proposes to have representatives in all sec- 
tions. It was suggested yesterday that the 
employment of agents was a shrewd move, if 
it was desired to shift responsibility. They 
give no receipts to bettors. Teevine has no 
eommunication with the latter save through 
agents. 

Teevine last winter tried to get upa winter 
book on the West Side. His plan included 
the establishment of agencies in country 
towns. Hesuys he abandoned this for the 
present scheme.

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obeys at the pleasure of his rider. For in- 
stance, a touch on the left side of his neck 
with the rein-and he goes left; the pressure of 
a hand on the right side of his neck and he turns 
to the right. A tightening of the rein and he 
breaks into a canter. Loosen the rein and 
he drops into a trot. .And the code of signals, 
like military tactics, is nearly universal 
throughout a country. Else there might be 
some inconvenience to riders of various 
schools. 


The order of learning to ride proceeds from 
the use of bits and lines, curb and snaffle, to 
how to huld the reins, to manage the horse, to 


to sit, and then the gaits. 


The selection of outfitting for the horse is 
largely a matter of taste and depends some- 
what upon the horse to be ridden. Black bridle 
and saddle are always in good form, but light 
tan is permissible, or even white for ladies is 
often préferred, as they are not so liable to 
soil the gloves or habits. But a gentleman 
avoids the conspicuous just as he would in 
dress. The rein is worn long, so that ip case 
it slips or is jerked from the hand there is a 
chance to catch it again. Bits used depend 
upon the temperament of the animal ridden, 
extra precaution being taken for ladies. 

Of the saddies the newest thing to’be used 
for ladies has but two horns, the leaping and 
the left one. The right is discarded as use- 
less and cumbersome. Its old use was to 
prevent the rider falling over backward; 
but even for this it was inef- 
ficient. The leaping horn, which 
curves over the ieft knee, answers this 
purpose and much more. It prevents the 
rider from being thrown over the horse’s head 
and steadies her in the saddle. This new sad- 
dle also is open over the horse’s withers, the 
tree being small and far back, thus adding to 
the coo!ness and comfort of the horse and pre- 
venting sore back. 

Men’s saddles are small and flat, with plain 
open stirrups with hinge to prevent being 
dragged in case of accidents, 


As to habits, the ones seen this spring vary 
but slightiy from the general rule except that 
there is more of a tendency toa combined 
waistcoat and vest with open neck for shirt or 
bright neck-piece. These are &C- 
counted more becoming and com- 
fortable than the old style high stiff 
collar. It is necessary, however, with these 
to wear a chamois or other chest protector, 
as with rapid riding the air coming in contact 
with the lungs is liable to cause pneumonia or 
throat difficulties. For ordinary morning 
wear derby hats or soft hats made 
of the same material as _ the habit 

permissible, with gauntlet gloves. 
But for full dress afternoon outfits 
only silk hats, patent leather boots, and giacé 
mousquetaire gloves to match the costume 
are considered properly swell, 

The most satisfactory material for habits is 
broadcloth, and the color s‘left to the dis- 
cretion of the wearer, although there is an un- 
written rule which says only black, dark 

reen, or blue, and of these black is the ultra, 
aus and light shades are left to the misses. 


For men’s morning wear heavy tweed or 
even velvet for those so inclined is perinisst- 
ble with leggings or high-top boots. Velvet 
or corduroy coats are accounted comforta ble 
because their weight holds them in place and 
prevents the wind from caricaturing the 
wearer. But for afternoon the suit must be 
black. So says the oracle. Leggings are 
discarded and the close-fitting trousers 
are held down by a strap beneath 
the heel of the patent leather shoe. The coat 
is short, close-fitting, and buttoned tightly 
over the chest up to within a few inches of 
the chin, where spotless linen finishes it. Silk 
hats are also worn, but of a lower crown than 
for evening wear. The gloves way be worn 
to match the color of one’s own horse or that 
of the lady to be accompauied.

Without presuming to discuss the medicinal 
virtues or properties of the drug it is proper 
to state that its merits have been grossiy 
exaggerated. Its value in certain kinds of 
surgery is frankly conceded. But the fact is 
patent that it is an absolutely dangerous drug 
in the hands of ignorance, and the skillful 
physician and surgeon have need to use it 
with greatest caution.

Liszt admired Wagner's work, but hesitated 
as tothe expediency of bringing it forward. 
Certain alike in her convictions and in the ad- 
visability of performance, the advice of the 
Princess prevailed, the consent of the Grand 
Duke was obtained, and **‘ Lohengrin” allowed 
a hearing Aug. 28, 1850. 

To this feminine source is also due the 
term ** music of the future,’’ even now large- 
ly employed in relation to Wagner's work, 
although the sense in which it was originally 
used can no longer be said to prevail. It was 
during a conversation with the eminent critic 
Brendel and in reply to his assertion that 
‘*Lohengrin’’ was far in advance of the 
times and had been brought forward too soon 
that ehe retorted: , 

‘Then let us make music for the future.” 

At the suggestion of Brendel, made later, 
‘*New German School’ was accepted asa 
substitute, although it cannot be said to have 
gained as universal adoption as the term ap- 
plied by the Princess. 

In this book it is claimed by the author that 
Liszt reduced to a system the inethoua of 
conducting inaugurated by Beethoven. 
The explanation is based upon the 
principle that before Beethoven’ the 
beauty of all instrumental music was 
based on beauty of form and intellectual! 
resfrictedness. With the freedom, poetry of 
imagination, and dramatic element introduced 
by Beethoven, there arvuse a necessity for 
other method in conducting. It was no 
longer simply the beating of time, but an in- 
dicatiung of the phrasing of passages. Liszt, 
however, maintained the theory that this 
‘‘pantomimie conducting’ should be con- 
fined to rehearsal and the orchestra be so 
thoroughly conversant with the ideas of the 
director as to need only occasional hints. 

Of amusing anecdotes the book contains an 
excellent share. Itisrelated that a certain 
young composer brought to Liszt for exami- 
nation a sonata written in one movement, 
after the master’s design. Liszt, pen in hand, 
began to point out the shortcomings of the 
work. Directing attention to a strained 
modulation, he said: ‘This will not do.” 
“Why not, it sounds quite well,’’ replied 
the young composer. “No, it |: will 
not do, and ought not to be 
so.”’ A dispute ensued. Suddenly 
Liszt rose from his chair and advancing to- 
wards his unconvinced pupil, filliped the pen- 
ful of ink on his white waistcoat, remarking: 
‘* That, too, will do, but it ought not to be 
so,”

The Deutsche Rundschau, in which the 
reminiscences’ of the noted musical critic 
Hanslick are now running. contains in the 
number for the current month an unusually 
interesting installment. Of the ** Waeht am 
Rhein ”’ this writer says: ‘** Austria occu- 
pied, as is of course known, neutral ground 
during the France-German war of 1870-'71, 
but the bond of brotherhood of speech 
made itself evident in the rejoicing 
at every German victory. The  offi- 
cial protection of neutrality went so far 
in Vienna that the singing of the ** Wacht am 
Rhein’’ was forbidden by the police. It was 
not allowed to figure on any program, but 
in every concert given by the numerous sing- 
ing societies it was so stormily demanded on 
the part of the audience that, notwithstanding 
its prohibition, it was sung three and four 
times in succession.”’ 

Regarding Mme. Minnie Hauk he has a 
word to say, which applies with equal force 
to many other artists: ‘* Her natural appear- 
ance and voice suited perfectly to the brighter 
opera roles. She soon forsook them, how. 
ever, for tragic parts. and the charming 
Zerlina, Angela, and Madelaine essayed to 
shine as Gretchen, Leonora, and _  Se- 
lika. It is an old diseovery that 
artists of either sex who attain to excellent 
things in comic or bright réles regard them- 
selves at once as destined for tragic parts. 
During one of the iast engagements of 
Adelina Pattiin Vienna I said to her, * You 
should once morasing the Zerlina in *“ Don 
Juam.’’ Whereupon she replied somewhat 
piqued: ‘I would only appear in *''‘Don Juan” 
as Denna Anna. I am no bufta.’ Thus it 
also happened when Minnie Hauk returned to 
us in more serious réles it was not with the 
same success that she achieved in comic 
opera.”’ | 

Reealling Gounod Hanslick says: ‘‘ As soon 
as he had completed ‘* Polyeucte’ he began 
upon another opera with great enthusiasm. 
Like most composers he-always reyarded his 
last work as his best. His religious tempera- 
ment found in Corneille’s * Polyeucte” the 
long sought material out of which he could 
shape un ceuvre apostolique. In reality the 
work is a mixture of the worldly and the 
sacred, and not fully satisfactory from either 
point of view.’’ In fegard to ** Polyeucte”’ 
Gounod but a short time before his death, 
in October, 1893, assured a friend that the 
time was not yet come for an appreciation 
of that opera. ‘‘ What a happy thing for 
Gounod,”’ says Hanslick, ‘* that he could carry 
the comfort of self-deception into the grave 
with him.”’

DEMOCRATIC VIEW OF CLEVELAND, 


The first rehearsal of yt singers forming 


Democrats in Complete Control, and Gro- 
ver Runs the Machine. 

New York Sun: The Democracy came in 
under the leadership of a man who was thor- 
oughly trusted by a great majority of Demo- 
crats in all parts of the land, and was blindly 
worshiped by not a few, His power for good 
or for evil over the destiny of the party was 
enormous one year ago. re is scarcely 
anything in political history like the gen- 
eral confidence and enthusiasm which ac- 
companied - Grover Cleveland to the 
threshold of the White House.

His 
ndividual will with regard to tarif— refor m 
coincided with tne party’s declaration and 
the Nation’s decroe. What if his courage 
was near akin to obstinacy?- All. the - more 
prospect that obstacles would be overborne 
in quick order and the goal reached by the 
shorcest road. Whatif his notions were so 
cloudy respecting the codrdinate functions 
of Executive and Legislature -that- he re- 
garded himself as a President with a Con- 
gress on his hands? All the more reason 
for expecting that the masterful spirit -would 
tolerate no deviation from the straight pat 
but would keep his hands on Congress unti 
duty had been done, 

These expectations have been so far justiflea 
that at every step in the progress of tariff 
legislation since Congress metin extra seasion 
last summer the controlling influence the 
dominating will have been those of the Presi- 
dent. He took a hand in the Speakership 
contest, in order that he might have a hand-in 
the formation of committees.

The guides, Scheiber and Fiegel, could not be

There was imminent danger here, as in many 
places the bed was: not frozen and an 
avalanche might occur without previous 
warning insome of the passes.. Very steep 
and slippery cliffs would also have to be 
scaled before the glacier summit of the Hoch- 
foch could be reached. We left our ‘ski’ be- 
hind in Vent, but our sharp snow-hoops 
proved useful here. 

‘it was not long before we passed the 
Rofener Hof, the last inhabited house, and 
we were traveling on the brook-bed of the 
Rofer Acho, and the prospects were not at all 
inviting. Small and large holes gaped all 
along the path through the thin ice from 
which resounded the dismal! gurgle of the 
black water while we'picked our way over mas- 
sive stone blocks with thin layers of snowand 
over large ice-polished rocks. There was 
many a tumble which threatened to bury us 
in deep snow-beds, and many a aslio which 
might have ended disastrously into some deep 
water hole or roaring cataract were it not for 
the timely intervention of our sturdy guides. 
All these inconveniences and perils were 
but a bagatelle compared with the 
fear of being overwhelmed by a 
‘lawine’ from the left, which would drag us 
along into the unfathomabile-schiund. For 
five long hours we struggled through the 
Mausfali (mousetrap). the guides carefully 
testing every step on the snow, steering clear 
of the open spaces and climbing the rocks 
whenever they failed tc feel bottom. At last 
we ascended the steep summit through deep 
snow and ice to the hospice, a large empty 
hut in the rear of the giacier for the accom- 
modation of Alpine tourists. who desire to 
spend the night under roof, The guides were 
soon at work removing the four feet of snow 
which was piled in front of the door, a fire 
was built in the primitive stove, and goon our 
soup was boiling. 

‘* The scene here over the lofty heights is 
indescyibably magnificent. Here, amid the 
imposing grandeur of nature, man feels his 
mizerabie smaliness. Behind us, towering 
nearly 12,000 feet above the level of the sea, 
the majestic glacier, enwrapping cnormous 
snow reservoirs, the bright moon reflecting 
on a glorious array of natural prismatic 
mirrors. .

WHY BEER KEGS ARE MADE S80 STOUT. 


They Are Handled as the Baggage-Smasher 
Handles Trunks. 

It takes a long while for a beer keg to wear 
out. It hasa tough constitution and is pro- 
tected from internal decay by a coat of pure 
and hard pitch. The pitch used on the modern 
keg is much superior to that formerly used. 
Itis clear, tasteless, and tough. An empty 
beer keg will stand a great many hard knocks 
before the pitch scales off. The kegs wear 
out, when they do wear, externally. They are 
wetand dry alternately and this promotes 
decay. Then ‘they get a great deal of un- 
necessary banging around between the time 


they leave the brewery and are 
brought back again. Everybody, from 
the river and railroad and _ steam- 


boat hands down to the barkeepers, seems to 
think the kegs are indestructible. A whole 
carload of empty kegs is frequently thrown 
from the car down tothe ground, A single 
empty keg is often thrown fifteen feet. It 
really isn’t necessary to make the kegs as 
heavy, so far as the keeping of the beer is con- 
cerned. They began by being made heavy in 
the old days. The brewers then deemed it 
absolutely requisite to make them that way 
to withstand the pressure of the beer. The 
very fact that they were made heavy and 
clumsy subjected them to rough handling. 
Now they have to be made heavy and extra 
material has: to be put into the heads and 
staves simply because of this handling and 
not from any danger on account of the in- 
ternal) pressure of the beer. It is not the 
breakage or decay of the kegs that bothers the 
brewers. It is the frequent and entirely un- 
necessary loss of\the kegs. You would be 
surprised to hear'the number of kegs and 
half-barrels a big brewery. will lose in a year. 
It runs into the thousands attimes. No or- 
dinary precautions can check this loss. Charg- 
ing for the keg and giving a rebate for the re- 
turn would accomplish something in that di- 
rection, but there is too much lively competi- 
tion in the business for any onetodare such 
an experiment. 

** I don’t think that there are many brewers 
in this country who would stoop low enough 
to erase brands and use another brewer's 
kegs,”’ said a brewer, ** but it has been done, 
even tu the extent of putting new heads in the 
stolen kegs. A quarter-barrel is worth $2.50, 
and it doesn’t look to me that it would pay a 
man to steal such a petty thing as that. What 
becomes of the beer kegs then?’ Justtry to 
think and teil meif you have ever been ata 
boating or yachting resortin this country 
where you did not see one or two or perhaps 
a score of beer kegs bobbingon the waves 
ss buoys to mark a course or as moor- 
ings for boats. That means thousands of beer 
kegs, only’a few of which have been bought 
from the brewer. They bob upon the waves 
for a year or twoand then become water- 
logged and sink, to be replaced by fresh kegs. 
I’ve got a suspicion that the Italians are to 
blame for the, disappearance of many of our 
kegs. | Then occasionally in the summer 
we hear of lager beer kegs being vwsed 
for making home brews with root beer 
extracts. ‘This is an illegitimate use for the 
kegs, and I’m puzzled to understand how 
anybody that would muke or drink root beer 
could ever get hold of a beer keg except by 
swiping it from a saloon alley at night.”’ 


STRANGE STORY OF THE CIVIL WAR, 
Ben Jordan's Vendetta Decimated the Able- 
Bodied Men of Fannin County. 

Connected with the killing of Mrs. Hughes’ 
husband is one of the strangest stories of the 
civil war, says the Atlanta Constitution. In 
Fannin County there lived and flourished a 
fellow fained far and wide as ‘* Daredevil 
Ben.’ He was the Brombones of the com- 
munity and his exploits extended all over 
North Georgia. Sprung from a prominent 
family, which boasted of its Bourbon biood, 
and rich in the possession of worldly goods, 
he was the leading spirit in a crowd of jovial- 
hearted fellows who lived only for fun and 
frolic. 

When the toesin of war first sounded Ben 
Jordan responded speedily. Organizing a 
company at once he hastened to the scene of 
the conflict. Inthe battles throughout Vir. 

inia there were no braver spirits than Ben 

ordan’s men. Several times he fell wounded, 
fighting in the thick of the fray. His many 
deeds of reckless daring won the ad. 
miration of all the officers and his un- 
shrinking valor endeared him to the hearts of 
the men. One day shortly after the battie of 
Gettysburg he received a letter notifying him 
of his mother’s death and telling huw his 
home had been burned. Jordan immediately 
made application fora leave of absence. This, 
however. could not be obtained, as the order 
revoking all leaves of absence anda refusing 
thereafter all furioughs had just before been 
issued. Then, according to the tale told by 
an old Fannin County citizen, Jordan, with 
his characteristic boldness, went before Gen. 
Longstreet. 

He explained to the General how he had 
heard of the death of his mother and the 
burnmg of his home and asked a leave of ab- 
sence. Longstrect replied that he sympa- 
thized with him, but the orders must be 
obeyed no matter what the circumstances 
were, and he was forced to refuse the request. 
Jordan bowed and left the tent. The next 
morning he was emg Some time after 
he turned up near his old home, in Fannin 
County, to tind things even worse than re- 
ported. Nothing remained except the land 
upon which the ruins of his ancestral man- 
sion were standing. 

Driven to desperation, he swore revenge. 
From his sister he got the names of the twen- 
ty-five men, who, it was said, sy:npathizing 
with the Union side alter seeing the inevita- 
ble result of the war, began to commit deeds 
of violence in their neighborhood. It was 
this gang which burned Jordan’s honse. He 
did not return to Virginia. When the surren- 
der was made and peave declared all of his 
old companions came home. To several of 
them he related his tale. They swore tostand 
by him, and the vendetta was formed. Upon 
a Bible each took a solemn oath to kill all of 
the men whose names were on the list. 

How well they succeeded any of the old 
people up in Fannin can tell you. As each 
man was killed Jordan wvuuld check his name 
of the list. In some mysterious way the ven- 
detta was divulged. Jordan disappeared, and 
since then has never been heardfrom. Among 
the names on thelist of those who were 
murdered was that of Dallas Hughes, the hus- 
band ot Mrs. Betty Hugbes, whose pension 
old man Hunter will suffer for.

Mr. Levy Mayer, who has been called in to 
assist Larry Boyle, the- $4,000 attorney of 
the Election Board, tg argue against the pro- 
duction of the ballots before the special grand 
jury, has caused to be published that “ in case 
the three Judges (Tuley, Adams, and Sears) 
deny the petition for|a writ of habeas corpus 
and remand the Election Commissioners to 
the custody of the Sheriff they will obey 
Judge Chetlain’s order and submit the ballots 
to the inspection of the grand jury rather than 
go to jail.” Mr, Mayer has an abiding faith 
in the partisanship of one or thé other of the 
two Democratic Judges. It will be observed 
that it is only in the event of the three Judges 
denying the petition that Gus Hutchings, Kee- 
nan, etal. will submit the ballots. But even 
then another Judge| would have to be con- 
sulted. Hutchings would never surrender the 
ballots unless Judge Scales advised him to do 
so, but he weuld never goto jail. That would 
neverdo. Somebody would pay the $1,000 
fine for him. Mayor Hopkins has some 


wealthy and liberal friends. 
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WHY THE BALLOTS ARE REFUSED. 
The charge has been made before the grand 
jury that the judges and clerks of election in 
some of the precincts of the Twenty-uinth 


elections. These officers are the appointees 
of the Election Commissioners and of Judge 
Scales.. Whatever reflects on those officers 
reflects on those who selected them and who 
can dismiss them. Suppose the Election 
Commissioners and Judge Scales knew these 
men were innocent, that they had counted the 


ballots correctly, and made an accurate re- 


turn of the result,and that’ a reéxamination 
ef the ballots would not only prove them 
guiltless but would dispose of these reiterated 
charges that Mayor Hopkins and the Demo- 
eratie South Town officers were not lected 
honestly. And suppose further the grand 
jurors were to say they did not care to pursue 
the investigation and make that thorough ex- 
amination which would/enable them to report 
that these allegations of fraud were baseless. 
What would the Election Commissioners and 
Judge Scales do in such a case? 

They would go straightway to the grand 
jury room and demand 4 hearing. When they 
got it they would say: ‘Statements have 
been made to you defaming the character of 
some of our subordinates, men for whose 
choice and conduct we are answerable. When 
they are slandered weare slandered, We have 
with us the sealed packages which contain the 
We de- 
mand that you open and examine them, and 
then teil the public the facts, so that these 
men who have poured lies into your ears may 
be put toshame. We demand this not merely 
in the name of the men who have been 
libeled but in that of a great party which has 
been maligned and of members of it who 
have been unjustly accused of holding offices 
won for them by cheating.” 

Inspired by the high consciousness of inno- 
cence the Commissioners and the Judge would 
have insisted, and the grand jury would have 
yielded. When that body had reported to the 
Judge under whom it served that the aspersed 
election judges and clerks had done their 
work with the accuracy and integrity of cal. 
culating machines, then these wronged Com- 
missioners, judges, and clerks, assuming the 
offensive, would have begun suits for 
slander or libel against’ the men who 
had borne false witness against them, wheth- 
er they were Republican bystinders at the 
polis or members of the Republican Execu- 
tive committee, and also against the papers 
which had calumniated them. Men act thus 
who know the value of a | spotless chatacter; 
and resent an attempt to smirch it. 

Suppose on the other hand the custodians 
of ballots knew or feared that an examination 
of them would be likely to reveal the guilt of 
their appointees, to lead to their indictment 
and punishment, and to impeach the title to 
office of members of their party, what course 
would they be apt to pursue if a demand were 
made on them by a grand jury for these fata 
ballots? They would tury first to their lawyer, 
for some excuse for not complying with the 
demand made on them, and he, equally anx- 
ious that there should be \no investigation with 
ugly consequences, would call to his assist- 
ance the highest-priced, sharpest, and most 
technical lawyer he could find to assist him 
in defeating this attempt to examine into 
frauds, the commission of which had _ been 
charged openly. 

Between them they would conjure up a de- 
fense. Where not expressly limited by statute 
the powers of the grand jury are very broad. 
It can inquire as to the commission of any 
offense triable before the Judge to whom they 
report. Yet these lawyers would tell the 
court that by implication the Legislature had 
taken from the grand jury the power to in- 
quire whether the offense of making false re- 
turns by election judges and clerks had been 
committed, and had declared by implication 
that certain election crimes should remain 
unpunished uniess the tender consciences of 
Twenty-ninth Ward Democrats tormented 
them so much that they had to confess their 
guilt to ease their minds. 

These lawyers would tell thé court that 
since the Legisiature said the ballots might 
be inspected in a civil suit involving the right 
to hold the office of Alderman or Constable, 
Supervisor or Town Clerk, therefore the Leg- 
islature meant to say that they could not be 
looked at in a criminai suit where the liberty 
and property of men were involved, or where 
it was alleged that a crime had been com.

These lawyers would say that the Legislature 
ranked the salary of an office above the 
right to cast a vote and have it counted. 

These lawyers would say that since a suit 
Was pending in the courts—-say that of Swift 
versus Hopkins now before Judge Scales—it 
would injure one of the parties to that suit if 
‘the ballots which might be counted in that

‘jury in the custody of the Commissioners, 
were examined in their presence by the grand 
jurors, and then carried off again by their 
legal custodians. They would not say who 
would be injured, or how he wouid be injured, 
| simply say injury would ensue.

ates is in California and nothing can be done 
till he returns. Application was made some 
weeks ago fora recount of certain Twenty- 
ninth Ward ballots, It-has not been granted 
yet by Judge Scales, nor is there any likeli- 
hood it will be. Thus while the lawyer who 
represents the Commissioners is saying on the 
North Side that the ballots must not be looked 
at by the grand jury because it would inter- 
fere with their use in the civil suit, Judge 
Scales, who appoints the Commissioners, is 
hindering their use in that civil suit.

The readers of the papers know well what

Has that 
course been such as to indicate that they had 
unswerving confidence in the integrity of 
their subordinates or that they had an uneasy 
fear that an inspection of :the ballots might 
open the doors of the penitentiary to the tools 
of Democratic politicians and perhaps to 
those politicians themselves; that it would 
show that various Democrats were holding 
offices which belonged rightfully to others, 
and that it would prove the truth of the Re- 


publican charges that great frauds were com-’ 


mitted by the Democrats at recent elections? 
The people are intelligent enough to form an 
opinion for themselves. 
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BEST HELP FOR THE POOR... 

The poor man’s coal costs him twice as 
much as is paii for the same weight by the 
millionaire, and the poor man’s loaf is apt to 
be far leas in weight than it ought to be. He 
pays two prices for the milk he buys for his 
children, and often gets it stale and polluted 
at that. The rent of his tenement commonly 
yields its owner about twice the rate of inter- 
est that is obtainable on fine residence prop- 
erty, and the building is constructed with just 
as little regard to sanitary regulations as the 
law allows. To have the daily wage meet the 
daily wants is a struggle, and in hard times it 
becomes too much even for the strongest. 
How to lighten that struggle is one of the 
greatest problems of our time. 

These remarks begin an article in the North 
American Review for May, in which Nathan 
Straus reports the success of his efforts to re- 
lieve some of the distress in the city of New 
York during the last sixteen months. He 
opened two coal yards, began by giving his 
customers 20 pounds for five cents, and after- 
wards increased the weight to 25 pounds. 
Whea he started the coal peddlers and retail 
dealers were charging from 10 to 14 cents for 
a small measure, a price equivalent to from 
$12 to $16 per ton. In the early part of last 
year his coal cost him $4.8714¢ per ton, and 
he got $5 for it.. Later it cost him $4.25, and 
he got $4 for it. The labor necessary for 
handling’ and accounting was left out of the 
calculation, In the summer of 1893 he 
opened a depot where pure milk, both in its 
natural and sterilized form, was sold at cost, 
extreme care being taken to procure milk 
from untainted sources. This was-sold at 4 
cents a quart for pure, 1}¢ cents per bottle 
for sterilized pure, one cent pef six ounce bot- 
tle for diluted, and one cent per glass for 
pure. Last winter, with the aid of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, a large central depot was 
opened at No. 345 Grand street, at which the 
following articles were sold in five cent quan- 
tities: Coal, 25 pounds; teu, 6 ounces; bread, 
two loaves; coffee, six ounces; sugar, 1'¢ 
pounds; flour, 3'¢ pounds. At these prices 
$107,136 was taken in during the three 
months énding with March, as many as 24,- 
000 five cent tickets being sold in one day. 

Another feature of the benevolent work was 
the establishment of three lodging-houses, in 
which 52,776 men had shelter and breakfast 
in the eleven weeks ending with last March. 
Each lodger was furnished with a comforta- 
ble cot, which was provided with a leather 
coves, a pillow and pillow case, a pair of 
sheets, and a pair of warm blankets. In ad- 
dition to this bed each lodger had a breakfast 
of as much bread as he could eat and coffee 
as he could drink. The price charged for bed 
and breakfast| was only five cents, and 473 
were admitted without paying that. During 
eight weeks of the time accommodations 
were provided for women on the same terms, 
and 3,286 took the benefit of the arrange- 
ment, of whom 137 were lodged free. 
Only two rules were made for the government 
of the lodging-houses. No intoxicated per. 
sons were admitted, and ajl disorderly ones 
were promptly ejected. No distinction was 
made on account of creed or color, no ques- 
tions were asked, and no investigation was 
made of the character or antecedents of appli- 
cants for admission. But everybody was ex- 
pected to be in bed by 7:30, no talking was 
permitted after that, and every one was made 
to feel that it was for his or her own interest to 
have order strictly maintained. Notonce'’was 
it necessary to cail ina policeman to main- 
tain order, and the services of a detective or 
‘** bouncer”’ were dispensed with. “ This is a 
record which cannot be excelled by the best 
hotel in the city.”” Evidently tramps and pro- 
fessional beggars did not want to sub- 
mit to the discipline, and the houses 
were resorted to by few except the 
really deserving poor. That these people, 
thus lodged at night, should not be compelled 
to go hungry by day,a lunch counter was 
opened, at which a large sandwich of corned 
beef and bread and a bowl of coffee was 
served for two cents, or the coffee end bread 
without the meat for one cent. Everybody 
who had two cents was made weleome, and 
there always was enough to eat. The custom- 
ers were as orderly and weli behaved as those 
at the most pretentious lunch counter, and 
went away with as little feeling of having 
been the recipients of charity as the men 
whoa few blocks away paid 80 cents for a 
sma.ler ration of bread, meat, and coffee, | 

This point was kept prominently in view in 
ail the departments. The purpose was to 
make the customers feel that instead of re- 
ceiving a favor they were conferring one, that 
they should suppose there was a small profit 
in the business and thus be inno way con- 
scious of any element of charity in it. Mr. 
Straus reasoned thata workingman tem po- 
rarily deprived of the means of earning a liv. 
ing and brought face to face with starvation 
for himself and family should not be treated 
as if he were-a pauper. Any form of char. 
itable organization which defines him as such | 
is merely an influence to. degrade him.

Another most important fact is developed 
by this experiment in relieving poverty.

of quantity, would iad vesiitatel the differ- 

ence between profit and loss on all the arti- 
cles of daily use which were sold at the yards 
and stores under the terms mentioned, this 
statement not making any allowance for the 
cost of fitting up for business. In other 
words, it would be possible to sell food and 
fuel to the poor, with a moderate profit, at an 
enormous reduction from the prices they now 
are Gompelled to pay for about all they con- 
sume. This deduction is in line with the 
point more than once made by Tue 
Tripung, that the walking delegates and 
other officiajs who profess to wish to act for 

the good of workmgmen could do far more 
for their benefit by helping the toilers to pur- 
chase cheaply than by originating strikes. 
The latter kind of effort does vast harm; the 
other would inure immensély to the benefit 
of the working classes by increasing the 
effective power of every dollar they have to 
spend for the sustenance and comfort of 
themselves and families. 


WANTED—AN HONORABLE COUNTY JUDGE 

Many of the local Republican leaders, it is 
reported, are discussing the advisability of 
wording the call for their county cénvention 
80 as to provide for the nomination of the 
candidate for County Judge first. The idea 
seems to be that in this way a good selec- 
tion can be made. The delegates at the open- 
ing of the convention will have a larger sense 
of responsibility and will be in a calmer and 
more serious mood, it is believed, than later 
on, after the excitement of more than one 
close contest in the convention. Be this as it 
may, it is gratifying to note that the leaders 
realize the duty, not to say necessity, of mak- 
ing a strong nomination for the County Judge- 
ship. From the Republican point of view 
certainly that is the most important county 
office to be filled this fall. The Demo- 
crats have the County Judge now-—and 
such a Judge! He hasgiven the party man- 
agers absolute control of the election machin- 
ery, and he appears to have placed himself at 
their disposal also, The result is that we have 
not had an honest election in Chicago for 
three years, and this fall matters promise to 
be worse rather than better. Two years ago 
the Republicans had some protection against 
fraud through the Federal Supervisors of 
Election and the Deputy Marshals. The law 
governing their appointment has been re- 
pealed, and next November we will be at the 


» mercy largely of the Scales Election Commis- 


sioners and Judges and the Hopkins political 
policemen, To win the Republicans must 
have a inajority so large that even case-hard- 
ened ballot-box stuffers and fraudulent ma- 
nipulators, will not dare to attempt a counting 
out, and measures must be taken for future 
protection through the election of an honest 
and capable lawyer as County Judge. 

It is useless to expect fair play so long as 
Judge Scaies manages the election machinery. 
In arrogant defiance of the law he has ap- 
pointed three Democrats as Election ‘Com.

begging Democratic attorney of the Election 
Board, The board. thus made solidly Demo- 
cratic through the appointmentof Hutchings, 
has appointed election judges and clerks in 
aefiance of the law, without proper examina- 
tion as to their character and qualifications, 
and the County Judge, also in defiance of the 
law, has confirmed those appvintihents with- 
out giving the timely notice provided by the 
statute for the examination of the list and 
for protest if necessary. 

The result has been wholesale, Unblushing, 
rascally, wicked fraud. It has been left to 
the daffy newspapers to demonstrate that 
many of the Judges thus improperly ap- 
pointed by the Democratic Election Board 


and confirmed with unseemly and illegal, 


haste by the County Court have beer jail 
birds, convicts, and bad characters. It re- 
mained for the recent grand jury and the pres- 
eut one to demonstrate the vicious and reck- 
less character of many of the others. Those 
men thus appointed in a partisan and illegal 
spirit have stuffed the registers, made false 
counts, have taken votes illegally, have aided 
in cheating men fairly elected out of the 
offices for which the people selected them, 
and have counted in men who were not elected. 
When it is attempted to right the wrong, 
to punish the wrong-doers, and to expose the 
fraud, the Election Buard, solidly Democratic 
through the manipulation of the County Judge, 
bars the way, spirits away the telltale ballots 
which are the best evidence of fraud, defies 
the order of the court to produce them, and 
places every obstacle in the way of an honest 
investigation.

This state of things has become intolera- 
ble. The effective remedy is to defeat Frank 
Scales for County Judge next fall and to elect 
some honest, high-minded lawyer who will see 
that the election law is honestly, fairly, de- 
cently, and impartially administered. - The 
presént Election Board is a public scandal. 
Its methods are disgraceful and the present 
County Judge shares in all the evil odium at- 
taching toit. Let us be rid of him. The 
way to defeat him is to nominate the best 
lawyer in the party who will accept the office 
against him.

CONVICTION OF DR. MEYER. 

The conviction of Dr. Henry C. F. Meyer 
in New York upon the charge of murdering 
Ludwig Brandt for the sake of his life insur- 
ance closes the career of one of the most de- 
praved criminals in the unnals of crime. The 
public is familiar with the details of this mur- 
der, and they need not be repeated so far as 
this case is concerned. It is well known, how- 
ever, that Brandt was not the only victim of 
this assassin’s peculiar murderous methods. 
The exact number of people he has killed is 
not known, but itis probable a score of men 
and women have died from his poisons. It is 
of local interest that he began his Borgian 
career in Chicago. In 1877 he married a 
Miss Kirchoff in this city, and shortly after. 
wards established a criminal intimacy with 
one Mrs. Geldermann, whose child he had been 
called upon to attend professionally. Gelder- 
mann himself was the first victim, and his life 
insurance went to Meyer and his mistress. 
Then followed tne death of his bride, whose 
life had been insured in his favor, and shortly 
after that of their child. His next 


attempt was made upon the life of Mrs. Gelder- 
mann after he had married her, but in this he | game questions might be asked, but Tux | 


failed. tas thy shells live’ longer with 


him, and he married again after Mrs. Gelder- 
mann had secured adivorce. Three murders 
grew out of this one episode as well as three 
marriages. Itis believed he has killed others, 
and it is known’ that he has attempted to 
poison three or four more. 

The crimes of this monster of depravity 


were as peculiar as they were horrible. The. 


motive} behind them in nearly every instance 
was to secure tlie life insurance of the victims. 
He would plot quietly and systematically for 
years to induce his victim to take out life in- 
surance and then would slowly poison him or 
her to get the money. The insurance was 
always compuratively small so as- not to 
excite suspicion on the part of the companies. 
In this way he put out of the world wives, 
children, friends, “and others. Evidently his 
passion was to get money, and yet he was not 
a miser, for he spent the money as soon as he 
secured it. He was not a man of much gen- 
eral intelligence, but he appears to have had 
an expert knowledge of poisonous drugs. He 
was not a man of much nerve, for he rarely 
remained long on the scene of his crime and 
fled from one place to another even before 
any suspicions were roused voncerning his 
peculiar operations, 

From the strictly moral point of view he 
was a monster of depravity. He must have 
been born either without a conscience or, if 
he ever had one, he strangled it long ago. In 
the long and dark annals of crime there are 
not many examples of total depravity, but 
Meyer is one of them, for he literally was a 
fiend incarnate, committing his crimes in cold 
blood with no other motive than the desire 
for money upon which to live, Whether his 
case is considered from the theological 
contention that we are all born of 
common parents or from the evolu- 
tionary contention that we have come 
up from the lower animals, Meyer is 
a monstrosity, defying all laws of nature, 
heredity, environment, and human impulse 
and sentiment. His worthless life was saved 
by one maudlin juror, whose action it is hard 
to account for except upon the hypothesis 
that he sympathized with the wretch. Meyer 
therefore was saved from electrocution and 
will spend his days in prison. If he has any 
capacity for reflectian or regret the remainder 
of his life will not be particularly happy. He 
will be placed, however, where he cannot poi- 
son any more people unless it shall happen in 
the future that some Governor of New York 
who isa demagogue, an Anarchist sympa- 
thizer, and a friend of convicted criminals— 
and there are such Governors—pardons him 
vut. In that case electrocution would: have 
been a much better penalty for this inhuman 
wretch, 
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A QUESTION 3 FOR THE ORGANS, 

No doubt the senior and the junior Demo- 
cratic organs when asked if they ’ believe 
** honesty is the best policy’ will answer ir 
the affirmative. If asked the more specific 
question whether they believe that ** honesty 
is the best policy in politics’ probably they 
will both answer in the affirmative. The jun- 
ior organ certainly will, for it has said on 
various occasions that it believed in clean 
political methods, and thought parties should 
be as heedful of law and equity as private in- 
dividuals. \ 

Taking it for granted then that both these 
organs will admit that honesty is the best pol- 
icy in politics as well as in business Tue 
Trisune will proceed to puta further ques- 
tion, prefacing it witha brief statement of 
facts. The last General Assembly, which it is 
admitted was contrelled by the Democrats, 
found it necessary while arranging a new ap- 
portionment to make two districts out of the 
three counties of Kane, Du Page, and Will. 
The census population of the first of these is 
65,061, of the secofid 22,551, and of the 
third 62.007. The Constitution says the 
Legislature may makea district out of a 
county which has four-fifths of a ratio. 
Kane has that number and so has Will. 
The Legislature could make either of them 
a district, but aot both, because in that case 
Du Page would be left out in the cold. It had 
to be attached to either Kane or Will. If put 
with the former one district would have a 
population of 87,612 and the other of 62,007. 
If Du Page were attached to Will that district 
would have a population of 84,558 and the 
other of 65,061. If Du Pageis grouped with 
Kane the difference between the population of 
the two districts is 25,605. If Will and Du 
Page are put together the difference is 19,498, 
or over 20 per cent less, 

The Constitution says districts must “ con- 
tain as nearly as practicable an equal number 
of inhabitants.” Now Tus Trisung would 
like to ask the senior and junior organs 
whether they think these words which begin 
shall contain”’’ have any force or meaning, 
and if so whether they are applicable to the 
case of these two districts which the Legisla- 
ture has made so that they contain as nearly 
as practicable an unequal number of inhab. 
itants. 

If the provision of the Constitution that 
there shall be as near an approach as practica- 
ble to equality of inhabitants and consequent 
equality of representation, and equality of 
voting power ie admitted by the organs to 
mean anything, will they admit that in this 
particular cage it means that DuPage and Will 
should be put together instead of Du Page 
and Kane? Do they deny that it was practica- 
ble to make a change which would have tended 
to equalize population and representation? 
But if it was practicable then it wasa_ viola- 
tion of the Constitution on the part of the 
Legisiature to fail to group the counties in 
accordance with the rules it lays down. 

Are the organs prepared to deny that this 
provision about equality of population is bind- 
ing on the Legislature? If they say this one 
is not binding will they say whether others 
are, and if so, why this is an exception? If 
the Legislature cannot make a district out of 
a county which has less than four-fifths of a 
ratio because the Constitution says it must 
not, how is it that it can make districts which 
are unnecessarily usequal in population, 
when the same section of the Constitution 
says it must not? What is the rule by which 
these organs find out that one‘'shall”’ is to be 
obeyed, and another ig not? Or do they claim 
that the Legislature ig to construe the Consti- 
tution and decide for itself what part of it is 
valid and what invalid? If the Legislature 
were to have put Kane and Will together and 
made Grundy a distriet by itself would they 
deny the power of the Supreme Court to set 
aside such an apportionment? But if the 
court had jurisdiction in one case, it would 
have it in another. 

Supposing the Constitution said nothing 
more on the subject of apportionment than 
to order the Legislature to make fifty-one 
districts, do the organs think it would be 
equitable for the Legislature to make dis- 
tricts with manifestly unnecessary differences 
in voting strength? Do they think it would 
be in accordance with the Democratic princi- 
ple of proportional representation to give 
equal representation to unequal constituen- 
cies when the inequality can be minimized? 
Do these organs and Postmaster Hesing’s 
German organ think it would be fair or hon- 
est or expedient even if the Constitution were 
silent to give to 62,007 men as much voting 
power as 87,612 have? An answer to that 
question will greatly oblige.

make a new one; and whether honesty would 
not be the best policy of the Democratic ma- 
jority in the Legislature in making that new 
apportionment. 


MRS, BRADFORD’S PRIVATE BANK. 

The swindling operations of Mrs. Bradford, 
through her private bank or “loan institu- 
tion ”’ in Brooklyn, substantially were of the 
satne character as the game worked a few 
years earlier by Mrs. Howe in Boston. There 
was an interesting variation of devotion to a 
specific object and of forging notes to show 
that large sums of money had been loaned at 
exorbitant rates of interest, but otherwise the 
two schemes were identical, The plan was to 
appeal to the cupidity of women by offering 
them a much bigger return on their “ invest- 
ments” than the ordinary business-man 
would consider it safe to expect to pay ‘“in- 
terest ’’ out of new contributions of principal 
so long as that operation left a margin of 
surplus for the conductor of the enterprise, 
and to ‘‘ suspend ”’ when the balance turned 
the other way. 

Mrs. Bradford was a school teacher in 
earlier years. She understood the financial 
pressure upon many of that class in the latter 
half of the interval between consecutive pay 
days, and knew that some of the number are 
willing to pay usurious interest for accommo- 
dation. So she organized a private bank for 
lending to them on those terms and perhaps 
confined her operations to this mode of 
plunder for a time. But her opportunities 
for lending to impecunious teachers were 
small compared with the amount of money 
placed at her disposal by the women appealed 
to with an offer of 9 per cent, which was more 
than double what they could obtain at the 
savings banks, She took the money offered, 
paid interest out of it, and encouraged still 
larger investinents in her hands by the dis. 
play of forged notes of school teachers for 
fabulous sums. This means of quieting sus- 
picion tended to awaken in the minds of the 
lenders a feeling worse than mere cupidity. 
They thought themselves insured against loss 
by the fact that some hundreds of poor teach- 
ers were paying ruinous rates of interest, with 
the result of sinking deeper and deeper into 
the mire. 

It is true that among the victims who con- 
tributed a total of more than $200,000 tothe 
‘sinking fund” were a few men, including 
the husband of the swindler. But the great 
majority were women, attracted by a bait 
which a man of average intelligence would 
recognize as one and let it alone. It also 
must be admitted that male swindlers are 
equally ready with those of the other sex to 
avail themselves of gross and systematic 
forgery, but, the fact remains that the scheme 


eseentially was a feminine one, appealing to/ 


the cupidity of women and based on the 
knowledge that they do not understand the 
essentials of soundness in business methods. 
The men victims were but incidentals, 

It would not, however, be fair to cite the 
Howe and Bradford frauds as proofs that men 
and women do not and can not stand on the 
same level inan understanding of business 
matters. One has but to point to the Ferdi- 
nand Ward steal, the “Fund W” fraud in 
this city, and the numerous bucket-shop oper- 
ations, to say nothing of the thousands of 
gambling dens in this city and elsewhere which 
mainly are supported by male victims, to show 
that the financial gudgeons are far from being 
all of one sex, It also should not be forgot- 
ten that any relative advantage the male 
mind may have over the female in financial 
shrewdness may be mostly if not entirely a 
matter of education, the training of the latter 
favoring a dependence upon the judgment of 
others in the making’‘of financial investments. 
The members of both sexes are prone to forget 
that safety of investment and low rates of in. 
terest are almost synonymous terms, and that 
the offer of extraordinarily big profits to a 
stranger generally is proof that the person 
making the offer is either a fool or a rogue. 
About the only exceptions to this rule are the 
cases of emergency in which it seems advisa- 
ble to obtain money instantly for the, purpose 
of staving off a greater loss than the exces. 
sive interest would amount to. 


At the meeting of the Council Finance 
committee Friday a proposition of Street Su- 
perintendent McCarthy for an additional ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for * unimproved 
streets’’ was under discussion. It appears 
the Superintendent informed the committee 
that all but $26,000 of the appropriation 
made in March for this purpose has been 
exhausted.

WHAT A UNIVERSALIST EXPECTS. 


The Rev. Dr. Rexford Believes a Modified 
Form of Union Possible. 

The Rev. E. L, Rexford, D. D.. is a leading 
Universalist clergyman of Boston and will be 
remembered as having taken a prominent 
part in the religious parliament. He believes

that union between certain branches at least 
of the liberal denominations is desirable, 
though he has his doubts as_ to the feasibility 
of a comprehensive union that shall embrace 
the all. 

*AsI understand it,”’ says Dr. Rexford, 
* this congress will be mainly an asseinblage 
of inquirers and the common quest will bea 
mutual ground of unity for allied work. I 
know of noman whohas a scheme or plan 
at present which he can trace from the be- 
ginning to the end. Larger uniuns than the 
mere denominational bodies in the evangelical 
ranks have been formed for general pur- 
poses, and this movement doubtless receives 
an impulse | from the success of such enter- 
prises. I[t betrays the general reluctance of 
men tobe s.onein their industries, even in 
the name of religion. I do not see how this 
first session’ can do more than discuss con- 
verging tendencies of certain lines of work, 
and possibly find certain strict intents that 
can be better promoted by united than by 
separate action. 

‘*T confess there are difficulties in the way 
as I look upon the situation. If the work is 
to be philanthropic and educational I do not 
see the need of limiting it to the ‘liberal re- 
ligions,’ and, on the other hand, if it is to be 
a movement for a closet union on the basis of 
worship I anticipate such diversity of opinion 
that little progress will be made, If they could 
unite on the simple but comprehensive basis 
of theism and the love of man they would find 
a basis for both worship and philanthropy, 
but I fear the ethical culturists would not 
occupy that platform. It must be confessed 
that certain kinds of work must be separate 
and carried on in separate buildings. The 
trip-hammers requisite to the forging of an- 
chors and the fashioning of armor plate 
would disturb Mr. Clark in his polishing of 
astronomical lenses. Roach’s shipbuilding 
could not be carried on in the Elgin watch 
factories. Diverse interests must be pursued 
in different ways, though the same intelli- 
gence may direct a group of interests in a 
general way. It is this larger generalization 
which I understand is to be sought after at 
Chicago. 

“*T have believed for some time past that 
the Unitarians and the Univérsalists might 
unite in one erganic body in behalf of a lib- 
eral and rationai religion. The Universalists 
are atl Unitarians, and ail Unitarians are 
practically Universalists. Both parties are 
preaching precisely the same gospel, and if 
they were one people united under some com- 
prehensive title 1 believe there are 500 towns, 
villages, and cities in this country. that might 
yave liberal churches well supported, whereas 
under the policy of separation those same 
towns never have a syllabje of rational re- 
ligion from one year’s end to another. The 
Jews are Unitarians, of | course, but the ques- 
tion of race rather than of religion would 
prevent any general union on their part. On 
the score of economy as well as strength 
Unitarians and Universalists ought to unite. 
Why should Meadville, Pa., and Canton, N. 
Y., Theological Schools be separate? Each 
has about forty students pursuing the 
same. studies; each 1s in need. of 
funds and suffering for’ want of a stronger 
teaching force, and faculty, while if they 
were combined we would have better scholar- 
ship and better equipment. Thesame may be 
said of Tufts d Harvard Divinity Schools. 
Such union as this is practicable, but whether 
we could go much beyond these lines and ac- 
complish any, organic or even closely affili- 
ated union remains to be seen. 

‘** As to results, the World’s Parliament of 
Religions resulted in the world being re- 
ligiously introduced to itself. and that witha 
general increase of sympathy and respect no 
doubt; and so it may be reasonably hoped that 
this meeting at Chicago will help to a better 
understanding of the various parties anda 
higher appreciation of the aims and purposes 
each has to cherish and accomplish. We cer- 
tainly accomplish a very desirabie result when 
we come to appreciate the spirit of other peo- 
ple. It the Chicago Liberal Religious Con- 
gress shall forward this interest it will be 
worth the holding.”’ 


DR, THOMAS RESOLVED ON UNION, 


He Proposes to Have Itin Part Even if the 
Congress Should Fail. 


The Rev. H. W. Thomas, D. D., of the.Peo- 
ple’s Church, Chicago, has been identitied 
from the first with the movement that is to 
issue in ths assembling of the congress. He 
has been the Chairman of tne committee that 
has had the entire matter in charge. -So ear- 
nestly does he desire a union of liberal believ- 
ers that he says a partial one will be formed 
even if the eongress should fail in accomplish- 
ing what is hoped from it. 

**The Parliament of Religions last sum- 
mer,’ he says, *‘ was nota mere passing inci- 
dent, but a tremendous event. This congress 
of liberal religionists soon to meet is one of 
its results. Its aim of course isto unite in 
helpful codperation those outside the pale of 
orthodoxy. If the congress fails to start a 
movement that promises satisfactory union 
the independent churches will themselves 
effect some kind of an _ organization. 
We enter the congress’ gladly hoping 
that its issue imay at least be the beginning 
of a unification. of liberal religious forces, but 
if it should not be we will get closer together 
ourselves. Inia word, we have much to hope 
for in gain and nothing to fear in loss. We 
independents shrink from launching another 
church in the confusion ,of sects, but for a 
long tine we have felt the need of organized 
and united work to further advantageously 
the cause we represent, and we welcome, 
therefore, any movement that is broad enough 
to include us. For my own part I think the 
congress will result in good. It cun’t helpit, 

jf it do nothing more than meet, thereby em- 
phasizing anew, by the comung together of 
men and womien interested in the betterment 
of their kind, the great truth of human broth- 
erhood, one of the fundamentals of true re- 
hgion. There can be no question, moreover, 
but that an earnest effort will. be made 
towards union. Those who will attend the 
congress will not come because they need 


» more work to do, for they are busy now with 


thoroughly in liberalism and appreciates that 
its weakness is lack of *‘compact organiza- 
tion.”? He says: 

‘*It seems to me the aim of the congress 
ought to be twofold. In the first-place, to 
weld together all broad, liberal-minded men 
and women who believe ‘in a religion ex- 
pressed in deeds rather than one based pri- 
marily on creeds or one which makes dogma 
a testof fellowship. The great weakness of all 
liberal bodies is the weakness which char- 
acterizes progressive movements in general— 
the lack of that compact organization and 
unity expressed in works which makes the 
efforts of conservative bodies so effective. 
A broader union than this, however, should 
also be present in the minds of those who will 
take part in the congress; a union which will 
look toward welding together earnest men 
and women who desire that spiritual unity 
which must come before the brotherhood of 
man can be anything more than a faint ideal 
floating before the vision of highly spiritual 
natures; that unity which is sufficiently broad 
and tolerant to welcome all earth’s children 
who love, suffer, and’ aspire, and who are 
ready to stand on the golden rule as a 
basis for fellowship. 

** The Parliament of Religions accomplished 
noble work. In fact, it is doubtful whether 
any of us at the present time appreciate its 
significance and value. A great progressive 
victory such as that accomplished by the par- 
liament has naturally awakened, toa certain 
extent, the narrow spirit of conservatism and 
intolerance. This is not surprising. Indeed, 
it has followed every great onward move- 
ment or reformative step in the history of re- 
ligion. But while not surprising it affords an 
additional reason why all who believe in 
positive work toward the realization of a 
universal brotherhood should unite in con- 
eerted action to neutralize all opposition 
which springs from a spirit of bigotry, and 
which is characterized by hate rather than 
love.” 


PROF. SWING IN FULL SYMPATHY. 


: 
He Believes Thoroughly in the Purpose 
of the Congress. 

Prof. David Swing while not intending to 
participate actively in the congress is in full 
sympathy with it. 

‘Of course I am in sympathy with the 
movement,” he said in response to a question. 
‘*No one who wishes well to society could op- 
pose an effort to unite moralists ina line of 
work hinted at in the liberal words of the call 
sent out by the committee." On account of 
long years of ill health I built up a habit of 
not attending conventions. While 1 wasa 
Presbyterian I took no part in the synods and 
assemblies. 1 have declined so many calis to 
tuke part in such meetings that now my 
brethren have ceased toask me. My mind 
and heart are with the whole crowd—orthodox 
and heterodox. Dr. Canfield, Dr. Barrows, 
Dr. Hirseh, and their groups are helping all 
the churches and the whole nation. 

‘*If by conference these men can strength- 
en each other and.find the best way for mak- 
ing better the greatest number the. liberal 
congress will be of great value to the public. 
Iam personally acquainted with nearly all 
the members of the coming congress and a 
higher and nobler lot of moralists never lived. 
We can trust them all the year through and 
may well expect tnat of this congress only 
good caa come,”’ 


IT SHOULD BRIDGE DIVISIONS, 


Hope Entertained by the Rev. H, M. Sim- 
mons of Minneapolis. 

The Rev. H. M. Simmons, D, D., of Min- 
neapolis,’one of the representative Unitarians 
of the Northwest, says of the congress: 

“The aim of the congress should be, both 
by addresses and more practical organization, 
to give expression to a spirit so liberal anda 
thought so large as to. bridge the present re- 
ligious divisions and not only bring intoa 
closer union the denominations there repre- 
sented but furnish a basis for broader union 
with others. 

**The results are. not easily predicted, but 
the tendency toward religioys union widely 
seen ‘in the last few years, and especially in 
the late parliament, gives ground to hope 
that they may be important and permanent.”’

How a West Side Patrolman Cleared His

But, if during the summer every sleeper was 
sent to the station, the city would have to 
build au annex for their accommodation. 
Consequently the patrolmen have orders to 
drive away every one they can and call the 
wagon only in extreme cases.

In America, women, old and young, feel 
freo and safe to travel alone if circumstances 
render it necessary. I know scores of charm- 
ing, refined young girls who have taken long 
journeys unattended and met with nothing 
but ceurtesy and polite attentions. 

This is a matter which puzzles the foreigner 
greatly. He cannot understand the independ- 
ence of the American girl in public, nor quite 
accept it, much as he is pleased with her ease 
of manner, charm, and conversational powers 
in private life, 

The encroaching chaperon system will 
eventuaily, perhaps, together with the com- 
ments and objections of the foreigner, intimi- 
date the American girl to a greater degree; 
but at present she feels herself able to hold 
her own dignity and act as her own protector 
on board fi railroad train or an ocean steamer. 

Whenever a young girl sets forth upona 
journey of many hours or days her wise 
guardians and friends urge her to ** keep her 
money out of sight and to avoid conversation 
with strangers.”’ “If you want your window 
open or shut,”’ says the judicious father, ** ask 
the brakeman or conductor, and politely re- 
fuse the overtures of that officious man who 
is always waiting to open a window and con- 
versation at the same time.’ 

This is excellent counsel! I have given it 
personally toa young protégé within a short 
period of time. Yet the conventional idea 
that a young woman alone, who converses 
with a strange man during a journey, has 
committed a breach of etiquette and good 
breeding, or exposed herself to disagreeable 
comment or experience, is @ most mistaken 
one. Thereiga safe and an unsafe way; a 
tasteful andan undignified method of doing 
everything. . 

Conventionalities Set Aside. 

It is absolute nonsense to surround one’'s- 
self with a barbed wire fence of conventional 
rules for every occurrence in life. Let us 
have the fence, to be sure; but devoid of 
barbs, and with occasional gates of egress 
here and there. 

There is no reason why the lady who enjoys 
gazing at scenery, and whose eyes permit 
her to read on railroad trains, should engage 
in conversation with strangers if she does not 
wish to. She can always ignore the proffered 
attentions, and men rarely expose themselves 
to a second rebuff. 

But because this woman finds other enter- 
tainment more agreeable thana chat witha 
stranger, she should not immediately sit in 
judginent upon her neighbor opposite, who 
replies tosome remark her masculine seat- 
mate has made, and passes an hour ofa long 
day in conversation. -It is possible—even 
probable in this reign of the oculist—that her 
neighbors’ eyes ure too weak for use on the 
train; and nothing is wore taxing or injurious 
to weak eyes than gazing at flying fields, 
lakes, and fences through a car window.

ley |Good Results May Be in Evidence 
Soon—Buffalo Sets Other Cities a Good 
Example. 


If “ what goes up must come down.” and 
10 per cent of the coal used in Chicago goes 
up in smoeke—which is an expert estimate— 
then something like 300,000 tons of filth and 
dirt fall annually on the heads of Chicago 
people. If this were unavoidable the people 
might bear it more patiently, If it were not 
for the fact that a large sum of money is ex- 
pended annually by the taxpayers to * abate 
the nuisance ’’ and that it has been proven 
time and again that smoke is an unnecessary 
evil, it might be a trifle more bearable or at 
least the people might feel more resigned. - 

When the fact became generally established 
that smoke could be prevented easily the 
Council passed an ordinanve providing a fine 
for the offense of maintainmg a smoky chim- 
ney. Thecity office was created, the incum- 
bent of which was supposed to enforce the or- 
dinance with the firmness that the offenses 
deserved, While the official broom was new 
it swept clean, but from time to time the 
office seems to have degenerated into a politi- 

cal job of small caliber. 

For many years the tall, black smokestacks 
all over the city had belched out their dense 
volumes of soot on silent, suffering humanity. 
The plague was endured in the belief that no 
remedy existed. There is an old saying to 
the effect that *‘ where there is smoke there 
must be fire,’ but this is one of the few good 
rules that won’t necessarily work both ways. 
It has been proven that any fuel worthy of 
the nameican be consumed by fire without 
Causing any noticeable amount of smoke. It 
is only. necessary to seciire perfect combus- 
sion, and this is not only possible but 
extremely practical and economic. If a chim- 
ney smokes badly it indicates a loss of fuel 
of 10 to 25 per cent. Black smoke contuine 
gases and combustibles that should be con- 
sumed in the furnace and thereby increase its 
firing capacity and decrease the fuel bili. 
Smoke smothers flame, and the more a chim- 
ney smokes the less power will the bouler gen- 
erate. The highest degree of heat reached by 
a bed of burning coals jis at the moment when 
smoke has passed off, leaving the fire ata 
white heat. The smoke emitted by coal fire 
is allformed when the *“green’’ coal is-in 
the first stage of combustion. To consume 
that smoke it is necessary to keep it from en- 
teringa chimney unfil it comes in contact 
with the hotter portion of the fire and is 
changed from solid particles into gases, in 
which form it is readily consumed. ) 

Find the Way to Bura It. 

With these facts for a basis to work on in- 
ventors experimented/years to find a solution 
of the smoke problem, ‘Their efforts were at 
last rewarded. The mumerous smoke con- 
sumers first patented were but partial suc- 
cesses, the majority being too complicated or 
costly in construction.) The perfected furnace 
was the final outgrowth of these many experi- 
ments. There are many smoke-consuming 
contrivances on the market, but the simpler 
ones are the most perfect. If interested 
people would give the subject the study and 
attention its importance demands they would 
soon be able to jhdge intelligently the 
merits and demerits of different fur- 
nace appliances. A thorough knowledge of 
the subject is necessary to guard against the 
false representations of firms who sell **smoke 
consumers’ which doinot ** consume.”’: That 
‘‘a little knowledge # a dangerous thing”’ 
has heen proved in fthis connection many 
times by men who have been taken in and 
swindled by dealersiwho sell furnaces of 
a complicated make, born of much theory but 
little experience, which consume more futel 
and produce more singke than the most sim- 
ple and vipamneay of of style grates and fur- 
naces. It may be wel] to remark in passing 
that the majority af men who claim it 
is impossibie te prevdnt smoke, or that the 
process is too costly, are, in many cases, 
the owners of furnaces that are *“* smokeless ”’ 
only so long as there is no fire in them, Such 
men, having spent much time, money, and pa- 
tience on bogus smoke-preventers, are dis- 
gusted and tired of the subject and endeavor 
to dismiss it with the assertion that to prevent 
smoke without too great a cost is * simply 
impossible,’’” In direct contradiction to this 
is the fact that thousands of furnaces are do- 
ing good and satisfactory work, and many 
firms are now in business that place such fur- 
naces under any style of boiler with the guar- 
antee that they will not only prevent a smoke 
aoe but will do so at a reduced cost for 

uel. 


Simple Down Draft System. 


The most used form of the successful 
smoke consumer isa simple arrangement of 
double grates, one above the other; It is 
called the **down draft,’ probably because 
the t're is fed from the upper grate through 
which the smoke must pass downward through 
the grate bars, where, in the space between 
the upper and lower fires, the smoke is con- 
‘sumed entirely. The lower fire is fed entirely 
by the falling of coals from the upper grate 
bars, whic are purposely left wide 
apart. The lower grate is much 
the same as the _ old-fashioned style 
of grate long used. There is nothing 
peculiar in its construction. The upper grate 
bars are hollow and through them passes a 
circulating stream of water which supplies the 
boiler. The water passing through the grates 
in this manner preyents them from becoming 
overheated and melted. as would be the cer- 
tain résult of being between two intensely hot 
fires. Another advantageous point in this 
plan is the fact that the water becomes so 
heated in circulating through the grate bars 
that it enters the boiler almost at the 
vaporizing point of temperature, and but 
little more heat is necessary to create ‘+live ”’ 
steam. This style of furnace consumes all 
the fuel, thereby making asaving of from 
one-tenth to one-quarter in the quantity, and 
asamuch cheaper grade can be used the 
saving often amounts, under favorable cir- 
cumstances, to mdre than 40 percent. In 
addition to this the! capacity of the boilers is 
always increased, ih some cases one-half. 

There is nothing |jnew in allthis. It is his- 
tory. For more than two years many smoke- 
consuming furnaces have been in use in Chi- 
cago with perfect success. After severe tests 
under all conditions the furnaces have proved 
that sinoke consunjers are not only possibili- 
ties but economic actualities. The furnaces 
save their first cost/in fdel in from one tothree 
years. It requiresmo more -expert labor to 
fire the new than the old ones, and not so 
much work. It may be easier to let a chim- 
ney smoke than ito stop it, but it is not so 
cheap in the long run. 


Society to Get in Action. 


There is a city official who wears near the 
armhole of his vest a large German silver 
star bearing the inscription, *‘ Smoke Inspec. 
tor.”’ It is the duty of this individual! to hunt 
up the owners of stnoky chimneys and com- 
pel them to abate! the nuisance. There is an 
organization known as the ** Society for the 
Prevention of Smeke’’ which formerly did 
much good work in suppressing the smoke 
nuisance. It is said that society members have 
been dusting off their armor and otherwise 
preparing for a revival of the crusade against 

,smoke offenders. | Hearing this the Smoke 
‘Inspector bobs up in print with an autograph 
interview in which he says he will * be glad 
to codperate with the society in their efforts,” 
But the officers of. the society think they can 
‘* get along very well alone, thank you,”’ ana 
their renewed efforts may be heard from dt 
any time. Its former method was to promise 
the owner of a smioke nuisance prompt prose. 
cution in the courts unless the objectionable 
chimney were made to quit smoking, and 
the promise was invariably kept with good 
resuits. The officers of the society believe the 
old methods will work as well as ever and ex- 
periences have taught them thata proper ef- 
fort in this direction was invariably crowned 
with success. The society raised ‘money by 
subscription and spent it generously in prof. 
itable experiments which proved healthful to 
the citizens who really wish to do 
away with the emoke nuisance. Owners 
of bad chimneys were approached in a 
business-like manner -by practical men of 
tact and experien¢e, who could not only pro- 
pose a reform but suggest the most practical 
and least costly way to effect the change. 
Those who showed a willingness to be re- 
formed were shown the error of their ways 
and directed in the path of advanced - civiliza,

From a top floor of the 
onadnoek Building, where the society once 
had its eyrie and pe tes the officers: watched 
with eagle eyes for the “‘smokers’’ in the 
dawn-town district, the scene is now aimost 
asibad a& at any time in the last several 
years. Inthe matter of smoke the winter 
just gone was one of the worst in several 
previous ones. Observant people watched 
the gradual increase and wondered what had 
become of the Society for the Prevention of 


Smoke. And the question was some- 
times asked: “*Who is the city Smoke 
Inspector now?” It was thought that when 


the summer months arrived and less coal 
was needed for heating purposes the sky 
wouid be more free from soot and smoky 
tilth, but the change in seasons has worked no 


‘change except possibly for the worse. There 


have been times when the biackest chimneys 
in the down-town district could be counted on 
the fingers, but now those equally sinoky can 
be|seen by scores, In the residence ortion, 
articularly on the South Side, where the 
Smoke Inspector lives, the smoke is worse 
than ever. A number of big hotels, brew- 
eries, and manufactories send up black smoke 
continually for twenty-four hours each day, 
Many places where smoke is once abolished 
are now smoking with old-time vehemence. 
In| such cases negligence is the usual cause. 


Merged in One Biack Cloud, 


If an effort were made to enumerate the 
smoky chimneys one might see in a day’s 
search in the city the list would run up into 
the scores if not hundreds. From any high 
building near the Lake-Front one can see at 
any hour of the day a sight that is “ appal- 
lg.’ If the wind is from the east. carrying 
the black clouds westward over the city, one 
can see but a few blocks with’ any degree of 
eldarness in that direction. Dozens of high 
buildings contribute to the general fund oi 
murkiness, and hundreds of iower chimneys 
of\smaller. caliber are miniature but good 
imitators. Beginning with the Illinois 
Central road whose hundreds of loco- 
motives are far from smokeless and glancing 
down every street to the westward, from 
T’'weifth north to the river, and {rom the Lake 
Front west to the river, not a single street can 
be found free from at least one smoke nui- 
sance. Outside that radius it is difficult to 
distinguish the exact location of ** bad ones,”’ 
Asithere are so many clouds that it is impos- 
sible to trace each to its source, There is no 
evidence of a coal famine overhead. 

Buffalo Achieves Success. 


It is necessary to go out of the city for recent 
examples of what can be done in the matter 
ofisuppressing smoke. The city officials of 
Buffalo, N. Y., recently made a decided im- 
provement at their boiler plant in the city 
water-works. One result will be the saving 
ofimany thousands of dollars each year. No 
time will be lost in extending the improve- 


ment to ail branches of city work 
where much fuel is used or where 
ai smoke nuisance now exists. The 


improvement consists in the placing of down- 
the boilers at the 
city water-works. The new furnaces burn 
soit coal of a poor quality, at a cost of $1.50 
aton. Formerly hard coal was used at a cost 
ofinearly $5 a ton. this being necessary to 
avoid smoke,. When. the new furnaces were 
put in the people in the vicinity objected to 
the change from hard to soft coal on the 
ground thata smoke nuisance would be the 
probable result, But the contractors who 
placed the new furnaces guaranteed té@ pro- 
dure plenty of fire without sinoke, and the 
city officials decided to give them a trial. Four 
furnaces were furnished by the contractors 
asa test at theirown expense. A $2,000 bond 
was filed to indemnify the city dagainst any 
loss in event of a failure of the test. When 
all| was ready the furnaces were fired with 
cheap soft coai. After teh days of satisfac- 
tony test the device was accepted by the city 
authorities. It was found to create a satis- 
factory amount of power at a saving of 50 
per cent on the old methods. To satisfy any 
incredulous people that the furnace was prac- 
tically smokeless the Commissioners retained 
the service of a photographer, who photo- 
graphed the smokestack of the furnaces from 
thirty two different positions in intervals of 
fifteen minutes for eight hours. 


Contractors Make Propositions. 


The contractors then made three proposi- 
tions to the Commissioners in which they 
offered to contract for the equipping of the 
remaining twenty-four furnaces. The propo- 
sitions were as follows: 

First—The company will put in the appliances 
under twenty-four boiiers for $22,000, and give 
goal and sufficient bond guaranteeing that a 
saving of 50 per cent will be effected in the cost 
of fuel. 

Second—-To put in the devices free of cost and 
accppt in full payment for the furnaces the 
ampunt of saving at the expiration of one year. 

Third—To put the devices in and keep them in 
goad repair for aterm of five years without ex- 
petise to the city and accept in full payment 
therefor one-half of the amount of the annual 
saving in fael; alsoto give good and sufticient 
bonds guaranteeing the city against any damage 
that may accrue or be appraised from the escape 
of smoke from the stacks. 

The first proposition was accepted by the 
city and the work of placing the smoke con- 
surbing device is now in progress. 

Chicago was one of the tirst cities of im- 
portance to attempt, on a large scale, the sup. 
pression of the smoke nuisance. Other cities 
were not slow to follow the example, and at 
the present time many cities and large towns 
have progressed further than Chicago in a 
general obliteration of the trouble. Politics 
and political * pulls,’ it appears, have had 
too much to do with the drafts of furnaces,

MEAT FOR THE WORKINGMAN, 


Makes Muscle, Preserves Energy, and Val- 
uable for Preserving the Tissues, 

H. W. Fox of Stovkport, Eng,, was discuss- 
sing the food value of meat to workihgmen 
in the corridor of the Southern Hotel, says the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. He said: ‘ De- 
spite what our vegetarian friends say, meat 
is essential to\the workingman. It makes 
muscle and preserves the energy. The 
frishman of his own country is too 
poor to buy much meat, and it is notori- 
ous that he cannot do as much work as he 
does .in other countries where he 
enabled to live better. The Trades 
Union Commission of England has on record 
the statement of a manufacturer who has 
factories in Manchester, England, and Cork. 
Ireland, to the effect that, although he paid 
wages 20 per cent lower in Cork than In his 
English factory, the cost to him is ex- 
actly the same, This he attributes whol- 
ly to the aifference in diet. Several man- 
ufacwurers in this country have observed a 
marked increase in the labor capacity of 
young Irishmen after a few weeks’ stay in 
this country, where meat is served three times 


a day ut the boarding-houses, whereas in his | 


own country the Irish laborer is in luck to 
get meat once a day. This is an economic 
question in which there is food for serious 
thought for men employing labor on 
a large scale, who think to save money by 
cutting down wager. It has been demon 
strated that'‘shortening the hours of labor in- 
creases the average of work done, and by pay- 
ing wages at which men can afford to eat 
plenty of meat’ the manufacturer will, I be- 
lieve, be the ultimate beneficiary. Especially 
is this true of concerns like iron foundries 
and rolling mills, where the work is of an ex- 
tremely arduous character, demanding a CcOn- 
stant renewal of the wasted tissues. 


Largest Glass Punch Bowl. 


New York Sun: The largest piece of cut glass 
ever made in America is now on exhibition in 
New York. It was made at the pioneer cut lass 
factory of the United States, how about forty 
years running. The _ piece weighed seventy 
poands before it was decorated and lost pen 
twenty pounds ip the cutting. Itisa panes bow 
eighteen inches high and twenty-four inches In 
diameter. The actual cost of production was 
neariy $400, and five men were busied five ~— 
in decorating it. American cut-giass makers ad- 
mit that one English house surpasses them in 
some kinds of work. but insist that the Conti- 
nental glass cutters do not equal their Americen 
rivals. English glass cutters earn moderate 
wuges. but the pay of skilled men in the United 
States is from $45 to $30 per week. Strange to 
say, American inventors have not greatly im- 
proved the machinery for cutting glass. It still 
consists of the iron wheel fed with sand for the 
first rough cutting. the stone wheel with water 
for the next process, the wooden wheel with 
putty dust for the next, and the brush wheel for 
the final polishing.

carried alive to Spain, and a few years after- 
ward to England, and domesticated. It is a 
problem how many generations it takes to do- 
mesticate wild turkeys, A Chicago man says 
when he was a boy he found a hatful of 
speckled eggs in the leaves one day, car- 
ried them home, and put them under a hen. 


keys in the poultry-yard, but as soon as they 
got big enough to scratch for themselves they 
left the place and went to. the woods, and 
were as wild asif they had been hatched and 
raised by their own mother out in the hills, 

The wild turkey is the largest and most in- 
teresting American game bird. At present, 
in the older and more thickly settled States, 
the species is practically extinct, but turkeys 
may yet be found in abundance in the hilly 

ortions of the Middle Mississippi Valley. 

e tarkey is a shy bird and the’ hunter that 
bags game has to be full of tricks. 

The hunter who wants a fat gobbler con- 
ceals himself behind a log or in a brush heap 
ani intitates the call of the turkey hen. 
have seen men whocould make the call per- 
feetly with their vocal organs, but such men 
are rare. Asa rule the hoHow bone of a tur- 
key’s wing, a reed, or a cane pipe stem is 
used, and even with these it requires great 
practice and thorough acquaintance with the 
turkey’s voice to attain success, A 
simple ** turkey-caller” is a hollow bowl of 
wood, like the bowl of a pipe, witha nail 
through the bottom. The hunter holds the 


nail against a smooth, fine-grained whet- 
stone. The call is ‘*Turk! turk! turk!’ re- 
peated at intervals of two or three minutes, 
and anybody who has ever heard this call 
knows where the turkey got his name, If the 
call is made too often the gobbler becomes 
suspicious. 

If the call is satisfactory the bird ap- 
proaches with great ceremony. He spreads 
his tail out like a wagon wheel and drums on 
the ground with his wings. He goes side- 
ways, tacking from point to point like a 
yacht beating against the wind. He looke 
back at his tail with unbounded admiration. 
He gobbles vociferously. He is prouder ana 
more affected than a peacock. Bang! All is 
over with the ardent suitor. 

When two gobblers meet each other, as they 
frequently do when both are looking for 
trouble, there ensues a battle royal. If one is 
shot as they are nearing together the other, 
utterly obiivious of the presence of an enemy 
with a gun,at once attacks his dying rival 
and will remain there gratifying his vengeance 
until he, too, is slain. 

Hunting wild turkeys. by moonlight isa 
favorite feature of the sport. This can only 
be done in the winter when the trees are bare 
of leaves. The roosting place is ascertained 
as nearly as may be before it becomes dark, 
and late at night the hunter repairs to the 
spot and ‘‘ moons” the sleeping birds. That 
is, he draws a bead on the moon and by 
shifting his position he finally gets the body 
ofthe turkey to darken the sights and then 
fires with great accuracy. A shotgun is gen- 
erally used for night shooting, though many 
old mountain hunters wouid scorn to shoot a 
“dad-gum han’ful o’ bullets’ at anything 
and can draw as fine a bead ona rifle at 
night against the moon as they could at mid-

On a heavy, wet day when itis sleeting or 
when a soft, moist snow is falling turkeys are 
unable to fly any considerable distance and 
when rain freezesas it falls the wings are 
sometimes so stiffened with ice that. they can- 
not fly atall, Then the trained turkey dog 
ig useful and two or three. hunters who un. 
derstand the proper methods will play sad 
havoc with a flock of birds. Itis a matter of 
practicable impossibility fot the hunter to 
obtain a shot when the turkeys are on the 
ground unless he cotnes upon them by sur- 
prise, An ordinary still hunt for turkeys is 
too frequently barren of results. |
